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Original account of the Borough of Easton, in Pennsylvania %. 


[EMBELLISHED WSTH A VIEW.] 


Lime more than half a cen- 
tury has elapfed, fince nought but 
dreary wilds, the gloomy haunts of 
the rude favage indian occupied the 
place, where now ftands, the flou- 
rifhing and fprtightly borough of 
Eafton, It was founded and laid 
out by William Parfons, efquire, 
under the directions of the then 
proprietors of Penafylvania, 

The town confifts of about 200 
dwelling houfes, generally frame 
and log buildings, and fome of 


ftone, built with neatnefs and ele- 
Bance, it contains about 1400 inha- 


itants, chiefly Germans. And is 
the County town of Northampton, 
where the public offices are eftab- 
lithed, and the courts of juftice 
held. It is fituated on a beautiful 
plain, ac the confluence of the rivers 


Delaware and Lehigh, about 60 
miles N. of Philadelphia. 

From its central and commodious 
fituation, and its being a general 
Market, to which produce of eve- 
ry kind is drawn from the interior 

arts of the country, down the De- 
tf and Lehigh, and the nume- 
rovs ftreams connected with thofe 
rivers, Eafton is poffeffed of advan- 
tages, highly calculated to fuftain 
and increafe the importance which 
it juftly holds among the inland 
trading towns of Pennfylvania, as 
there is at all times a conftant com- 
munication between it and Philae. 
de}phia. 

That the means of intercourfe 
between the upper parts of New- 
Jerfey and Eafton, may be rendered 
more eaf, and pratticable, a Com- 
pany was fome time ago incorpora-

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ted, for the purpofe of ereéting a 
wooden bridge over the river De- 
laware, at Eafton. Mr. Palmer, 
from Newbury-port, in the Com- 
monwealth of Mafachufetts, is ems 
ployed as the architect for building 
this noble ftrudtore. The work 
was commenced laft Sumner (1797) 
and is now profecating with ali the 
ardour, that a bufivels of the nature 
will admit of. It is thrown over 
the river, oppofite Northampton 
fireet, the principal and moft central 
ftreet of the town, where the De- 
laware is near 600 feet wide—and 
is to be of three arches, and 34 feet 
wide, fuitably divided inte carriage 
and fvotways. 

Another bridge, alfo of wood, 
280 feet in length, and 22 feet 
wide, built by Abraham Horn, efq. 
over the river Lehigh, oppofite 
Pomfret ftreet, on a new plan, ofa 
fingle arch, will be finifhed in the 
courfe of this Summer, (1798). 
Works of this kind, whilft they re- 
fleét honour on the Legiflature, to 
whofe public {pirit, manifefted on 
fo many occafions, and the enter- 
prizing genius of the citizens of 

ennfylvania, they are to be attri- 
buted, will alfo be productive of 
incalculable. benefit, not only to the 
neighbourhood, moré immediately 
interefted, but to the two adjoining 
ftates at large. 

In the center of the town, at-the 
interfection of Northampton and 
Pomfret ftreets, ftands the Court- 
‘Houfe, a handfome ftone building, 
two ftories high, with an open 
dome ‘or cupola and a bell in it; 
near it are the prifon and the build- 


ing deftined for the fafe-keeping of ° 


the public records, and in which 
the civil offices are kept—it is per- 
fetly fire-proof, It was built in 
the year 1791, is ove ftory high, of 
an oblong fornt; with 2 wide entry 
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through the middle, communicating 
with two fpacious rooms on each. 
fide ; each of the rooms is arched 
over, the floors are all plaiftered, 
the cafements of the windows are 
of ftone, and the whole of the 
doors and fhutters are of iron. It 
is fituated on the fouth-eaft corner 
of the Court-houfe. 

A littl towards the north-eaft of 
the Court-houfe in Pomfret ftreet, 
is the Church, a large and hand- 
fome ftruéture, in which divine 
fervice is performed both by the 
Lutheran and Reformed perfuafions 
in common. In the year 17@3, a 
Printing-Office was alfo eftablifhed 
in this town, 

On a beautiful eminence, near 
the river Delaware, between Nor- 
thampton and Spring-Garden freets 
is erected an Academy, two ftories 
high, called the Union Academy, 
which commands a beautiful and 
incomparable. profpe¢t over the 
town to Philipfhurg and _ other 
parts of the ftate of New-Jerfey, 


_as alfo up and down the Delaware ; 


it was originally defigned as a Col- 
lege, burt only fchools for teaching 
the Englifh and German languages 
have as yet been eftablifhed. 
‘There are numbers of manufac- 
turies of various kinds, within the 
Borough, On Bufhkill Creck, 
which empties into the Delaware, 
on the north fide of Eafton, and 
over which a fine ftone bridge of 
three arches is erefted, are four 
grift-mills, four faw-mills, one oil- 
mill, and two bark-mills, with three 
tanneries, where bufinefs is carried 
on very extenfively. In the years 
1796 and 1797 many thovfand 
barrels of flour, were manufactured 
here, and tranfported- to Philadel- 
phia, in boats carrying from 1co to” 
200 barrels. ‘Two ftages ply con- 
tantly between this place and Phi- 
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ladelphia, one of them runs twice a 
week in Summer, and once in 
Winter. 

The firuation of Eafton being 
pleafaut, the air pure and falubrious, 
and the water good, renders it an 
exceeding healthy place, infomuch, 
thatit has of late become a fathion- 
able Summer retreat to many of 
the citizens of Philadelphia. The 
proipetts which this town com- 
mands, though not very extenfive, 
being bouacded by hills, beyond the 


tivers Delaware on the eaift, the.

Lehigh on the fouth, and the Buhh-. 
kill on the nosth, aad by a hill 
towards che welt, is ftill truly char- 
ming, and hasa very romantic ap- 
pearance. 

The plate which accompanies 
this account, exhibits a view of that 
part of Northampton ftrect includ- 
ing the Court-houfe, which lies 
between the Delaware and Opp’s

“© TT is become a kind of fafhion 
among writers, toadmit, as a max- 
im, that if you could be always fure 
of a wile, active, and virtuous prince, 
monarchy would be the beit of go- 
vernments. Bat this is fo far from 
being admiffible, that it will for 
ever remain true, that a free go- 
vernment has a great advantage 
over a fimple monarchy, The bett 
and wifeft prince, by means of a 
freer communication with his peo- 
ple, and the greater opportunities 
to colleé& the beit advice trom the 
beft of his fubjeéts, would have an 
immenfe advantage ina free fate 
more than ina monarchy. A fe- 
nate confiiting of all that is mok 
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noble, wealthy, and able invhe na- 
tion, with a right to counfel the 
crown at all times, is a check to 
minifters, and a fecurity againft 
abufes, that a body of nobles who 
never mect, and have no fuch right, 
can never accomplifh. Another 
affembly, compofed of reprefenta- 
tives chofen by the people in all 
parts, gives the wtebe nation free 
accefs, and communicates all the 
wants, knowledge, projects, and 
withes of the nation, to govern- 
ment ; ¢xcites an emulation among 
all clafles, removes complaints, re- 
drefles grievances, affords opportu- 
nities of exertion to genivs though 
in obfcarity, and gives full fcope 
to all the faculties of man ; opens a 
er for every fpeculation to the 
egiflature, to adminiftration, and 
to the public : it gives an univerfal 
energy to the human charaéter, in 
every part of the ftate, which never 
can be obtained in a monarchy.”’

“ The United States of America 
have exhibited, perhaps, the firft 
example of goveraments erected on 
the fimple principles of nature : and 
if men are now fufliciently enlighten- 
ec to difabufe themfelves of artifice, 
impoflure, hypocrifv, and fupertti- 
tion, they will confider this event 
as an zra in their hiftory. Al. 
though the detail of the forma- 
tion of the American Govern- 
ments is at prefent little known or 
regarded either in Europe or in A- 
merica, it may hereafter becomean 
object of curiofity. It will never 
fe pretended that any perfons em- 
ployed in that fervice had any in- 
terviews with the gods, or were in 
any degree under the infpiration of 
Heaven, any more than thofe at 
work upon fhips or houfes, or la- 


bouring in merchandife or agricul. 
ture: it will for ever be acknow- 
ledged that thefe governments were 
contrived merely by the ufe of rea- 
fon and the fenfes. As Copley 
painted Chatham, Weft, Wolf, and 
Trumbull, Warren, and Montgo- 
mery ; as Dwight, Barlow, Trum- 
ball, and Humphries compofed 
their verfe, and Belknap and Kam- 
zay hiftory; as Godtrey invented 
his quadrant, and Rittenhoule his 
planetarium; as Boyliton pradtifed 
inoculation, & Franklin eleGricity ; 
as Paine expofed the miitakes of 
Raynal, and Jefferfon thofe of Buf- 
fon, fo unphilofophically borrowed 
from the Recherches Philofophiques 
fur les Americains, thofe fetpicable 
dreams of De Paw—aneither the peo- 
ple, nor their conventions, commuiit- 
tees, or fub-committees, confidered 
legiflation in any other light than 
ordinary arts and fciences, only as 
of more importance. Called with- 
out expectation, and compelled 
without previous inclination, though 
undoubtedly at the beft period of 
time both for England and America, 
to erect fuddenly new fyftems of 
laws for their future government, 
they adopted the method of a wife 
archite&t, in ereCting a new palace 
for the refidence ot his fovereign. 
They determined to confalt Vitru- 
vius, Palladio, and all other writers 
of reputation in the art; to exa- 
mine the moft celebrated buildings, 
whether they remain entire or 1n 
ruins ; compare thefe with the prin- 
ciples of writers; and inquire how 
far both the theories and models 
were founded in nature, or created 
by fancy: and, when this fheuld 
be done, as far as their circumfan- 
ces would allow, to adopt the ad- 
vantages, and rejeét the inconve- 
niencies, of all, Unembarrafied by 
attachments to noble familzes, he- 
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reditary lines and fucceffions, or any 
confiderations of royal blood, even 
the pious myftery of holy oi] had no 
more influence than that other of 
holy water : the people univerfally 
were too enlig!tened to he impofed 
on by artifice ; and their Jeaders, 
or more properly followers, were 
men of too much honour to attempt 
it. Thirteen goveruments thus foun- 
ded on the natural authority wf the 
people alone, without a pretence of 
miracle or myftery, which are def- 
tined to fpread over the northern 
part of that whole quarter of the 
globe, are a great point pained in 
favour of the rights of mankind. 
The experiment is made, and has 
completely fucceeded : it can no 
longer be called in queftion, whe- 
ther authority in magittrates, and 
obedience of citizens, can be groun- 
ded on reafon, morality, and the 
Chriftian religion, without the mon- 
kery of priefis, or the knavery of 


politicians.”

* T only contend that the Eng- 
lihh conftitution is, in theory, the 
moft ftupendous fabric of human in- 
vention, both fur the adjuitment of 
the balance, and the prevention of 
tts vibrations; and that the Ame- 
ricans ought to be applauded inttead 
of cenfured, for imitating it, as far 
as they have. Not the formation 
of languages, not the whole art of 
navigation and fhip building does 
more honour to the human under- 
Rtanding than this fyitem of govern. 
ment. The Americans have not 
indeed imitated it in giving a ne- 
gative, upon their legiflature to the 
executive power; in this refped 
their balances are incomplete, very 
much I confefste my mortification : 
ia other refpeRs, they have fume of 


them fallen thort of perfeQion, by 
giving the choice of fome militia 
officers, &c. to the people-—thefe are 
however {mall matters at prefent. 


They have not made their firft ma-- 


gitrates hereditary, nor their fena 
tors; here they differ from the kn- 
glith conftitution, and with great 
propriety. 

‘The Agrarian ia America, is di- 
vided iat the hands of the commen 
people in every ftate, in fuch a man. 
ner, that nineteen twenrteths of the 
property would be in the hands of 
the commons, Ict them appeinr 
whom they could for chief magif- 
trate and fenators; the fovereiguty 
then, in fact, as well as morality, 
muit refide in the whole body of the 
peuple ; and an hereditary king and 
nobility, who thoald not govern ac- 
cording to the public opinion, would 
infailibly be tumbled inttantly trom 
their places ; it is not only moft pru- 
dent then, but abfolutely neceflar:, 
to avoid continual violence, to give 
the people a legal, conftituricnal, 
and peaceable mode of changing 
thefe rulers, whenever they difes- 
ver improper principles or di{poti- 
tions in them. In the prefent flate 
of fociety, and with the prefent 
manners, this may be done, not on- 
iy without inconventence, but reat. 
ly for the happineis and profperity 
of the country. In future ages, 1 
the prefent flates. become great 
nations, rich, powerful, and loxu- 
rious, as well as numerous, their 
own feelings and good feafe will 
dictate to them what todo: they 
may make tranfitions to a nearet 
refembiance of the Britifh conititu- 
tion, by a frefhh convention, with- 
our the {mallet interruption to liber. 
ty. But this will never become ne- 
ceilary, until great quantities of 
property thall get into few hands, 

The truth is, that the people 
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have ever governed in America: 
alithe weight of the royal gover- 
nors and councils, even backed with 
fieets and armies, have never been 
able to get the advantage of them, 
who have always itood by their hou. 
fes of reprefentatives in every in- 
ftance, aut carried all their poiats ; 
and no govermor ever ftood his 
ground av ainitt a reprefentative af- 
iembly ; as lorg as he governed by 
their advice he was happy ; as foon 
as he ciffered from them he was 
wretched, and foon obliged to re- 
tire.

U PON, the fecond of Auguft 
i 796) a dij ivifi » of the column un- 
der the orders of genera! Ferino 
marched t! hrow gh this village, when 
fome Chaffeurs be! iongtng tothe ad. 
vanced guard entered a fhep, and 
forcibly took filk handkerchiefs and 
other goods to the value of 100 flo- 
rinsy for which they offered fome 
alli gnars in pay ment; but “upon the 
hop keeper refuling 10 take fuch

ufelefs paper, they ftrock at him 
with their fabres, and left the fhop 
with fhouts of laughter and torrents 
of abufe. Five others entered the 
houfe of one of the magiftrates, 
loudly afking for wine and vietuals, 
with which they were {peedily and 
amply ferved, and for which they 
teftiticd their gratitude by robbing 
their entertainer of of his watch 
and money. ‘The fame night they 
threatened an inhabitant wirh death 
for telling an officer who wanted to 
put his carriage iato his barn, that 
there was no room for it; and his 
life was with difficulty faved by a 
magtiratey who bad him conveyed 
to the town prifon as a place of 
fafety from the enemy under proe 
mife toat he thould be punithed. 
Inthe seighbouring villiage of 
Neabronn, belonging to the prince 
of Furftenberg, fix riflemen impof- 


ed a contribation of 3co Horins, or 
about 271. tteriing, pillaged feveral 


houfes, ‘can {y ill treated fuch as 
endeavored to proteét their pro- 
perty, and to refift the infults offer- 
ed to their wives and daughters, 
that many koneft and indeftrious 
labourers were reduced to the great- 
elt diftrets. 

Ifthe rough and barbarous man- 
ner in which thefe armed rufitans 
extorted what they wanted excited 
terror and deteftation, their intem- 
perance pave rife to an equal cc- 

ree of attonifhment ; for two 
Feinslenth would devour at a meal 
as much as would ferve three hard- 
working Germans daring three or 
four days ; and between the hours 
of two and nine, they would fre- 
quently have three complete meals, 
wiich they generally moittened with 
whole rivers of wine » plentifully 
fweetened with fugar, sad ufuaily 
frengtheoed with cherry brandy. 

Piullendosf and the adjacent vil- 
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lages fuffered, however, but little 
in comparifon with cther places, 
until the enemy began to retreat, 
whee the French not only carried 
away or deftroyed all the forage 
and corn they could find, but fo 
entirely demolifhed a {mall hamlet 
in the neighbourhood, by breaking 
the windows, forcing open the 
doors, and deftroying all the beds 
and other furniture in the houfes, as 
to oblige the owners to have recourfe 
to their neighbcurs for lodging and 
fabfiftence. After the engazeiment 
at Bikerach, upon the 2d of Oéto- 
ber, which was very deftructive oa 
both fides, without altering the fi- 
wation of affairs, the French maia 
hofpital was removed to Pfullen- 
dorf. The enormity of the requi- 
fitions for this hofpital was equalled 
only by the wafte and the frauds 
committed by the officiers de fanté 
{the phyficians and furgeons) who 
publicly fold the fugar, and were 
more occupied in bargaining for the 
fale of fuch other articles as they 
‘chad extorted, than bvufied in attend- 
ing to the wants of the fick. 

Upon the fifth of October, gene- 
ral Moreau himfelf fixed his head 
quarters at Pfullendorf, and was 
followed by his whole army, which 
was diftributed about the country, 
and, like the preceding hordes, ren- 
dered itfelf forever infamous by the 
gtatification of every favage paflion, 
the commiffion of every fort of ex- 
cefs, and the prattice of every fpe- 
cies of extortion. A brave fellow, 
who had affitted in driving fome of 
the plunderers out of the village he 
inhabited, was afterwards recogni- 
zed and fhot ; as were two fariners 
in another village, whilft endea- 
vouting to prevent their doors from 
being forced open. A fervant at 
the hofpizal of Pfullendorf, who fer- 
ved as guide to a dragoon, was fhot 
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by the blood-thirfty villain without 
any provocation, and fo grievoufly 
wounded, that he fhortly after expi- 
red. ‘Two labourers and a thoes 
maker were murdered in another 
place by fome of the ftragghog 
foldiers, for attempting to prevent 
fome atrocious a¢tion, & for threat- 
ening to ring the alarm bell. A 
poor woman, 60 years of age, who 
was glcaning in a field, was forcibly 
thrown down by one of the repub- 
hican barbariars, and menaced with 
death if the did not yield to his 
brutal defires, whillt anorher flood 
with his bayonet at the breaftof her 
aged hufband, and forced him to be 
awitnefs of his wife’s difhonour. 
A church was broken apen and 
plundered, and the miniiter’s houfe 


completely rified, under the eyes of 


general Moreau himfelf, who to the 
lamentations of the fufferer, con. 
temptuoafly replied, *¢ | cannot pre. 
vent it’—and quiedy betook him- 
felf to his favourite cherry-brandy, 
in whieh he indulged himfelf to ex- 
cefs, like the meanelt of his fol- 
diers. 

Amoneft the commiffaries, who 
pillaged in the name of the-Repub- 
lic, one Nicholas particularly dif- 
tinguifhed himfelf; tor having fad- 
denly required, as abfolutely necef- 
fary for the army, the delivery of 
fuchan immenfe quantity of hay 
and corn as, he was told, could not 
poilibly be procured in fo fhort a 
time as he had mentioned, he made 
no fcruple of declaring, that if a 
weighty parfe were offered to him 
for his own private ufe, he would 
fay nothing more about the requifi- 
tion ; and having cheated a miller 
in the weight of the flour delivered 
by him, he extorted from him upe 
wards of 13 louis, as a compenfa- 
tion for the pretended. deficiency. 
Qut of the many intlanees of fraud 
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committed by the commiffariesy we 
will mention one, which in feveral 
ref{pects is not a little chasacteriftic. 
One evening tuo of thofe harpies 
required the ‘delivery of 3000 Ibs, 
weight of becf upon the tollowing 
morming; but the butcher fufpect- 
ing it to he a fcheme to extort 
money, applied to an cficer upon 
the Saf, who immediately agreed 
is opinion with the butchers, and 
wave them anote to the command. 
ing officer, who exprefled the fame 
opinion, but added, Tt is not in 
my power to protect you againft 
thefe blood-fuckers, and I mutt 
therefore advife you to comply 
with their demands.” They fol- 
lowed his advice, were employed 
the whole night in flaughtering 
their beafts, and were told the nexe 
day that the meat was not wanted.

Historical Anecdote relative to 


the importation of women in 
she colony of Virginia. 


A\none the many very fin- 


gular circumflances which attended 


. the fertlement of this country, I 


have fourd no one that has given 
me more entertainment than. the 
exportation of wives from England, 


for the colony of Virginia. Dr. | 


Belknap, in his American Biography 
a work replete with information 
ond entertainment, has given us the 
following fhort account of that 
very uncommon article of merchan- 
dize. 

« Ir feems to have been a gene- 
ral fentiment among thefe colonifs, 
not to make Virginia the place of 
their permanent refidence, but after 
acquising a fortune, by planting aad

trade, to return to England. For, 
this reafon, moft of them were def- 
titute of families and had no natu- 
ral attachment to the country. To 
remedy this material defeét, Sir 
Edwin Sandys, the new treafurer, 
propofed to the Company to fend 
over a freight of young women to 
make wives for the planters. ‘This 
propofal, with feveral others made 
by that eminent ftatefman, was re- 
ceived with univerfa] applaufe, and 
the fuccets anfwered their expecta- 
tiovs. Ninety girls, ** young and 
uncorrupt,’’ were fent over at one 
time, (1620); and fixty more, 
** handfome and well recommend. 
ed,” at another, (1621). Thefe 
were foon bicfled with the objects 
of their wifes. The price of a 
wife, at firft, was one hundred and 
twenty pounds of tobacco; but as 
the number became fearce, the price 
was increafed to one hundred and 
fifty pounds, the value of which in 
money, was three fhillings “a4 
pound. By a fubfequent act of af- 
fembly, it was ordained, that “ the 
price of a wife thould have the pre- 
cecence of all othér debts, in re- 
covery and payment, becaufe, of all 
kinds of merchandize, this was the 
moft defirable.”” 

Ah, defirable indeed ! The hearts 
of thofe ruftic bachelors muft have 
leaped for joy. And could that 
«moft defirable’’ object be now 
obtained for fo trifling a quantity 
as “one hundred and fifty pounds 
of tobacco,” there would not bea 
bachelor found in the country. Our 
beaux, by only preferving the re- 
mains ot their fegars, might foon 
purchafe what, perhaps, their gal- 
lantry could never acquire. Our 
defert country would foon be con- 
verted into beautiful fieldss waving 
with that delicious weed; and a 
fweet favour would arife, teftifying 
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our attachment to the fair fex. In 


fhort, I would myfelf immediately 


become a tobacco planter.

Wi: now proceed to record 


the rife, progrefs, and attendant cir- 

cumftances of the late Yellow Fe- 

ver, the moft tremendous fcourge, 

rere ever experienced in the 
nited States. 

Its origin is ftill a fubject of con- 
troverfy. Thofe who fupport the 
idea of its domeftic growth, infitt 
much on the long duration of moift, 
fultry weather, the filth and itag- 
nant water collected in our ftreets, 
inattention of fcavengers, foul air 
difcharged from the holds of veffels, 
with their cargoes, ballatt. &c. ‘The 
difciples of this fyftem are, the Aca- 
demy of Medicine and their adherents. 
The arguments brought forward ia 
fupport of the above doéttrine, are 
ftrongly oppofed by the College of 
Phyficiaus, who infift that it has 
been, moft unequivocally, imported; 
that the weather has not been more 
fultry this feafon @#ban in many 
others, in which not even a f{poradic 
cafe of the diforder was met with ; 
and that the police of our ftreets is 
better than formerly. 

Independent of thefe general ar- 
guments, it is contended, that the 
difeafe can be as fatisfa¢torily tra- 
ced to the veffel or veffels that in- 
troduced it, as the nature of the 
cafe will admit. 

The examination of the nature

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and origin of the difeafe, we thall 
treat, at large, in fome furure nume 
ber; and, at prefent, confine our 
inguiry only to the narration of 
thofe circumftances which occurred; 
and excited general alarm in the 
city during the period of its preva- 
lence ; but, it is neceflary to re- 
mark, that a difference of opinion 
aifo exiits refpecting the wature of 
the yellow fever: ‘Whofe in favour 
of its importation, affert that it 
is a diftiné&t and fpecific direafe, 
of itfelf, and highly contagious. 
Thofe in favour of its domeftic ori- 
gin, affirm, that it is only a higher 
grade of the common bilious fever 
of this country, and that it is fel- 
dom or never contagious. 


Proceedings of the Board of 
Health, ce. previous to the 
appearance of the fever. 
SOME cafes of highly bilious 

fever occurred fo early as the month 

of June; and, perhaps, fome even 
of yellow fever may have occurred 
during the months of June and Ju- 
ly. The Academy of Medicine, 
in a letter to the Governor of Penn- 

fylvania, dated December 3, 17985 

mention eight cafes of the fever, 

which occurred between June 2d 
and July s2th; but, it does not ap- 
pear, that the difeafe was commu- 
nicated by infe€tion from any of the 
cafes they mention; nor was any 
alarm excited till after that period. 

Many of the inhabitants fufpected, 
that, in certain places, the poifon 
might remain during the winter, in 
the houfes, heds and apparel of thofe 
who died with, or who had, the 
fever the preceeding year, and that 
the heat of the fun might again 
bring it into action this fummer, 
perhaps from a fufpicion, founded 
upon a referrence of the trantient re- 
currence of a few cafes of the yel- 
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low fever, in the fall which fucceed- 
ed 1793. Upon which account it 
was natural to expect, that the in- 
habitants would be upon their guardy 
and ufe every means in their power 
to prevent the return of fo dreadful 
a calamity; and, if it fhould be 
found impoffible to prevent if, that 
they would upon its firft appearance 
found the alarm. 

The legiflature of Pennfylvania, 
having found, by experience, that 
the exifting “* Health Laws, were 
defeétive and inadequate,” in April 
1798) pailed ** An act to alter and 
amend the fame, and to extend the 
powers of the Board of Health.” 
Agrceable to the tenor of this law, 
a Board of Health was inftituted. 
They entered upon the important 
and arduous duties of their office in 
the beginning of May laft; and, 
although they were convinced that 
the new one was {till defective, and 
inadequate to the purpofes contem- 
plated by its framers they were de— 
termined to make up for its defici- 
ency, if poffible, by their own vigi- 
lance. 

On the firft of May the eighth 
fection of this new law was peblifh- 
ed * by order of the board for the 
information of the citizens, as was 
fome other important fections of the 
law, which may be feen at large in 
the Hiflory of the Yellow fever, 
which | have juft publifhed. Sec- 
tion fifth of the fame law enaé@s, 
that from the firft of Mag until the 
thirtieth of November, all veffels 
arriving from the foreign ports 
there*n {pecified thall be fubjected 
to a quarrantine for a term pot lefs 
than 10, nor exceeding 20 days; 
in confequence of which it was the 
uniform practice of the.board of ma- 
nagers to fubject all unfufpected vef. 
fels to a quarantine of 10 days only. 


“*® See Magazine, vol. I, page 314. 
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At a meeting of the board on the 
28th of the fame month, it was re- 
refented that the health laws had 
en frequently violated and evad- 
ed, by perfons landing from veflels 
under quarantine. The board, there- 
fore “ refolved, “ That the fecond 


- feétion of the health law, paffed A- 


pril 4th, 1798, be ftrictly enforced, 
and that no perfon under quaran- 
tine be permitted to land, except 
in cafe of imminent diftrefs or ~ 
folute neceffity, agreeably to the 
faid fettion.” This refultion, to- 
gether with the fection alluded 
to, was publifhed for the benefit 
of all concerned. 

The board, likewife, dire&ted the 
Health Officer reficing at the Ma- 
rine Hofpital, to vifit every vefiel, 
riding quarantine, at lealt once eve- 
ry twenty four hours, at irregular 
times, to call the roll of the crew 
and peer and to fatisfy him- 
felf that they .were all on board ; 
and, if any others fhould be found 
on board, to fubjeét them to remain 
until the termination of the period 
of the veffel’s quarantine, But, not- 
withftanding thefe precautions, on 
the rath of June, the Board receiv- 
ed information that two perfons 
had becn on board one of the vef- 
fel’s then under quarantine. The 
law was alfoevaded &y both perfons 
and goods being landed in the ftate 
of Delaware, previous to the veflel’s 
reaching State Ifland; which per- 
fons, together with their goods, 
proceeded to the city. Information 
of this nature was communicated to 
the Board onthe 16thof July ; and, 
on the fame day the Board were 
informed, that frequent communi- 
cation is had between citizens of 
Philade!phia, and perfons on board 
of veffels under quarantine, by 
means of boats going along-fide : 
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They therefore, refolved, that eve- 
ry veffel with which fuch commu- 
nication has been permitted, fhall 
perform an additional quarantine of 
five days. 

There is great reafon for fuppo- 
fing that communications between 
the city and the veflels under qua- 
rantine were carried on to a very 

reat extent. It is faid, that per- 
ions from thefe veflels frequently 
came to the city in the night, and 
returned again next morning. We 
are more particular in mentioning 
thefe circumftances ; for, it is poffi- 
ble that fome of the earlier cafes 
of the Fever were thus introduced. 

About the end of fune, a very 
great influx of foreigners from the 
Weft Indies tuok place, which crea- 
ted the alarm of government, from 
a reprefentation, that their views 
were hoftile to the peace of our 
country; but this proved to be 
premature. It was caufed by the 
evacuation of Port-au-Prince by the 
Brittthh troops. Eight veffels arriv- 
ed at the port of Philadelphia on the 
. of July, from the ports of Cape- 

ichola-Mole, Jeremie, and Port- 
au-Prince, bringing 227 paffengers, 
and isso feamea, The fudden 
death of the Marquis de Rouvray, 
fhortly after his arrival in one of 
thefe veffels, gave ground for fufpi- 
cion, that the feeds of the difeafe 
might have been thus early im- 
ported. 

The period of quarantine, pre- 
{eribed by law was generally fup- 

fed to be infufficient. The 

oard of Health, in order to obviate 
bad confequences from this defect, 
on the 2d July, procured fix of 
Wynkoop’s ventilators; the ufe of 
which had been ftrenuoufly recom- 
mended, ia 1797, to the governor 
and legiflature of Pennfylvania, by 
the Academy of Mediciae, as being 
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admirably adapted for expelling the. 
foul air from the holds of veflels, 
and preferving the cargo and tim- 
bers from putrefaction. ‘Thete ven- 
tilators, the Board direéted the retie 
dent phyfician to ufe in all veflels 
that he fafpected might requirethem. 

While the Board of Health were 
thus employing every means, which 
they could devife, to prevent a re- 
turn of the fever by importation, 
the felect and common councils, and 
many other citizens, were equally 
vigilant, both by private example 
and public authority, to guard 
againit its domettic generation. 

In confequence of the extraordi- 
nary vigilance of the city commil- 
fioners, in junction with the inha- 
bitants, the itreets, lanes and alleys, 
within the city, were never known, 
in any former period, to be kept 
cleaner, or in better order, The 
board of health, the refident and 
confulting phyticians of the port, 
and the other puyficians of the city, 
were equally watchful and vigilant 
in their departments. 


Case of Mr. Mark Miller, Ge. 


On the 2d July, Drs. Wiftar and 
Duffield communicated to the board 
of health, the death of Mr. Mark 
Miller (one of the eight cafes for- 
merly mentioned,) with the yellow 
fever, at the houfe of Mr. Mark 
Reeve, merchant, Callowhill-ftreet, 
between Front and Second-ftreets ; 
whereupon the board ordered the 
houfe in which he died to be 
cleanfed and white-wafhed ; his 
bedding and apparel to be taken to 
the city-hofpital, and buried, for 
purification ; and that Mr. Reeve’s 
family, and thofe who attended Mr, 
Miller, be recommended to remove 
from the city. All this was punc- 
tually complied with, and no. per- 
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fon was afterwards known to have 
taken the fever from Mr. Miller. 
There was not a doubt among the 
phyficians, refpeCting the nature of 
the difeafe which Mr. Miller 
died. Drs. Hodge and Wittar, 
who attended him, declared it to 
have been a true cafe of yellow fe- 
ver: the black vomit, one of its 
moft fure and violent charatterittics, 
appeared previous to death. This 
being one of the earliett cafes which 
created alarm, or apprehenfion in 
the city, this fummer, we have 
been particular to afcertain the pre- 
cife circumitances. Mr. Reeve in- 
forms us, that laft fall, after the 
fever had fo far fubfided, thar the 
citizens were returning to the city, 
a boy in his employ was taken ill 
with what was fuppofed to be the 
yellow fever, He had a mild at- 
tack, and recovered. During his 
illnefs, a thick bed-guilt was con- 
ftantly kept between the bed-linen 
and the bed, and thar, afier his re- 
covery, the bed was, according to 
advice of the pbyfician, laid in an 
open field »mongit the grafs, and 
there fuffered to remain for a week 
or ten days expofed to the cold air 
and white froft. The bed was af- 
terwards brought home, and, from 
that period, was in conftant ufe in 
the family. Mr. Miller flept upon 
it for many months previous to his 
death. On the night of June th, 
Mr. Miller fat wp to watch the 
corpfe of Benjamin Jones, taylor, 
in Fromberger’s court. Mr. Jones 
had been but fix or feven weeks re- 
fident in Philadelphia. About feven 
or eight months previous, he had 
been bit by a dog iuppofed to be 
mad. He was dslirtous, and at- 
tempted to bite his attendants, 
Thefe circumftances produced fuf- 
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picion that he had the hydropho- 
bia; but his phyfician, Dr Ph fick, 
who'opened his body after death, 
aflerted it to be the yellow fever. 
Mr. Miller was taken fick on the 
night of June 20, fome days pre- 
vious to which, he had fatigued 
himfelf in fhipping fome goods at 
Almond-ftreet wharf, upwards of a 
mile from his lodgings; to which 
he walked daily. Whether he caught 
the infection from Benjamin jones, 
whofe body had been opened, or 
from any remaining contagion in the 
bed, or any other local caufe, it 
will be difficult to determine ; the 
probability is, that he had imbibed 
the infeétion from one or the other, 
and that it was excited into a¢tion by 
over-fatiguing himfelf in the heat of 
the day. 

It is faid that two other perfons 
who were taken fick after they went 
to the country, fuppofe that they 
caught the infection from the above- 
mentioned Mr. Jones. They were 
attended in thé country by Dr. Ifaac 
Huddlefton, of Norriftown. ‘They 
however recovered, 





Importation of the Contagion. 


~On the evenihe of the Sth July, 
the armed fhip Deborah, Captain 
Edward Yard, arrived at the fort 
from Jeremie. By the anfwers to 
the official queftions, preferibed by 
law *, it appears that fhe buried 
eight perfons during her ftay there 
and pailage home, and thar the har- 
bour of Jeremie was fickly. 

While fhe rode quaratine, fix 
fick perfons were landed from her at 
the Marine Hotpital, two of which 
died, 

On the 16th of July, the Board 
direfted the refideat and confulting

phyficians, to examine and report 
to them their opinion refpe¢ting her 
condition previous to the expiration 
of her quarantine, and to caufe the 
bedding and apparel of thofe who 
had died, to be landed at the ma- 
rine hofpital for purification; ac- 
cordingly, on the 17th of the fame 
month, Dr. Duffield, the confulting 
phyfician, and Dr. Hali,. the reft- 
dent phyfician, reported, that they 
had vifited and examined the ftate 
of the fhip Deborah, and had found 
the fame remarkably clean, and the 
people on board in perfect health ; 
that they were free from every ap- 
earance of contagion; that the 
ding and clothing of all the per- 
fons who died in the veffel, had ei- 
ther been thrown overboard, or 
landed at the hofpital. 

In confequence of this report, the 
Deborah was permitted to proceed 
to the city; where fhe arrived on 
the 18th of July, and difcharged 
her cargo near Race-ftreet wharf. 

Many circumitances have occur- 
red to excite ftrong fufpicion that 
the contagion was imported in the 
fhip Deborah. In confequence of 
which, we have endeavoured, as far 
as is in our power, to acquire ajult 
knowledge of the moft important 
facts relative thereto; and to fate 
them with all poffible precifion, that 
the public may be the betcer enabled 
to form a correct judgment upon 
this important queftion. 

The Deborah failed from Phila- 
delphia in February 1798, for Cape 
Nichola-Mole; where the arrived 
in March ; in April the failed tram 
thence to Port-au-Prince, from 
Port-au-Prince to Jeremie, and from 
thence back to Philadelphia. 

Thefe places, which are in the 
ifland of Hifpaniola or St. Domin- 
g°, had loag been garrifoned by 
Britith troops, In confequence of 
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which, they were more peCaliarly 
adapted to the generation of petti- 
lential difeafes—-Previous to the 
Deborah’s taking ia her cargo, at 
Jeremie, the was employed as a 
tranfpart in the Beitifh fervice. 
That the yellow fever prevailed in 
thofe places to which the Deborah 
went, is afcertained by Caprain 
Yard’s anfwer to the official quef- 
tion, No. rt. He alfo acknow- 
ledged to a gestleman in Philadel. 
phia, that while he lay at Jeremie, 
a very mortal difeafe prevailed there 
which the natives called the MJaée- 
die de Siam, (a name by which the 
yellow feveris known in many parts 
of the Welt Indies). 


The prevalence of the yellaw fe- 
verin St. Domingo, at that period, 
is further conirmed by a letter to 
Dr. Griffitts, from Dr. Edward Ste- 
vens, (which letter, together with 
the depofition of Mr. John Boden, 
carpenter of the Deborah, with ma- 
ny other very material papers, are 
inferted at large ia my Hiffory of the 
Yellow Fever, to which the reader 
is referred) who was there fhortly 
after; and who is well acquainted 
with the difeafe. 


The Deborah remained tea days 
at Smith’s wharf, near Race+ftreet, 
difcharging her cargo; and, on the 
2¢th of July, fhe was removed to 
Mr. Eyre’s wharf, in Kenfington, 
to be repaired. It was cwrrently 
reported, and is generally believed, 
that Alexander Philips, late of Wae 
ter-ftreet, taylor, with fome other 
perions, from pecuniary motives, 
went down in a boat, whilethe De- 
borah was riding quarantine, and 
brought one or twa fick perfons 
from her to Philips’s houf. Bur, 
after a candid and jadicial enquiry, 
we are of opinion, that theaffertion 


isunfounded, as appears by the do- 
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coments publifhed in the Hiftory be- 
fore mentioned, 

There was no inftance of the fe- 
ver being in Kenfington until the 
Debotah went there, nor was it in 
any cafe known to be contagious be- 
fore her arrival. The people belong- 
ing to her, labourers who affifted to 
unload her, carpenters who repaired 
her, and others who wilited her, 
were the fir who were attacked 
with the difeafe; indeed, a very 
confiderable portion of the tirft cafes 
have been craced to this veflel. 

It & probable that the contageon 
was imported from the Weft-Indies 
in other veflels befides the Deborah. 
Oa the 21it of July, the {chooner 
Aursta, whith 11 paflengers, and 
r4 feamen, and the Aiiel, with 22 
paiiengers and twelve feamen, ar- 
rived at the fort from Cape- Nichola- 
Mole. Yawo paffengers died on 
board the Aurora, during her paf- 
Yage. She was boarded in the bay 
of Delaware, on the 16th of July, 
by lames Nagglee, pilot, who was 
afterwards taken fick—conveyed to 
the Marine Hofpital, and died July 
28th—the ffis day after his admif- 
fion, Previous to his death, he be- 
came {lelirious, vomited blood, and 
bled at the nofe. 

‘The mate of the Aurora alfo died 
at the Mariue Hofpital. When !and- 
ed, fe walked up to the hofpital, 
and did not appear to have a high 
fever; but, the day after, he was 
fuddenly taken with a convulfion fit, 
sod died delerious on the fixrh day 
after his admiffion. 

‘The Ariel was boarded by James 
Roland, pilot, on the 26th of July ; 
he wasa very temperate, fuber man. 
On the 25th he complained of a fe- 
vere pain in his head, and was fent 
to the Marine Hofpical on the 26th, 
When admitted, he had a flow fever, 
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and complained of great weaknefs, 
He died on the third day after his 
admifion. Previous to death he was 
affected with the hickup, opprefiion 
of the breaft, and heavy breathing. 
He bled once at the mouth, and his 
fkin was yellow. 

Thefe circumftances induced the 
Board of Health, to prolong the 
quarantine of the Aurora and Ariel 
totweaty days; during which they 
were well cleanfed, wathed with 
vinegar, white-wafhed, and had 
two of Wynkoop’s ventilators work- 
ing on board. They came to the 
city on the 16th of Auguft. 

On the nineteenth of July, the 
brig Mary arrived at the fort from 
Kingtton, Jamaica, with fix paflen- 
gers and twenty-two feamen. Af- 
ter ten days quarantine, fhe came 
up to the city, (July 29) and began 
to difcharge her cargo, confifting of 
coffee and cocoa, at Kofs and Simp- 
fon’s wharf, below Walnut-ftreet. 
Part of her cargo was much dam- 
aged, and in a putrid ftate. Seve- 
tal fudden deaths occurred about 
this time in the neighbourhood, 
and the inhabitants were alarmed. 
In confequence, information was 
lodged at the health-office, purport- 
ing that the coffee and cocoa, land- 
ed from faid brig, and ftored at 
Rofs and Simpfon’s, was in a putrid 
ftate, and extremely offenfive. Like 
wife, that a ftore in the fame block 
of buildings, belonging to Mr. Dawe 
fon, contained a quantity of hides, 
in a putrid and offenfive condition. 
That Mr. Dawfon had died that 
morning of a fever, which had ex- 
cited great alarm in that neighbor- 
hood, and chat his daughter was ill 
of the fame fever, In confequence 
of this report, the mayor, by the 
requeft of the board, caufed ail the 
cthiee to be returned on board the 
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brig ; and ordered, that fhe fhould 
he removed from the wharf oppofite 
‘to the Wind-Mill ifland; from 
whence the was, together with all 
the hands who worked on board, 
removed to State ifland, where the 
articles were landed for purification, 
and the veffel carefully cleanfed. 

The acamedy of medicine, in 
their communication to the board 
of health, of the 8th of Auguft, fay 
that they derive the rapid progrefs 
of the fever, during the 1% week of 
Aug. to the foul air of feveral thips 
lately arrived in the port, and from 
the damaged coffee of the above 
veffel. But, as the difeafe had 
made fome progrefs before the ar- 
rival of the brig Mary, it could not, 
therefore, have proceeded from her 
alone. 

The number of deaths and new 
cafes of the fever, which daily in- 
creafed from the 28th of July to 
the 6th of Auguft, alarmed the ci- 
tizens, and became a general topic 
of converfation, The college of 
phyficians met on the 6th of Auguft : 
at which time about 26 cafes of the 
fever were known to exift in the 
city.

An account of some of the cru- 
elties exercised on the Negro 

Slaves in Surrinam. 


T HE following deteftableex- 
amples are extracted from Capt. 
Stedman’s Narrative of a five 
years expedition againft the re- 
volted negroes of Surrinam in 
Guiana, a work admirably cal- 
culated to excite the moft heart- 
felt abhorrence and detefta- 
tion of that groffeft infult on 
human nature,---domeftic flave- 
ry i 
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The fcenes of .which captain 
Stedman was an eye-wiinels, he 
defcribes with a noble fenfibility, 
and a generous horror and in- 
dignation :——nor. can any man, 
who has fan&ioned the continu- 
ance of the abominable flave- 
trade, read fuch accounts as 
thefe (if he be really poffeffed 
of the feelings of man) with- 
out, we apprehend, experienc- 
ing a remorie of confcience, 
which we might almoft expect 
would terminate in the felfri- 
gorous jultice of a Clive. 





On captain Macneyl’s coffee 
plantation, called Sporkesgift, 
in the Matapaca creek, * Hav- 
ing oblerved a handfome young 
negro walk very lamely, while 
the others were capering and 
dancing, I enquired mto the 
cauie of his crippledappearance ; 
when I was informed by this 
gentleman, that the negro hav- 
ing repeatedly run away from 
his work, he had been obliged 
to hamitring him, which opera- 
tion is performed by cutting 
through the large tendon above 
one of the heels. However fe- 
vere this inftance of defpotifm 
may appear, it is nothing when. 
compared with fome barbarities 
which the tafk I have underta- 
ken will oblige me, at the ex- 
pence of my feclings, to re. 
late.’ 





Captain Stedman proceeds to 
mention fome other imitances o: 
cruelty, and of the degration of 
thefe wretched and devoted be- 
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© As we are ftill in a ftate of 
maction, I made another excur- 
fion, with a Mr. Charles Ryn- 
dorp, who rowed me in his 
barge to five beautiful coffee ef- 
tates, and one fugar plantation, 
in the Matapaca, Paramarica, 
and Warapa Creeks ; the de- 
{cription of which I muft defer 
to another occafion ; but on one 
ef which, called Schovnort, I 
was the witnefs to a fcene of 
barbarity which I cannot help 
relating. 


* The victim of this cruelty 
was a fine old negro flave, who 
having been as he thought un- 
defervedly fentenced to receive 
fcme hundred lafhes by the la- 
cerating whips of two negro- 
drivers, in the midit of the ex- 
ecution pulled out a knife, which 
after having made a fruitlefs 
thruftat his perfecutor the over- 
feer, he plunged up to the haft 
in his own bowe!s, repeating 
the blow till he dropped down 
at the tyrant’s feet. For this 
crime he was, being firft reco- 
vered, condemned to be chained 
to the furnace which diftills the 
kill-devil, there to keep in the 
intenfe heat of a perpetual fire 
night and day, being bliftered 
all over, till he fhould expire by 
infirmity or old age, of the lat- 
ter of which however he had 
but little chance. He fhewed 
me his wounds with a fmile of 
contempt, whichI returned with 
a fighand a {mall donation: nor 
jhali I ever forget the miferable 
man, who, like Cerberus, was 
loaded wrth irons, and chained 
toeverlafting torment. As for 


every thing elfe I obferved in 
this little tour, I muft acknow- 
ledge it to be elegant and fplen- 
did, and my reception bofpite. 
ble beyond my expeétation : but 
thefe Elyfian fields could not 
diffipate the gloom which the 
infernal furnace had left upon 
my mind. 

‘This day, dining at the horfe 
of my friend, Mr. Lolkens, to 
whom I had been, as I have 
faid, recommended by letters, 
I was an eye witnefs of the un- 
pardonable contempt with which 
negro flaves are treated in this 
colony. His fon, a boy not 
more than ten years old, when 
fittmg at table, gave a flap in 
the face to a grey-headed black 
woman, who by accident touch- 
ed his powder’d hair, as fhe 
was ferving ina difh of kerry. 
I could not help blaming his fa- 
ther for overlooking the action; 
who told me with, a imile, that 
the child fhould no longer of- 
fend me, as he was next day to 
fail for Holland for education ; 
to which I aniwered, I thought 
it almoft too late. At the fame 
moment a failorpafling by, broke 
the head of a negro witha blud- 
geon, for not having faluted him 
with his hat.—Such is the flate 
of ilavery, at leaft in this Dutch 
fettlement !’ 





‘T have for fome time been 
happily filent upon the fubje& 
of cruelty; and forry I am, at 
atime when ail appeared har- 
monious and peaceable, to be 
under the neceffity of relating 
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fome inftances, which I am con-_ 


fident muft infpire the moit un- 
feeling reader with horror and 
refentment. The firlt obje& 


which attracted my compaflion® 


during a vifit to a neighbouring 
ftate, was a beautiful Samboe 
girl of about eighteen, tied. up 
by both arms to a tree, na- 
ked as fhe came into the world, 
and lacerated in fuch a fhocking 
manner by the whips. of two 
negro-drivers, that {he was from 
her neck to her ancles literally 
dyed over withyblood..It was af- 
ter fhe hadreceived two hundred 
lafhes that I perceived her, with 
her head hanging downwards, a 
molt affe&ting {pectacle. When, 
turning to the overieer, I im- 
plored that fhe might be imme- 
diately unbound, fince fhe had 
undergone the whole of fofevere 
a punifhment ; but the fhortan- 
{wer which I obtained was, that 
to prevent all {trangers from in- 
tertering.with his government, 
he had made it an unalterable 
rule, in that cafe, always to 
double the punifhment, which 
he imtantaneoutly began te put 
in execution: I endeavored to 
ftop him, but in vain, he de- 
claring the delay fhould not aby 
ter his determination, but make 
him take vengeance with dou- 
ble. intereft. 
other remedy fut to run te m 
boat, and leave the deteftable 
montter, like a beait of prey, to 
enjoy his bloody feaft, till he 
was glutted.. From that day I 
determined to break off all com- 
munication with overfeers, and 
No.9, Vor. Il, - 
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could not refrain from. bitter 
imprecations again{t the whole 
relentlefs fraternity. _ Uponin- 
veftigating the caufe of this 
matchlefs baxbarity, I was cre- 
dibly . informed, he her oaly 
crime confited in firmly refufing 
to fubinit to the loathiome em- .. 
braces of her deteftable execu- 
tioner.—Prompted by’ his jea- _ 
loufy and revenge, he calledthis 
thé punifhment of difobedience, 
and fhe was thus flead alive.’ 

‘ On my return to the Hope, 
I was accolted by Mr. Ebber, 
the overfeer of that eftate, who 
with a woeful countenance in- 
formed me he had juft been fined 
inthe fum of twelve hundred flo-* 
rins, about one-hundred guineas, 
for having exercifed the like 
cruelty on a maleflave ; with 
this difference, that-the vidtim 
had died during t ecution. 
In anfwer to this ¢ aint, fo 
far from giving him confolation; 
I told him his diftrefs gave me 
inexpreflible fatisfaction. 

* ‘The particulars of this mur- 
der were as follow: during the 
time that captain Tulling com- 
manded here, which was a lit- 
tle time before I came to the 
Hope, it happened that a fugi- 
tive negro belonging to this 
eftate had been taken upon’an 
adjoining plantation, and fent 
home, guarded by two armed» 
flaves, to Mr. Ebber; which 
fugitive, during the time Ebber 
was reading the‘letter that ac- 
companied him, found means 


to {pring afide, andagain efcaped 


R 
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into the foreft. This incenfed 
the,overfeer fo much, that he 
inftantly took revenge upon the 
two poor flaves that hadbrought 
him. Tying them up in the* 
Carpenter’s lodge, he continued 
flogeine them fo unmercifully, 
thet captein Tulling thought 
proper to interfere, and beg for 
mercy ;"but, as in my cafe, his 
interference produced the op- 


pofite effet, the clang of the . 


whip, mixed with their difmal 
cries, were heard to continue 
for above an hour after, until. 
one of them expired. under the 
crucl lafhy which put an end to 
the inhuman. cataftrophe. A 
Jaw-fuit was immediately com- 
menced againft Ebber for af- 
faffination. He was convicted, 
but condemned. to no other pu- 
infhmerit than to pay the afore- 
mentioned hundred guineas, 
which page, of blo6d is always 
divided eenthefifcalandthe 
proprietor of the deceafed flave 
—it being a rule in Surinam, 
that by paying afine of five 
hundred florins, not quite fifty 
pounds per head, any, proprie- 
tor is at liberty to kill as many 
of his own negroes as he plea- 
fes; but if he kills thofe cf his 
neighbour, he is alfo to pay 
him for the lofs of his flave, the 
cryne being’ firft. fubftantiated, 
which is very difficult in. this 
‘country, where no flaves evi; 
dence can be admitted. Such 
is the legiflature of Dutch Gui- 
ana, ia regard to negroes. The 
above-mentioned Ebber was 
particularly tyrannical ; he-tor-- 
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mented 2 boy about feurteen 
called Cadetty; for the {pace of 
a whole year, by flogging him 
every day for one month ; ty- 
ing him down flat on his back, 


‘with his feet in the ftocks, for 


another ; putting an iron trian- 
gle or pot hook round his neck 
for a third, which prevented 
him from running away among 
the woods, or even from fleep- 
ing, except in an upright or 
fitting pofture; chaining him 
to the landing place, night. and 
day, to a dog’s:kennel, with or- 
ders to bark at every boat or 
canoe that paffed for a fourth 
month ; aj fo on, varying his 
punifhment monthly, until the 
routh became infenfible, walk- 
ing crooked, and almoft degene- 
rated intoabrute. ‘This wretch 
was, however, very proud. of 
his handfomeft flaves, and for 
fear of disfiguring their fkins, 
he has fometimes let them off 
with twenty lafhes, when, for 
their robberies and crimes, they 
had deferved the gallows. Such 
is the ftate’of public and private 
juftice at Surinam., The wretch 
Ebber left the Hope upon this 
occafion ; and his humane fuc- 
flor, a Mr. Blenderman, com- 
mended his reign by flogging 
every flave belonging to the el- 
tate, male and female, for hav- 
ing over-flept their time in the 
moruing, about fifteen minutes. 
“« The reader will no doubt, 
imagine, that fuch cruelties 
were unparralleled; but this is 
not the caie, they were even 
exceeded by a female too. .» 
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“A Mrs. S—tk—r going to 
her eftate in a tent-barge, a ne- 
gro woman, with her fuckling 


infant, happened to be paffen-, 


gers, and were featéd on the 
bow or fore-part of the boat. 
The child crying, from pain, 
perhaps, or fome other reafon, 
could not be hufhed ; Mrs S-Ik-r 
offended with the cries of this 
innocent little creature, corder- 
ed the mother to bring it aft, 
and déliver if into her hands ; 
then, in the prefence of the dif- 
traéted parent, fhe immediately 
thrait it out at one of the‘ tilt- 
windows, where fhe held it un- 
der water until it was drowned, 
and then let it go. > ‘The fond 
mother, in a ftate of deiperati- 
on, inftantly leapt overboard in- 
to the ftream, where floated her 
beloved offspring, in conjun&i- 
oa with which fhe was deter- 
mined to finifh her miferable 
exiftence. In this, -however, 
fhe was prevented by the exer- 
tions of the negroes who rowed 
the boat, and was punifhed by 
her miltrefs with three or four 
hundred lafhes for her daring 
temerity.’

Anecdotes Illustrating the, man, 
nersand civilization of thé c0- 
lony of Surinam. 

{From Stedman’s narrative, &c} 

“© On the morning of the 22d, 
an elderly negro-woman, with 
an black girl bout fourteen, en- 
tering my apartment,it would 
be ditiigult to exprefs “my afto- 
niihment when fhe gravely pre- 


fented me her daughter “to be-. 
come what fhe was pleafed to 
term my wife. I had fo little 
gallantry, however, as to re- 
jet the offer with a loud laugh ; 
but at the lame time accompa- 
nied the refulal with a fmall but 
welcome prefent, with which 
they appeared perfely fatish- 
ed, and departed with every de- 


monftration of gratituce ~ and, 


refpet. ‘The girls here, who 
voluntarily enter into thefe con- 
nections, are fomctimes mulat- 
toes, fometimes Indians, and of- 
tennegroés, ‘Fhey all exult in 
the circumftance of living with 
an Evropean, whom in general 
they ferve with the utmoit ten- 
dernefs and fidelity, and tacitl 
reprove thofe numerous fair 
ones who break through ties 
more facred and folemn. Young 
women of this diicription can- 
not indeed be married, or con- 
nected in any ggher way, as 
moft of them are born or trained 
up ina ftate of flavery; and fo 
little is the practice condem- 
ned, that while they continue 
faithful and conftant to the part- 


net by whom they are cnofen, . 


they are countenanced and en- 


® couraged by their neareft rela- 


tions.and friends, who call this 
a lawful. marriage; nay,” even 
the clergy avail themfelve#ot, 
this culftom without reftraihe ;* 
witnefs the Rev. Mr. S+-d—h 
—s, Mr. ‘T—-l—t, €ic. *Ma- 
ny of ‘the fable-coloured beau- 
ties ‘will, however, follow their 
own penchant without ahy re- 
ftraint whatevsr, refufing with 
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contempt the golden bribes of 
fome, while on others they be- 
ftow their favours for a dram 
or a broken tobacco-pipe, if not 
for nothing. P 

The hofpitality I had expe- 
yienced on our firft arrival ih 
the colony was not confined to 
that time only: I had a general 
invitation to vifit, befides his 
excellency the governor, and 
colonel Texier the comman- 
dant, in more than twenty re- 
fpeftable families, whenever it 
thited my convenience ; fo that, 
though the officers of our compe 
had formed a regimental mefs, 
Thad feldom the honour of their 
company, One gentleman, a 
Mr. Kennedy, in particular, 
carried his politenefs fa far, 
as not only. to offer me the ufe 
of his carriage, faddle-horfes, 
and table, hut.even to prefent 
me,with a fine negro boy, na- 


med Quaco, to carry my um- 
brella as long as I remained in 
Surinam, The other gentle- 


men of the régimént alfo met 
with great civilities, and the 
vette td feemed anxious to 
teftify their refpeé, by ‘ vyin 
with each ghee le a "chilies 
round of feftivity, Balls, con- 
certs, card-aflemblies, and e- 
very fpecies of amufement in 
thetr power, were conftantly 
contrived for our entertainment. 
‘The f{pirit of conviviality next 
reached on board the men-of- 
war, where wé entertained the 
ladies with cold fuppers ‘and 
dancing upon the quarter-deck, 
under an awning, till fix in the 
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morning, generally concluding 
the frolic by a calvalcade, or an 
airing in their carriages. This 
conftant rotine of diffipation, 
‘which was rendered ftill more 
pernicious by the enervating ef- 
feéts of an intenfly hot climate, 
where one is in a perpetual ftate 
of perfpiration, already threat- 
ened to become fatal to two 
or three of our officers. Warn. 
ed by their example, I retired 
froth all public companies, fen- 
fible that by fuch means I could | 
alone preferve my health, ina 

country which has fuch a ten- 

dancy to debilitate the human 

frame, that an European, how- 

ever cautious to avoid excefles, 

has always reafon to apprehend 

its dreadtul effects, 

‘ Diffipation and luxury ap. 
pear to be congenial to the in- 
habitants of this climate, and 
great numbers muft annually fall 
victims to their very deftructive 
influence. Their fatal confe- 
quences are indeed two vilfible 
in the men, who have indulged 
themfelves ‘in intemperance and 
other fenfual gratifications, and 
who appear withered and ener-. 
vated in the extreme; nor do 
Whe generality of the creole fe- 
males» exhibit a more alluring 

pearance; they are languid, 
their complexions are fallow, 
and the fkin, even of the young 
ladies is frequently fhrivelled. 
This is however not the cafe 
with all; and I have been ac- 
eed with fome who, pre- 

erving a glow of health and 
frefhnefs in their levely coum 
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tenance, were intituled to con- 
tend for the prize of beauty with 
the faireft European. But, alas! 
the number of this laft defcrip. 
tion are fo fmall, that the colo- 
nits in their amours moft ufu- 
ally prefer the Indian, negroand 
mulatto girls, particularly on 
account of their remarkable 
cleanlinefs, health, and vivacity. 
For the exceffes of the hufbands 
in this refpect, and the marked 
neglect which they meet from 
them, the Creole ladies moft 
commonly at a very early pe- 
riod, appear in mourning weeds, 
with the agreeable privilege of 
making another choice, in the 
hopes of getting a better part- 
ner; nor are they long without 
another mate, fuch indeed is the 
fuperior longevity of «the fair 
females of Surinam, compared 
with that of the males (owing 
chiefly, as I faid, to their excei- 
fes of all forts) that I have fre- 
quently known wives who have 
buried four hufbands, but never 
met a man in this country who 
had furvived two wives, 
* The ladies do not, however, 
always bear with the molt be- 
coming patience the flights and 
infults they thus meet with,.in 
the ¢xpectation of a fudden re- 
leafe, but maftly perfecute their 
fucceisful fable rivals (even on 
fufpicion) with mplacablehatred 
and the moft unrelenting barba- 
rity; while they chaftite their 
artners not only with aihow of 
ineffable contempt, but with giv- 
ing in public the moft unequivo- 
@ai). marks of preference to 


thofe gentlemen who newly ar- 
rive from Europe; which occa- 
fioned the trite proverb and ob- 
fervation in the colony, that the 
tropical ladies and the mufquitoes 
have an inftin@tive preference 
for a newly landed European: 
this partiality is indeed fo ey 
extreme, and the proofs of it fo 
very apparant and naufeous, that 
fome command of temper is ne- 
cellary to prevent the difguft 
which fuch behaviour muft natur- 
ally excite, particularly where 
the obje& is not very inviting ; 
nay, it was even publicly re- 
ported at Paramaribo, that two 
of thefe tropical amagons had 
fought a duei for the fake of one 
of our officers.’

In a letter addressed to the soci- 
ety of Friehds in the United 
States. 

ATTEND for a moment 


toa friend and tellow—citizen. 


It is our duty at all times to liften 
to reafon ; but the time is now 
arrived when this prejudice, if 
proved to be fuch, makes the 
man criminal who indulges it. 
Be not offended neither tirat L 
call it fo, for prejudices are com-~- 
mon to all mankind, and though 
your fociety is eminent!y railed 
above the general joofenefs aud 
depravity of the world, you will 
furely never think yourfelves ex- 
empt trom the weaknefs of hu- 
man nature. Mi alt 
Your opinion of the unlawful- 
nef{s of war,ischiefly tounded upon 
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the injunction of our faviour in 
the 5th. chapter of Matthew, 
where he tells them ¢o resist not 
evil, but whoever shall smite thee 
on the right cheek turn to him 
the other also, &c.—Now, what 
has this prohibition to do with 
war! It is private, net public 
revenge, that Chrift forbids. It 
is by fmiting the cheek that in- 
dividuals avenge their private 
quarrels; but it is not nor never 
has been the mods of warfare be- 
twecn nations. “Chrilt fays fer. 
ther, Jf any man take away th) 
coat, give bim thy cloak also, and 
whoever shall compel thee ta ga 
with bim a mile, go with bim 
twain. What an unreafonable 
preverfion of the fenfe of the 
tcriptures it is, to fuppofe this 
fenter.ce contains the moll diftant 
allufion to the operations of war. 
Is a pubiic enemy ever sued at 
the law ? Oris it by taking away 
their coats and cloaks, that we 
oppofea hoftilearmy ? Surely not. 
Jt is clear that he aludes to the 
bickerings between individeals ; 
for itis the battles of individuals 
only that anfwer this defcription. 
It Chrift had meant that his pro- 
hibition fheuldembrace an object 
of fuch magnitude as the fights 
of nations, he would have been 
more explicit; aad not have left 
fuch a mighty evilto bedone away 
by the teeble influence of a forced 
implication. We know that all 
tro{s crimesare forbidden to indi- 
viduals in express terms ; then 
why not wer, in which fo many 
thoufands engage, and which, if 
it be of itfelt finful, makes whole 
nations of finnersata {truke? E-

ven in the (formerly) innocent 
practice of taking oaths, he takes 
care that his werds fhould be de- 
cifive. He commands us, Swear 
notatall. Uhephrafe “not atall,” 
camprifes every occasion. I will 
therelore allow that {wearing is 
unlawful, though it be in a court 
ot juftice.. In thort many ot our 
tenets are reafonable, and a ma- 
ni‘eft improvement of former reli- 
gions ; but the opinion in queftion 
is certainly erroneous. 

Barclay, im his ‘* Apology for 
the doétrines of the Quakers” 
fays, in defence of this principle, 
that «* if the magiftrate’’ [meaning 
any governing power in a coun- 
try} “ be truly a Chriftian he ought 
himfelf to obey the commands of 
Chrift, viz. Love thine enemies, 
by which he could not mean that 
we thould kill them.’ I am for- 
ry that {uch an able defender of 
your tenets. fhould, in this cafe, 
have ufed fuch a frivilous argu-. 
ment, I anfwerit by the remark 
I made hetore, thatit is your own 
private encmies, and not the ene- 
mics of your country, that are 
here meant, But allowing him 
to have fpoken of the public e- 
neat I fay that the remark of 
Barclay is inconfiderate and fhews 
that he did not attend to the dif- 
tinétion between the duties of a 
public officer and a private man. 
A magiftrate is merely an in- 
ftrument of the public; and 
when he declares war, it is not 
for pérfonal vengeance, but for 
He may tollow 
the ditates of Chrift in loving 
his enemies, and yet 2 for the 
welfare of his cunftituents. He 
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may alfo bear a fincere love to 
the enemies of his country, and 
at the fame time he may, with- 
out violation of the divine law, 
take care that they do not lay 
waite the liberty and happinefs 
of his native land. I would afk 
you, my friends, whether it is 
fhewing “ love to your ‘ene- 
mies” to let your ambition run 
on toa height of madnefs, de- 
ftructive not only of ourfelves, but 
of their own morality, and their 
own peace of mind? Rather fay, 
to evince a proper love of them, 
would be to reftrain their crimi- 
nal barbarity,, and render them 
lefs odious in the fight of God. 

But whatever your fentiments 
may be with regard to jult war 
in general, you cannot but be 
fenfible that the war which this 
country is now entering Into with 
France, is a war of peculiar na- 
ture, and by no means liable to 
the cemmon objection. it is 
not fimply a jult, it 1S an zadrs- 
pensible war, on the fuccefs of 
which depends, not only ‘the 
welfare of the country, but that 
very religion which you fay for- 
bids you to mix init. Confi- 
der the danger your own fociety 
ftands in. Call to mind the dif- 
pofition of the enemy, as dif- 
plaved in all thofe countries 
Where their arms have fucceed- 
ed. Has not their principal aim 
been to overturn every thing fa- 
cred? Have they not declared 
themfelves a nation of infidels, 
and at war with the whole reti- 
gious world ?——-You’ cannot 
think, that if they conqner this 
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country, that they will treat 
yourfelves with more refped ; 
neither can you think, that the 
Aimighty will perform miracles 
to fave you. Miracles are not 
experienced in the prefent day: | 
events are brought abuut by n2- 
tural caufes; and your fafety in 
the flruggle mull depend on your 
own exertions. 

If you dreaded the evils of 
war as much as I do, you would 
come forward at once, and fhew 
yourfelves to the enemy. ‘The 
appearance of fpirit among us, 
will do much to keep them away, 
Our country, to be fure, with 
the prefeat unexampled firmnefs 
and union of its citizens, has 
nothing to fear from any ordi- 
nary force; but the armies 
France are immenfe, and if they 
do land upon our territory, they 
sill give emp!oyment to cvery . 
one of us. | 

War ought always to be put 
an end to as foon as poffible; 
becaufe, among other bad effects, 
it corrups the morals of a coun- 
try in a degree which no vidto- 
ries can recompenfe ; and every 
inan who thinks a conteft jug, 
ought to join to help it on, and 
bring it to a fpeedy conclufios, 
But this attack from the French 
infidels, as I faid before, is pecu- 
liarly pernicious: it cuts up s¢- 
ligion and morality by the routs, 
and abolithes every principle vz 
honefty and “honour. On this 
confideration I really conceive it 
is deferting the caufe of God not 
to join in repelling it. 

Ouly pi€ture to youlelves aa 
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abandoned French foldiery in 
potfetlion of our principal cities, 
and committing all thofe {hame- 
ful exceffes which charaéterife 
them—Surely no man can con- 
template fuch a fcene without 
horror, or without endeavouring 
to prevent it, with all bis foul 
and with all bis firength.—To 
beat them off, I will venture to 
fay, will»be the faving ef hun- 
dreds of fouls. Such a mafs of 
corruption muft neceffarily taint 
fome of us: it cannot be other- 
wife. You know the force of 
example; and what muft bethe 
effect of fifty or a hundred thou- 
fand Atheifts introduced into our 
country, confirmed by a feven 
years war in all the vices of pil- 
lage, drunkenefs, nmnirder and 


ravifhment ? Thefe are the cala-* 


mities that French troops bring 
along with them wherever they 
gain footing: do not, therefore, 
determine to view their progrefs 
Without oppofing it. If we with 
for the help of God, we mutt all 
put our shoulders to the wheel. 
He will affift us only fo far‘as to 
infpire us with courage to face 
the danger ; and it is a folly to 
expect that he will intercede any 
other way. He will never build 
a balloon for us, and held us, 
{ufpended in the heavens, till the 
ftorms pafles under us: but, un- 
lefs you are waiting for fome 
fuch event, whence is it that you 
refufe to act, and forbid every 
member of your fociety, upon 
pain of expulfion, to bear arms 
for his country.

If: an inun- 
dation fweeps away’ half the 
grounds of Cornwall, I am con- 
tent; I have nolands there: if 
the ftocks fink, that gives me no 
uneafinefs ; Iam ur soi The | 
fellows vivacity, joined to his 
poverty, I own raifed my curio- 
fity to know fomething of his 
lite and circumftance; and L 
entreated that he would indulge 
my defire.—- That I will, fir,” 
faid he, “ and welcome; only 
let us drink to prevent our fleep— 
ing; let us haveanother tankard 
while we are awake; for, ah, 
how charming a tankard looks 
when full ! 

“« You muft know, then, that 
I am very well defcended; my 
anceftors have made fome noife 
inthe world; for my mother 
cried oyfters, and my father beat 
adm: Lam told we haveeven 
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liad fome trumpeters in our fa- 
taily. Many a nobleman can- 
not fhew fo refpeétful a genea- 
logy: but that is neither here 
nor there. As I was their on- 
ly child, my father defigned to 
breed me up to his own employ- 
ment, which was that of drum- 
mer to a puppet-fhew. Thus 
the whole employment of my 
younger years was that of in- 
terpreter to Punch and king So- 
iomon in‘ail his glory. But, 
though my father was very fond 
of inftru¢ting me in beating all 
the marchesand points of war, I 
made no very great progreis, be- 
caufe I naturally had no ear for 
mulic ; fo,at the age of fifteen, I 
went and lifted for a foldier. 
As [had ever hated beating a 
drum, fo I foon found that I 
difliked carrying a mufquet alfo 
—-neithér the one trade nor the 
other were to my tafte, for I 
was by nature fond of being a 
gentleman ; befides, 1 was oblig- 
ed to obey my captain; he has 
his will, i have-mine, and you 
have yours; now I very reaion- 
ably concluded, that it was 
much more comfortable for a 
man to obey his own will than 
another’s. 

* The life of a foldier foon 
therefore gave me the {pleen; 
I atked leave to quit the fervice 
—but, as | was tall and trong, 
my captain thanked-me for my 
kind intention, and faid,; becaufe 
he had a regard for ‘me, we 
ihould not pert. I wrote to 
ey father a very difmal peni- 
tent letter, and defired that he 
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would raife money to pay for 
my difcharge; but the 

man was as fond of drinking as 
I was, (hr, my fervice to you) 
and thofe who are fond of drink- 
ing never pay for other people’s 
difcharges: in fhort, he never 
anfwered my letter. What 


«could be done? If I have not 


mone’, faid I to mytelf, to pay 
for my difcharge, I muft find an 
ivalent fome other way; and 
that muft. be by running away. 
I deferted, and that anfwered 
my purpofe every bit as well as 
if ssl diene ely difcharge. 
“ Weil, I was now fairly rid 
f my military employment; I 
Told my foldier’s cloaths, bought 
worfe, and, in order not to be 
overtaken, took the moft unfre- 
quented roads pofiible. One 
evening, as I was entering a vil- 
lage, I perceived aman, whom 
I afterwards found to be the 
curate of the parifh, thrown 
from his horfe in a miry road, 
and almoft fmothered in the 
mud. He defired my affiftance ; 
I gave it, and drew him out with 
fome difficulty. He thanked 
me for my trouble, and was go- 
ing off; but i followed him home 
—for I loved always to have a 
man thank me at his own door. 
‘The curate afked an hundred 
queftions, as whofe fon [ was , 
from whence I'came ; and whe- 
ther I would be faithful? I an- 
fwered him greatly to his fatis- 
faétion ; and gave myfelf one of 
the beft charaéters in the world 
for fobriety, (fir, I have the ho- 
nour of drinking your health) 
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difcretion and fidelity. To 


make a long {tory fhort, he want- 
ed a fervant and hired me. 
With him I lived but two 
months ; we did not much like 
each other; I was fond of eat- 
ing, and he gave me but little 
to eat: [loved a pretty girl, 
and the old woman, my fellow- 
fervant, was ill-natured and ug- 
ly. As they endeavored to 
ftarve me between them, I made 
a pious. refolution to prevent 
their committing murder: I 
ftole the eggs as foon as they 
were laid ; Temptied every un- 
finifhed bottle that I could lay 
my hands on; whatever eata- 
ble came in my way was fure 
to difappear: in jhort, they 
found I would not do; fo I was 
difcharged one morning, and 
paid three fhillings and fix pence 
for two months wages. 

“© While my money was get- 
ting ready I employed myfelf 
in making preparations for my 
departure; twohens were hatch- 
ing in an out-houfe, I went and 
took the eggs from habit, and, 
not to feparate the parents from 
the children, I lodged hens and 
all in my knaplack. After this 
piece of frugality, I returned 
to receive my money, and with 
my knapfack on my back, and 
a itaff in my hand, I bid adieu, 
with tears in my eyes, to my 
old benefagtor, I had not gone 
far from the houfe, when I 
heard behind me the cry of 
Stop thief! but this only in- 
creafed my difpatch ; it would 
have been foolith to ftop, as I 
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knew the voice could not be le- 
velled at me. But hold, I think 
I pailed thofe months at the cu- 
rate’s without drinking ; come, 
the times are dry, and may this 
be my poifon it ever I fpent 
two more pious, ftupid months, 
in all my life. 

“ Well, after travelling fome 
days, whom fhould I light upon 
but a company of {trolling play- 
ers. ‘The moment I faw them 
at a diftance, my heart warmed 
to them ; I had a fort of natural 
love for every thing of the vaga- 
bond order ; they wereemployed 
in fettling their baggage, which 
had been overturned in a nar- 
row way; I offered my afliit- 
ance, which they accepted ; and 
we foon became fo well at- 
quainted, that they took me as 
afervant. This was a paradife 
to me; they fung, danced, drank, 
eat and travelled, all at the 
fametime. By the blood of the 
Mirabels, I thought I had never 
lived till then; 1 grew as mer- 
ry as a grig, and laughed at eve- 
ry word that was {poken. ‘They 
liked me as much as I liked 
them ; Iwas a very good figure, 
as you fee ; and, though I was 
poor, I was not modeft. 

“ [love a {traggling life above: 
all things in the world ;, fome-. 
times good, fometimes bad; to. 
warm to-day, and cold to-mor- 
row; to eat when one can get. 
it, and drink when (the tankard 
is out) it ftands before me. 
Wearrived that eveniag at Ten- 
terden, and took a Jarge room 
at the Greyhound; where we. 
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refolved to exhibit Romeo and 
Juliet, with the funeral proced- 
fion, the grave and the garden 
fcene. Romeo was to be per- 
formed by a gentleman from 
the Theatre Royal in Drury- 
Lane ; Juliet by a lady who 
had never appeared on any ftage 
before; and I was to fnuff the 
candles: all excellent in our 
way. We had figures enough, 
but the difficulty was to drefs 
them. The fame coat that ferv- 
ed Romeo, turned with the blue 
lining outwards, ferved for his 
friend Mercutio; a large piece 
of crape fufliced at once for Ju- 
liet’s petticoat and pall: a pef- 
tle and a mortar from a neigh. 
boring apothecary’s anfweréd 
all the purpofes of a bell; and 
our landlord’s own family, 
wrapped inwhite fheets, ferved 
to fill up the proceffion. In 
fhort, there were but three fi- 
gures among us that might be 
jaid to be dreffed with any pro- 
priety: I mean the nurfe, the 
itarved apothecary and myfelf. 
Our performance gave univerfal 
fatisfaction : the whole audience 
were enchanted with our pow. 
ers. 

“« There is one rule by which 
a ftrolling-player may be ever 
fecure of iuccefs ; that is, in 
our theatrical way of exprefling 
it, to make a great deal of the 
character. To fpeak and a&t as 
in common life, 1s not playing, 
nor is it what people come to 
fee : natural fpeaking, like {weet 
wine, runs glibly over the pa- 
late, and {carce leaves any tafte 
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behind it; but being high in a 
part refembles vinegar, which 
grates upon the taite, and one 
feels it while he is drinking. 
To pleafe in town or country, 
the way is, to cry, wring, cringe 
into attitudes, mark the empha- 
fis, flap the pockets, and labor 
like one in the falling fickneds : 
that is the way to work for 
applaufe ; that it is the way to 
gain. 

“ As we received much re- 
putation for our {kill of this firft 
exhibition; it was but natural for 
me to afcribe part of the fuc- 
cefs to myfelf ; I fnuffed the 
candles ; and, let me tell you, 
that, without a candle-{nuffer, 
the piece would lofe half its’ 
embellifhments. In this man- 
ner we continued a fortnight, 
and drew tolerable houles; but 
the evening before our intended 
departure, we gave out our very 
beft piece, in which all our 
{trength was to be exerted. We 
had great expectationstrom this, 
and even doubled our prices, 
when behold one of the princi- 
pal actors fell ill of a violent fe- 
ver. This was a ftroke like 
thunder to our little company: 
they were refolved to go ina 
body, to {cold the man tor fal- 
ling fick at fo inconvenient a 
time, and that too of a diforder 
that threatened to be expen- 
five ; I feized the moment, and 
offered to act the part myfelf im 
his ftead. The cafe was deipe- 


_Yate ; they accepted my offer ; 


and I accordingly fat down, 


_ with the part in my hand, and 
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a tankard before me, [fir, your 
health] and ftudied the charac- 
ter, which was to be rehearied 
the next day, and played foon 
after. 

“ T found my memory excef- 
fively helped by drinking : and 
I learned my part with altonith- 
ing rapidity, and bid adieu to 
fnuffing candles ever after. I 
found that nature had defigned 
me for more noble employments 
and I was refolved to take her 
when in the humour. We got 
together in order to rehearle, 
and I informed my companions, 
mafters now no longer, of the 
furprifing change I felt within 
me. Let the fick man, faid [, 
be under no uneafinefs to get 
well again ; I'll fill his place to 
univerial fatisfattion; tie may 
even die if he thinks proper ; 
Pll engage that he fhall never 
be mified. I rehearfed before 
them, {trutted, ranted, and re- 
ceived applaufe. They foon 
gave out that a new actor of 
eminence was to appear, and 
immediately all the genteel pla- 
ces were belpoke. Before I 
afcended the ftage, however, 
I concluded within myfelf that, 
as ] brought money to the 
houfe, [ ought tohave my fhare 
in the profits. Gentlemen, faid 
i, addrefling myfelf to our com- 
pany, I don’t pretend to direé&t 
you ; far be it from me to treat 
you with fo much ingratitude : 
you have publiihed my name in 
the bills, with the utmoft good 
nature; and, as affairs ftand, 
cannot a& without me ; fo, gen- 
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tlemen, to fhew you my grati- 
tude, I expect to be paid for my 
acting as much as any of you, 
otherwife I declare off. [il 
brandifh my fnuffers, and clip 
candles as ufual. ‘This was a 
very dilagreeable propofal, but 
they found that it was impofli- 
ble to refufe it; it was irrefifti- 
ble ; it was adamant: they con- 
fented, and I went on in king 
Bajazet: my frowning brows, 
bound with a ftocking {nuffed 
into a turban, while on my cap- 
tiv’d arms I brandifh’d a jack- 
chain. 

“ Nature feemed to have fit- 
ted me for the part; I was taki 
and had a loud voice ; my very 
entrance excited univerfal ap- 
plaufe: I looked round on the 
audience with a {mile, and made 
a moft low and graceful bow, 
for that is the rule among. us. 
As it was a very paflionate part, 
I invigorated my {pirits with 
three full glafles | the tankard is 
almoit out} of brandy. By Al- 
la! it is almoft inconceivable 
how I went through it; Ta- 
merlane was but a fool to me ; 
though he was fometimes loud 
enough too, yet I was ftill loud- 
er than he: but then, befides [ 
had attitudes in abundance: in 
general ] kept my arms folded 
up thus upon the pit of my fto~ 
mach; it is the way at Drury- 
Lane, and has always a fine et- 
fect. ‘The tankard would fink 
to the bottom before [ could 
get through the whole of my 
merits: In fhort, I came off 
like a prodigy ; and, fuch was 
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my fuccefs, that I could ravifh 
the laurels even from a firloin 
of beef. The principal gentle- 
men and ladies of the town came 
to me, after the play was over, 
to compliment me upon my fuc- 
cefs: one prailed my voice, an- 
other my perfon: Upon my 
word, fays the {quire’s lady, he 
wil! make one of the finelt ac- 
tors in Europe; I fay it, and [ 
think I am fomething of a judge. 
—Praife in the beginning is a- 
greeable enough, and we receive 
it as afavor ; but whenit comes 
in great quantites we regard it 
only as a debt, which nothing 
but our merit could extort : 
inftead of thanking them, I in- 
ternally applauded myfelf. We 
were defired to give our piece a 
fecond time ; we obeyed, and I 
was applauded even more than 
before. 

“ At laft we left the town, 
in order to be at a horfe-race 
at fome diftance from thence. 
I fhall never think of ‘Ten- 
terden without tears of grati- 
tude and refpe&@t. ‘The ladies 
and gentlemen there, take my 
word for it, are very good judg- 
es of plays and actors. Come, 
Tet us drink their healths, if you 
pleafe, fir, We quitted the 
town, I fay ; and there was a 
wide difference between my 
coming in and going out; I en- 
tered the town a candle-fnuffer, 
and I quitted it an heroe! 
Such is the world; little to- 
day, and great to-morrow. I 
could fay a great deal more up- 
on that iubje@t. fomething truly 
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fublime,upon the ups and downs 
of fortune; but it would give 
us both the fpleen, and fo I 
fhall pafs it over. 

“ ‘The races were ended be- 
fore we arrived at the next 
town, which was no {mall dif- 
appointment to our company ; 
however, we were refolved to 
take all we could get. I play- 
ed capital charaéters there too, 
and came off with my utfual 
brilliancy. I fincerely believe 
I fhould have been the firft ac- 
tor in Europe, had my growing 
merit been properly cultivated ; 
but there came an untimely 
froft which nipped me in the 
bud, and levelled me once more 
down to the common ftandard 
of humanity. I played fir Har- 
ry Wildair: all the country la- 
dies were charmed: if 1 but 
drew out my fnuff-box, the 
whole houfe was in a roar of 
rapture ; when I exercifed my 
cudgel, I thought they would 
have fallen into convullions. 

* There was here alady who 
had received an education of 
nine months in London; and 
this gave her pretenfions to 
tafte, which rendered her the 
mdifputable miftrefs of the ce- 
remonies wherever fhe came. 
She was informed of my me- 
rits ; every body praifed me; 
yet fhe refufed at firft to go 
and fee me perform ; fhe could 
not conceive, fhe faid, any thing 
but ftuff from a ftroller ; talked 
fomething in praife of Garrick, 
and amazed the ladies with her 
{kill in enunciations, toues and 
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cadences : fhe was at laft, how- 
ever, prevailed upon to go; and 
it was privately intimatedto me 
what a judge was to be prefent 
at my next exhibition: howe- 
ver, no way intimidated, I came 
on in fir Harry, one hand ftuck 
in my breeches, and the other 
in my bofom, as ufual at Dru- 
ry Lane; but, inftead of look- 
ing at me, I perceived the 
whole audience had their eyes 
turned upon the the lady who 
had been nine months in Lon- 
don; from her they expected 
the decifion which was to fe- 
cure the generals truncheon in 
my hand, or fink me down into 
a theatrical letter-carrier. I 
opened my box, took {nuff ; the 
lady was folemn, and fo were 
the reft; I broke my cudgel on 
alderman Smuggler’s back ; 
{till gloomy, melancholy all, the 
lady groaned and fhrugged her 
fhoulders; I attempted, by 
laughing myfelf, to excite at 
lealt a imile; but the devil a 
cheek could I perceive wrinkled 
into fympathy; I found it would 
not do; all my good humour 
now became forced; my laugh- 
ter was converted into hytteric 
grinning ; and, while I pretend- 
ed fpirits, my eye fhewed the 
agony of my heart : in fhort, the 
lady came with an intention to 
be difpleafed, and difpleafed fhe 
was; my fame expired ; I am 
here; and (the tankard is no 
more !)” 
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Narrative of the Manners of the 
Mandingas, natives of the 
interior of Africa. 


{¥ron Edward's abftra&® of Park's 
Travels. } 


Tur Mandingas are a race 
of negroes, native children of 
Ligritia; their country the inte- 
rior of Africa, extending from 
Cape Verd to the mountains of 
Abyffinia. They areunacquaint- 
ed with the ufe of ltters; they 
live in mud huts; they have not 
learnt to render the labour of a- 
nimals fubfervient to agricul- 
ture ; and therefore, in their cul- 
tivation of the foil, they employ 
no other inftrument than the 
hoe. Like all ignorant barba- 
rians, they are divided inty fmall 
nations: monarchy is the pre- 
vailing form of government: 
fome commonwealths are ari- 
ftocratical; and even in thofe 
countries which are fubje@ to 
kings all meafures of import- 
ance require the concurrence and 
fupport of the elders. The in- 
ferior ranks, compofing the la- 
borious, and incomparably the 
more numerous proport.cn of 
the community, are flaves to the 
rich: but their fervitude is not 
rigorous. They cannot be put 
to «leath, nor even fold to a ftran- 
ger, without being firft brought 
to a public trial (called a pala- 
ver) before the chief men of the 
town or diftri&. The Mandin- 
gas weave cotton, and dye it 
with indigo; they tan the fkin 
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of their goats and fheep; they 
fmelt their rich iron ore by char- 
coal fires; and their principal 
ingennity is difplaved in work- 
ing their native gold, which they 
form into female ornaments, dil- 
playing a variety of tate and an 
‘elegance of fancy, that would 
excite admiration ever among 
the beft artiftsof Europe. Like 
all nations in the intancy of fo- 
ciety, the Mandingas are credu- 
Jous and fuperftitious: but their 
credulity is not intolerant, and 
their fuperftition has nut taught 
them to filence the dictates of 
confcience. They firmly be- 
lieve in a life beyond the grave, 
and a ftate of retribution after 
death, in which good men will 
be rewarded and bad men pu- 
nifhed. Mr. P. converfed with 
the natives of all defcriptions on 
this important fubje€t; and he 
pronounces, without the {mal- 
left hefitation, that a conviction 
of this great truth among the 
negroes is entire, hereditary, and 
univerfal. 





Account of the Fakiers of Ma- 
labar. 


‘Tee Senafleyfare a fect of 
mendicant philofophers, com- 
monly known by the name of 
Fakiers, which literally fignifies 
poor people. Thefe idle and 
pretended devoteesaffemble fome- 
times in armies of ten or twelve 
thoufand, and, under a pretext 
of nf&king pilgrimages to cer- 
tain temples, lay whole. coun- 
tries under contribution. Thefe 
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faints wear no cloaths, are ge- 
nerally very robuft, and convert 
the wives of the lefs holy part of 
mankind to their own ufe, upon 
their religious progrefies. They 
admit any man of parts into 
their number, and they take 
great care to inftru€ their difci- 
plesin every branch of know- 
ledge, to make the order the 
more revered among the vulgar. 
~ When this naked army of 
robult faints dire their march 
toany temple, the men of the 
provinces through which their 
road lies, very often fly before 
them, notwithfianding the fanc- 
tified chara&ter of the Fakiers. 
But the women are in general 
more refolute, and not only re- 
main in their dwellings, but ap- 
ply frequently for the prayers of 
thofe holy perfons, which are 
found to be moft effectual in ca- 
fes of flerility. Whena Fakier 
is at prayers with the lady of the 
houfe, he leaves either his flip- 
per or his {taff at the door, which 
if feen by the hufband, effec- 
tually prevents him from difturb- 
ing their devotion. But thould 
he be fo unfortunate as not to 
mind thofe fignals, a found drub- 
bing ts the inevitable confe- 
quence of hisiatrufion. 
Though the Fakiers enforce 
with their arms that reverence 
which the people of Hindoftan 
have naturally for their order, 
they inflict voluntary penances 
of very extraordinary kinds upon 
themfelves, to gain more re[pect. 
Thefe fellows fometimes hold 
up one arm in a fixed ‘pofition 
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till ic becomes ftiff, and remains 
in that Situation during the reft 
of their lives. Some clench 
their fifts very hard, and keep 
them fo till their nails grow in- 
to their palms, P and appear 
through the back of their hands. 
Others turn their faces over one 
fhoulder, and keep them in that 
fituation till they fix for ever 
their heads looking backward. 
Many turn their eyes to the 
point of their nofe, till they have 
Joft the power of looking in any 
other direCtion. Thefe la(t pre- 
tend fometimes to fee what they 
cail the facred fire, which vifion, 
no doubt, proceeds from fome 
diforder arifing from the diftor- 
tion of the optic nerve. 

It often appears to Europeans 
in India, a matter of fome ridi- 
cule to converfe with thofe dif- 
corted and naked philofophers; 
though their knowledge and ex- 
ternal appearance exhibit a very 
ftriking contrat. Some are 
really what they feem, enthu- 
fialts; but others put on the 
character of fan&tity as a_cloak 
for their pleafures. But what 
a@tually makes them a public 
nuifance, and the averfion of 
poor bufbands, is, that the wo- 
men think they derive fome ho- 
linefs to themfelves, from an in- 
timacy with a Fakier. 

Many other foolith cuftoms, 
befides thofe we have mentioned, 
are pecuhar to thofe religious 
mendicants. But enthutialtic 
penances are not confined to 
them alone. Some of the vul 


gar on the faft of Onpofs, fuf- 
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pend themfelyes on iron hooks, 
by the fleth of the fhoulder blade, 
tothe end of a pivot, on the 
head of a high pole. The en- 
thufiaft not only feems infenfible 
of pain, but very often blews a 
trumpet as he is whirled round 
above, and, at certain intervals, 
fings a fong to the gaping mul- 
titude below; who very much 
admire his fortitude and devo- 
tion. This ridiculous cuftom is 
kept up to commemorate the 
fufferings of a martyr, who was 
in that manaer tortured for his 
faith. 

ON THE CULTIVATION AND 

DRESSING OF FLAX. — 


[By Dr. George Logan. } 


Yo the Farmers of the United 
States ! 


‘Taxinc into view the To- 
cal and political fituation of the 
United States, it is to be la- 
mented that her citizens, engag- 
ed in the honourable occupation 
of agriculture, are not deriving 
advantage from every circum- 
Rance calculated to render our 
country truly independent, and 
to give to themfelves that in- 
fluence in fociety to which they 
are fo eminently entitled, on ac- 
count of their numbers, their 
induftrious habits, and their na- 
tional utility. 

The foil and climate of the 
United States are as favourable 
to the pruduG@tion of fheep and 
flax, as any of thofe countries 
from which, at a mronftrous cx- 
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pence, we procure woollen and 
linen cloths, and which, from 
their nniverfal ufe, have become 
neceflaries of life. And it is ari 
undoubted faét, that every fa- 
mily engaged in agriculture can 
fupply ifelf with thefe articles 
at acheaper rate, than they can 
purchafe what is imported frem 
any country in Europe. Inde- 
pendent of this confideration, 
one not lefs important is of a po- 
litical nature. As the general 
profperity of a country depends 
on the fure comforts and enjoy- 
ments cf individuals; every 
friend to the rea! independence 
and power of the United States, 
will ufe his beft endeavours to 
render the {phere of thofe enjoy- 
gents as extenfive and as dura- 
ble as poffible. Befides which, 
domeitic manufaGlures give em- 
ploy to a number of uleful citi- 
zens and mechanics, by which 
a beneficial connetion is pre— 
feryed between the farmer and 
his neighbours. 

With refpe& to wool, the 
farmers of tlie United States are 
represchably negligent. The 

‘fame ftock ot fheep which, un- 
der carelefs management, {carce- 
ly produce wool fufficient to pay 
for the expence of keeping, will 
produce double the quantity and 
of a fuperior quality, if the fheep 
ate properly taken care of, par- 
ticularly during the winter. 

The advantages to be derived 
from the cultivation of flax, are 
not lefs negleéted by our far- 
mets. They are defective in 
net giving to the foil intended 
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for flax a proper degree of culti- 
vation, in not fowing a fufficient 
quantity of feed to the acre; in 
negle€ting that operation till 
too late in the fpring; in not 
rotting the flax foon after it is 
gathered, and with fufficient 
care, and their carelefs manner 
of managing the flax after it is 
rotted. 

I had an opportunity laft fum- 
mer of obferving the method of 
cultivating and treating flax in 
Holland and in Flanders, coun- 
tries defervedly famous for their 
fuperior knowledge in this ule— 
ful branch of agriculture. 

The farmers in Holland con- 
fider flax as their moft profitable 
crop, and it is fo with their ex- 
cellent management. If poffi- 
ble, they never fow flax but on 
rich clay foil, having a tendency 
to being wet. After drefling 
the ground with well rotted ma- 
nure, they either give it a com~ 
plete fummer fallow, or plant 
the ground with potatoes, which 
in Flanders, as in Ireland, is 
efteemed the beft preparative 
crop to enfure good flax. A 
gravelly, fandy, or a light foil 
cannot be depended on for flax ; 
the crop will be light and of an 
inferior quality; care is taken 
to procure trom Riga, or fome 
northern country, the brightelt, 
heavieft, and belt feed; which 
they fow as early as poflible in 
the fpring. A light froft is 
found to injure but little, whilf 
early fowing enfures a greater 
quantity of lint, and of a better 
quality, than if fown late. 
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If the obje& of the farmer in 
fowing flax is to procure good 
feed, he fhou!d fow but one bu- 
fhelto the acre. If to procure an 
abundant crop of good flax for 
fine linen, he fhould fow at leat 
two buthels ot feed to the acre. 
This latter practice prevails in 
Trelandandin Fianders; in the 
former country, in order to have 
a fine foft lint, it is faid the 
flax is pulled before it is ripe, 
and therefore they have occafion 
for 2n annual fupply of feed 
from other countries. In Flan- 
ders I obferved that the hax was 
fuffered to have a flight tinge of 
ycilow, and to acquire a proper 
degree of maturity before it is 

athered; but as the flax is fown 
thick, the feed is wf an inferior 
quality, and therefore not made 
ufe of for the fucceeding crop. 
The inhabitants of Flanders, 
where the fineft linen is made, 
are of opinion, that the lint ot 
the flax, if fuffered to acquire its 
tull ftrength by the maturity of 
the plant, may by proper ma- 
nagement have its fibres divided 
to any degree of finenefs. It 
muft be evident to the moft fu- 
perficia! obferver, that maturity 
is as neceflary in plants as in a- 
nimals to give to their fibres a 
proper degree of ftrength. The 
bark or {kin of the flax is formed 
of minute longitudinal fibres, 
united together by filaments or 
membranes. As this regular 
compagies of fibres is divifible 
to infinity, it is neceffary for the 
farmer, by his art and induftry, 
to feparate them, by which he 
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will render his flax as fine, and 
much ftronger, than if gathered 
whilft green. 


Weeds are very pernicious to - 


a crop of fiax, and therefore the 
greateft care thould be taken to 
have the ground perfeétly clear. 
Ifany fhould appear after the 
Hax is two or three inches high, 
they fhould be removed by chil- 
dren going into the crops with- 
out fhoes, when the tender flax 
will not be injured, although 
preffed to the ground by the feet. 
To deftroy the roots and feeds 
of weeds in the ground, would 
it not be advifable to cover the 
field with dry leaves or ftraw, 
which being burnt, the fire 
would deftroy all vegetation neaz 


the furface, and the flax feed. 


being fown immediately, the 
afhes lett on the ground might 


be of great advantage to the crop . 


of fiax. In Flanders they weed 
their flax with the greateft dili- 
gence, and fometimes place 
poles on forked ftakes amonglt 
it, to prevent its being beaten 
down by the wind and rain. 

In Holland and Flanders, 
flax is generally water rotred ; 
for this purpofe foft clear water 
is madeule of: if the water is 
any way coloured, it will com- 
imunicate a tinge to the lint of 
the flax, which will be after- 
wards removed with difficulty 
when manufactured into. linen, 
‘Lhe time neceffary for the rot- 
ting of flax depends on the heat 
of the weather, the quality of 
the water, and the firmnefs or 
maturity of the fax. Ifall thefe 
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circumftances are favourable, 
four or five days will be, fufhi- 
cient, if otherwife, fix or eight 
days will be neceffary. How- 
ever, no particular rule can be 
eltablithed ; and therefore, e- 
very day a foal handiul of the 
flax fhould be examined: as e- 
very hour the flax remains ex- 
poted, weakens the fibres. In 
neral, flax is rotted too much. 
hen taken out, it is fpread 
on a fiel! of fhort grals to dry. 
In one year, on my tarm neat 
Germantown, I fowed cighteen 
buthels of flax-feed, the greateft 
part two buthels of feed to the 
acre; the flax was excellent, 
the whole produce was grafs 
rotted carly in the feafon. I 
am fufficiently fatisfied with this 
practice not to alter it; the fre- 
quent fhowers of rain, and the 
heavy dews to which our cli- 
mate is fubjeét in the month of 
Augult, may render water rot- 
ting lefs neceflary than in Ev- 
rope=—whilt grafs rotting, the 
fax thould be frequently turned, 
in order to prefervea uniformity 
in it when dreffed and maautac- 
tured into thread. If the fiax 
is unequally rotted, it will not 
afford a fine thread, while at the 
fame time it is accompanied with 
a degree of ftrength fufficient to 
bear the hand of the weaver. 
This is one defe& in the Ameri- 
can thread intended tor fine li- 
nen; another not Jefs irequent 
arifes from the thread being {pun 
finer than the quality of the flax 
will admit, 1t not having been 


fufficiently drefled for that pur- 
pote, 
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The operations of breaking, 
fwingling, and hackling flax, 
are tn Holland and Flanders at- 
tended to with the greatelt cir- 
cumf{pection; much of the 
work is pertermed by women 
before winter, The light Dutch 
brake is generally made ule of. 
In fome places they have a ma- 
chine for beating the flax to ren- 
der it foft, and to prepare it the 
better for the hackles ; five of 
which are made ule of for ihe 
fineft thread: the laft is of ex- 
guifite finenefs, and only en- 
trufted in the moft careful hands. 

For the farmers ot the United 
States to manufa@ture their own 
linens was at all times a defirable 
objet, and has become of in- 
creafed importance; from the 
prefent high price of this article, 
and the probability of its advan- 
cing on account of the prefent 
ftate of Europe.

ON THE CULTIVATION OF 
INDIAN CORN. 


To the Farmers of the United 
States. 


P ERMIT me to offer you a 
tew hints refpeCting the cul- 
ture of Indian Corn. Although 
the mode here recommended 
may beconfidered very imperte&, 
yet it may engagethe attention 
of farmers more able than my- 
felf, and by their experiments, 
bring the art of hufbandry to 
greater perte€tion. } have been 
convinced, from experience as 
well as philofophy, that plant- 
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ing corn at the diftauce of four 
fect, with four or five kernals 
in a hill, and that raifing the 
earth about it in hoeing time, 
are equally abfurd. Planting 
the feed at fo great a diftance, is 
wrong on feveral accounts. 

ft. Corn is a plant that re- 
quires both moiflureand heat, but 
not a heat fo intenfe as the me- 
ridian fun in fummer often pro- 
duces. Any man of common ob- 
fervation will allow, that in moift 
warm weather, cornalways vege- 
tatesthefaftcit. Theextreme heat 
of the fun has a tendency to, 
and will rarify and exhale both 
the moifture and the falts or ni- 
trous particles which in a de- 
gree,deprives the plantsof the nou- 
. rifhment. To plant the rows of 
your corn about three feet diftant 
and the hill in the rows about 
twenty inches, with two kern- 
els in each hill, will give the 
fame quantity of feed, and each 
plant its fhare of heat aad moif- 
ture. The ground will be fo 
fhaded before the drought of 
fummer comes on, that neither 
the extreme heat ot the day, nor 
the night chills, are fo deftruc- 
tive as they are to corn planted 
iu the old way. : 

As I generally fow and plant 
my ground alternately, I find 
by experience, that my fuccef- 
five crop, as well as my corn, 
are much larger than they were 
when I ufed the former medes 

Againit hilling corn I think 
feveral reafons may be offered. 

ift. Nature always directs 
right with regard to the placing 
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of vegitable roots. It you draw 
over therm a new layer of earth, 
you derange the order ot na- 
ture; you give them different 
degrees of heat and moifture, . 
and create for them, as it were, 
ancw climate. Second, if you 
make a hill about your cern, it 
keeps the ftaik tender within 
the hill. If it is only bent by 
a ftorm, a hole is left in the top 
of the hill on the windward fide 
of the ftalk, and the rain wath- 
es in the duft and prevents the 
corn from rifing after the ftorm 
is over. Third, corn isa plant 
of quick vegetation and fends 
forth its roots to a great dif- 
tance from its ftalk. If you 
plow between the rows you will 
cut the fine roots of the corn, 
which greatly injures it. This 
you will difcover by the corn’s 
wilting when you plough it in 
the middle of a hot day in hil- 
ling time. 

Secs the foregoing confider- 
ation ana othess, I am convin- 
ced, that it is the beft to plough 
your ground well in_the fpring, 
to run over it alightarrow be- 
fore you plant it, to keep the 
ground as clear of weeds as pof- 
{ible after the corn is up, and 
at each time hoeing, in order to 
prevent exhalations, to ftir gent- 
ly the whole furface of the earth. 

As the exports of Amcrica 
chiefly depend: on the agricul 
tural part of the fociety, it is 
of the utmoft importance that 
we bring the art of hufbandry 
tothe greateft perfeftion. ‘To 
promote this obje& { hope far- 
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mers will carefully attend to ex- 
periment.

waited his fentence; Pifitratus, 
admiring the refolution of Thra- 
fimedes, inftead of punifhing his 
audacity, rewarded his pation 
by giving him his daughter in 
marriage.

Kantian Philosophy. 
[From the German of Mr. Lange.] 


HE new theory of mora! 

philofophy propagated by 
Profeilor Kant of Germany, has 
confiderably excited the curiofity 
of the learned in Europe. As 
we do not remember ever to 
have feen any account of thefe 
dotrines publifhed in any of the 
periodical works of this coun- 
try, we hope that the following 
{ketch will prove acceptable to 
our readers. 

I. Kant diftinguithes between 
things as they appear to be, and 
things as they are; or, as he ex- 
prefies it, between things as ap- 
pearances, and things by and in 
themfelves. Thefe, he main- 
tains, cannot be the objet of 
fcience, but he fhows, on the 
other hand, in oppotition tv the 
Idealifis, that there muft exift 
fomething by and in itfelf, thac 
is fomething which is more than 
mere appearance, but of which 
we know nothing belides this 
only, that it exilts; and that 
this fomething is the fubje@ or 
foundation ef all our fcience. 
Thus, he fays, for inftance, alt 
I know of mind is, that it feels, 
and thinks, and wills; and that 
pfychology can never teach us 
more refpecting it, than a know- 
ledge of the various appearances 
of fenfation, thoneht, and voli- 
tion, with the different relations 
of thefe appearances to one an- 
ether, and to the other objeéts 
of our knowledge. Frem_ this 
however it does not icllow, that 
there exifls nothing intellectual 
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befides fenfations, thoughts, and 
volitions; on the contrary, e- 
very fenfation, thought, and vo- 
Jition is attended with a con— 
viction that thereexilts fomething 
éy and in itself; which fome- 
thing men have called mind. 
And Kant fhows clearly, that 
this conviétion is agreeable to 
found reafon and truth. (2.) 
That wecannot attain any know- 
Jedge of things by and in them- 
felves is not in confequence ei- 
ther of the imperfection of our 
organs of perception, nor in any 
refpect of the practical con(titu- 
tion of our nature, that is to 
fay: it is not in confequence of 
the difficulty which we find in 
diflinguithing between thofe i- 
deas which are really produced 
by the objeé& of our obfervation 
and thofe which appear to be 
fo, though in truth shey arife 
within our mind trom the affo- 
ciation of ideas (vide II.) but 
of the whole of our pure—as 
we would fay abstraéi—form a 
priori: for it is in coniequence 
of this That our means of 
acquiring knowledge are not in- 
tuitive, but discursive. No 
man can think himfelf poffetfed 
of Intuition; itis the attribute 
of a Superior Being. (b.) It 
will here be oblerved, that Kant 
diftinguitfhes between the know- 
ledge furnifhed by the above 
pure part of our nature, and 
that furnifhed by the praétical 
part. He farther maintains, 
that we can always determine 
what is pure, and what is prac- 
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tical, and it forms the chief bu- 
finefs of the Criterion of pure 
reason, by meafuring and afcer- 
taining the limits of our differ- 
ent faculties, to exhibit a com- 
plete and diftin@ fyftem of all 
our means of acquiring know- 
ledee. (c.) Now, fince it is 
only by apprehenfion in this our 
pure form, that any thing be- 
comes an obje& of fcience; 
knowledge thus acquired is the 
only kind of knowledge which 
can properly be called objective; 
while knowledge of every other 
kind is called subjective. To 
fhew the value of the former is 
the aim of the criterion of pure 
reason—I1. Kant, as has been 
laid, diftinguifhes between pure 
and prattical Self. That part 
of cur idea which does not pro- 
ceed from the thing obferved, 
but from accidental affociation 
fubfifting in our mind, is refer- 
red to the praéfical Self, and it 
is precifely this part of our idea 
which is subjective. When we 
have once learnt what portion 
of the idea is obje@ive, it re- 
quires only to feparate that with 
accuracy, and whatever remains 
is fubjective. In this way we 
et clear of that portion of our 
ubjective knowledge which is 
occafioned by incorre&t obferva- 
tions and conclufions. IIf. It 
is true, that inafmuch as the 
nature of the affection of the 
mind depends upon the conftitu- 
tion of our organs of perception, 
it is practical or fubje€tive ap- 
pearance which we cannot fepa- 
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uate, but this will not deceive 
{uch as underitand the rules of 
piuilofephizing. 


‘This account of the Kantian 
Philofophy is chiefly taken frem 

a note which Mr. Lange has 
added to his German tranilation 
of Mr. Stewert’s Elements of 
toe Philosophy of the buman 
mind. ‘This much, at leait, 
will appear from it, that Kane's 
great doétrine is, “ That a 
knowledge of the human mind 
is not tv be obtained by ima- 
gining changes in the mind. it- 
felf, but by ttudying the various 
phenomena which it exhibits.” 
“The author himfelf compares 
lus difcovery to that of Coper- 
nicus, by which he thewed, 
that the phehomena of the hea. 
yenly bodies did not entitle us 
to attribute to them the various 
cyclar and epicyclar motions 
ot the Prolomete fyftem ; that 
in truth we could be aflured of 
nothing more than the exilltence 
of thele bodies ; and that the 
diferent changes in, their ap. 
pearance might as well be cx- 
plained by ‘TLappoting a change 
in our fituation as by fuppofing 
any alteration in theirs.

have fuch adyuntages over its 
opponent, as mut enfure. fuce 
ceils, every thing elfe inthe two 
armics nearly approaching to 
equality.

my would derive from the a. 
duptien, of thefe machines ; he 
wil be at once brack wish their

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number and magnitude, and 
will be aftonifhed that in this 
enlightened period, more at- 
tempts have not been made to 
poffefs them.» In the courfe of 
a campaign, ‘how many oppor- 
tunities offer, and might be 
feized to ftrike at an enemy ef- 
feually, if the order previously 
necessary tor the fuceefs of the 
blow could be given in time ; 
but which the prefent method 
of tardy communication pre- 
cludes all hope of taking advan- 
tage of, and for that reafon 
they muft be abandoned. But 
it is fuperfiuous to dwell u- 
pon the advantages which 
could refult from the adoption 
of thefe machines, they are fo 
felfevident. Commercial men 
turning in their minds the con- 
venience of poffcfing, (at an 
eafy expence) the means of fuch 
rapid information and commu- 
nication, will be bef able to e- 
ftimate snd enumerate them. 
The capitals of diferent nations 
might be united by chains of 
polts, and the great expence at- 
tending the fettiing of thofe dif- 
putes which now take up months 
and years, might beaccomplifh- 
ed in as many hours. An efta- 
blifhment of Telegraphs might 
then be made, like that of our 
pelts; and tnftead of being an 
expence, would become a reve- 
nue. The method mentioned 
in fome of the newfpapers a few 
days ago, and faid to be about 
to be adopted, by balls, run up 
to near the top of poits 40 feet 
high ere@ed on waggons, is a 
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very good idea; but it appears 
to me, amongft many others, 
to have the following inconve- 
niences. In the firit place, the 
expence of each of them having 
four horfes, &c. will be very 
great. Secondly, they muft be 
greatly multiplied in an army, 
to anfwer the end propofed. 
Thirdly, elevated fituations, 
(which are not always to be met 
with) are abfolutely necefiary 
for the ftages. of communica- 
tions; and in an inclofed coun- 
try like ours, the approaches to 
thefe elevations muit be cleared 
away by pioneers. 

But not to dwell on the ap- 

rent impertetions of this me- 
thod, the following is a plan 
which appears lefs objectionable, 
and which mut have occurred 
to the reader, if fully acquaint- 
ed with the powers and proper- 
ties of an bydrogenous balloon,

if it is fuflered to mownt to the 
height of from 40 to 1000 fect, 
attached to a cord held im the 
hand, it will more than fupport 
three or four different coloured 
light filk fiags, run up together 
or feparately, and they may,

army, as the filling of one of 
them, with the neceflary hy- 
drogene, will not exceed one 
fhilling. Thefe Telegraphs will 
be found very little impediment 
to the movement of an army; 
for when filled, they need only 
to be guided, as they will carry 
themfelves—and I have known 
balloons of this kind float for 
fome months when well made ; 
they require no elevation to 
place them upon, for they wil! 
rife as high as the retaining 
cord will permit them to mount, 
and the whole apparatus of one 
of them may be carried by a fol- 
dier and boy, not able to carry 
a muiquet. 

Frigates cruifing may, by 
thefe areoftatic Telegraphs,com- 
municate with each other by 
day or by night, (at any 
time, when it is practicable by 
fignal as now in ufe) but with 
this fuperior advantage, that 
they can converfe when the 
vellels themfelves are not with- 
in fight of each other. 





Directions for | curing the 
Plague. 
{By the Count Berchtold.] 


HE following fhort direc- 
tions for the cure and preven- 
tion of the plague are taken 
from a pamphiet lately publifh- 
ed by count Berchtold at Vien- 


na, 1797 :—He fays that the. 


method was firlt propofed by 
G. Baldwin, Eg. his Britannic 
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majefty’s agent, &c. at Alexan- 
dria, in Egypt, who, after much 
obfervation, was induced to be- 
lieve that the ule of fweet olive 
oil, applied to the fkin might 
prove beneficial in this dreadful 
and hitherto incurable malady. 

The direstions are fimply 
thefe—Immediately that a per- 
foa is perceived to be infected 
with the plague, he mut be tak- 
en into acloie room, and ever a 
brazier of hot coals with a clear 
{ponge dipped in warm olive oil, 
his body muit be very britkl 
rubbed all over for the Maat 
of producing a profiife {weat : 
during the friétion, fugar and ju- 
niper berries mult be burnt In 
the fire, which will raife a denfe 
and hot fmoke that contributes 
to the effect. 

‘lhe frition ought not to con- 
tinue more than four minutes, 
and a pint of cilis enough to be 
ufed at a time. 

In general the firft rabbing 1s 
followed by a very copious per- 
{piration, but fhould it fail of 
this effect the operation may be 
repeated, firft wiping the body 
witha warm dry cloth, and the 
patient should take warm fude- 
rific drinks, fuch as elder flow 
ers,tea,&c. It is not neceflary 
to touch the eyes, and other ten- 
der parts may be rubbed more 
gently. 

Every poflible precaution mult 
be made ufe of to, prevent the 
patient taking cold, {uch as keep- 
ing covered thofe parts of the 
body not direétly under the ope- 
ration, nor mutt the linen be 
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changed till the perfpiration has * 


entirely fubficed-—the operation 
fhould he repeated once a d2y, 
util evident fymptoms of reco- 
very begin to appear. Tf there 
are already tumors upon the bo- 
dy, they ihould be gently ard 
more frequently rubbed, till they 
appear to ve in a ftate of fupu- 
ration, then they may be dref- 
fed with the ufual  plaifters. 
‘The operation ought to begin 
onthe appearance of the firtt 
fymptoms of the difeafe, it ne- 
glected till the nerves and the 
mais of blood are affected, or a 
diarshea has commenced, little 
hopes can be entértained of cure, 
but {till defpair not, as by affidu- 
ous application fume few have 
been cured, even atter the diar- 
rhea had commenced. During 
the firft tew days obferve a very 
abitemious diet; the author al- 
fows only a fmall quantity ot 
vermicilli fimply boiled in wa- 
ter. Nor mult any thing be ta- 
ken but very light tood tor thir- 
ty or turty days, as he fays an in- 
digeftion in any ftage of the di!- 
order might prove dangerous— 
he allows no wine tor forty days.

I; muft give pleafure to eve- 
ry friend of f{cience, to hear of 
the eftablifhment ot two focie- 
ties in Philadelphia and New 
York, whofe principal objeéts 
are to form a mineralogical hif- 
tory of the United States, and 
give information to individuals 


of the compofition ot ores, and. 


other mineral fubftances they 
may poflefs, and of their va- 
rious ufes in medicine, agricul- 
ture, and the arts. 

While in France the fcience 
ot Mineralogy torms a favour- 
ite occupation, and in Germa- 
ny a diftin& and honourable 
proteflion wotthy the protedtion 
ot Government, we poffefs 
fcarce any information concern- 
ing the fubftances concealed in 
the bowels of our earth. 

A few mines of copper, lead, 
and iron have been difcovered. 
Silver is often found mixed 
with lead and other produc- 
tions. Mr. Jefferfon informs 
us, in his notes on Virginia, 
that gold ore was once found 
in that ftate. Mr. Richmond 
Lewis is in poffeffion of a lock- 
et, made from the American 
gold. | 

The late minifter plenipoten- 
tiary from France, Monf. Adet, 
difcovered the fulphate ot Ba- 
rytes, or ponderous fpar, in 
Maflachufetts. This mineral 


generally accompanies Metallic 
ores, and is conlidered. by che- 
mits as a happy prefage of find. 
ing them.

The intention of relating 
shefe facts, is to induce gentle- 
men to pay attention to any 
mineral productions which fall 
in their way, and fend them to 
the Committee appointed by 
the Philadelphia Chemical So- 
ciety, by whom they will be 
caretully analyzed gratis. 

Perhaps many valuable fub- 
{tances may now be thrown a- 
way as ufelefs, from an igno- 
rance of their qualities. Black 
Jack, a compolition of fulphur 
and zinc, was formerly employ- 
ed to mend the roads in Wales; 
and cobalt, the product of the 
rich mines in Heffe, which now 
yield an annual profit of 14,000 
pounds, was dedicated to the 
fame purpofe. 

Mundic, found in beds of tin 
in the mines of Cornwall in 
England, was little regarded, 
until about eighty years fincc, 
when Sir Gilbert Clerk difco- 
vered its utility. 

This mineral now produces 
a pret of 150,000 guineas & 
year.

About twe 
months ago 1 bought a galicn 
of excellent brandy, and put it 
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ina jug of this kind; as my 
wife and felf were the only per- 
ions in the family, who made 
ufe of it occafionally, it laited us 
more than four weeks. During 
this time it was m ufe till j 
could dilcover it encreate in 
colour, till at length, when near- 
ly out, it became as red as port 
wine, leaving in the mouth a 
difagreeable brackish tafte, fome 
remains at the bottom were 
thrown away, but ff1!! I had no 
fufpicion of the caule of the al- 
teration in its quality and tatte. 
Soon after, a gallon of iherry 
wine was put in the fame jug, 
according to the length of con- 
tinuance, fo alfo was the altera- 
tions in its quality and tafte, 
until it was perceived to leak 
through the bottom of the jug, 
when I emptied what remained 
into a bottle, and laid the jug 
by, and the bottom is at this 
tlme covered with a kind of 
vexligreale, of green poifonous 
quality. 

During the time of our ufing 
thefe liquors we have been af. 
feéted [without ever fulpedcting 
the caufe] with confiderable de- 
gree of weaknels, irregular ftate 
of the body, frequent vomitings 
and averiion of food, with an al- 
moit continual difugreeable bit- 
ter tafte in the mouth. I hope 
thefe remarks will produce an 
opinion and obfervations there- 
on by fome medical gentleman, 
as it is very evident to me, that 
had the liquor been taken .in 
larger quantities and at fheorter

Improved Eleétrical Rod. 


The following paper was com. 
mounicated to the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, 
and publithed at their re- 
quel. 


THE partial effe&s of the 
electrical rods which have been 
erected ‘for the protection of 
buildings, &c. have led me to 
think that they Are not upon 
the belt conitruction, efpecially 
thofe that terminate in one 
point. 

The philofophy of ele&tricity 
feems to be enveloped in much 
obfcurity. Eleétrics and non 
electrics exift in nature—pofi- 
tive and negative ; progrefs and 
direction are properties not 
without their evidence, yet 
want explanation. 

From the experiments and 
obfervations I have made, I am 
inclined to think, that upon the 
fudden affemblage of the clouds 
in a thunder ftorm, the eleétri. 
cal fluid is excited ana ditpofed 
unequally, in ftrata, at different 
altitudes, which are continually 
varying their fituation, accord- 
ing as tke explofion of the lighr- 
ning fhifts the power of attrac- 
tion, and it is highly probable, 
that there are, at thole times, 
{trata of non-commaitlioned at- 
mofphere intervening between 
other {trata differently affeéted - 

—Now, if this be really the 
X 











_ cafe, and the height of the 
points of the rod dv not happen 
to cotrefpond with the level of 
the ftratum affeéted; the ufe of 
the rod will in a great meafure 
be loft. 

It is awell known faét, that 
the eleétrical fluid enters and ef. 
capes by points and angles more 
readily than by fpherical termi- 
nations. 

From thefe circumftances I 
think it muft appear, that an 
electrical rod, prepared in the 
manner here defcribed, would 
be better adapted to equalize 
the fluid than the common cy- 
lindrical rod in ufe; for the in- 
finity of the points, or rather 
the continuation of them, from 
the bottom to the top of the 
rod, provides for the entrance 
or efcape of the fluid of any ftra- 
tum, however affected, at an 
level, at or below the fummit 
point; which I think muft be 
confidered in additional advan- 
vantage ; at any rate, fuch arod 
will anlwer as well as the other 
kind. 

If gentlemen would make 
this addition, when they ereét 
any new red, the effect would 
foon be known; and it is my 
opinion, that a rod might be 
denticulated, in the manner pro- 
pofed, at lefs expenfe than fquare 
bars could be reduced into a cy- 
hindrical form. 

A rod upon thefe principles, 
may be prepared in the follow- 
ing manner. Take a number 
of fquare bars of iron, as they 
come to our market almeft an

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inch in thicknefs, and conne& 
them together by a fcarfed or 
halved joint at the end, fecur- 
ing them with fcrews. When 
a fufficient number of bars are 
thus conneéted, to make the 
height intended (which fhould 
always be as high as the rod can 
poffibly be fuftained) then take 
them afunder at the joints, and 
place each bar, in fucceffion, on 
a blackfmith’s vice, with the 
jaws about half an inch apart, 
one angle of the bar to reft be- 
tween, without brvifing, which 
the workmen proceeds with a 
cold chiflel, well prepared to 
raife a harb at the diftance of 
every inch or half an inch; and 
when that corner is done, bring 
up another angle im the fame 
pofition, and fo proceed until 
the whole is finifhed. 

Rods on this conftru€tion may 
terminate in three points; but 
I thould prefer a hight ftar of 
glory at the top of the rod, and 
the lower end funk pretty deep 
in the earth, perhaps to a level 
with the {fprings of water, and 
the hole filled up with charcoal 
about the rod. 

Perhaps, in fome particular 
ftates of the atmofphere, fuch a 
rod might affift in reftoring the 
equilibrium of the fluid among 
the flrata differently affected, by 
its entering at one place in the 
rod, and efcaping at another, 
whilft the earth remained neu- 
tral.

Africas Millet, 

Africa produces a fpecies of 
very large Millet, called Guir 
Natt. Itis the common food 
of the Negroes and Moors. 
The ftalks are very large and 
compaét, and tull eight feet 
high; and the juice of them is 
{weet and pleafant. It is believ- 
ed that the ftalks of this millet, 
treated in the fame manner as 
the fugar canes, would afford a 
very proper juice for making fu- 

r. ‘Lhe fugar cane was ori- 
ginally from Goa, and was tranf- 
planted into the Weft—Indies, 
where its culture is both expen- 
five and laborious. This kind 
of millet might be cultivated 
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with little trouble and expence 
in the weft-Indies, and it 1s be- 
lieved would an{wer every pur- 
pofe of the fugar cane. 

The celebrated Mr. I fchiffeli, 
of Switzerland, recommends, 
the African millet as a plant 
highly deferying the attention of 
the European farmers, and that 
tor the following reafons:—It 
may be culeivated with the ut- 
moft fuccefs in countries much 
colder than Switzerland; it 
thrives in all forts of foils; it 
neither requires much manure, 
nor a gieat deal of tillage; itis 
not fubje@ to the depredations 
of birds, which are great devour- 
ers of the common millet; it 
yields very large returns, as, one. 
year with another. an acre even 
of ‘ordinary land will produce 
100 bufhels of millet; it does 
not exhauft the land ia propor- 
tion to the largenefs of the crap; 
and it is of an excellent flavor, 
and very nourifhing.

Eaft Indies. 


Accounts from India ftate, 
that a rupture between the Englith 
and Tippoo Saib is expefied foon to 
take place; that Tippoo Saib has 
folicited a treaty of alliance, offen- 
five and defenfive, with the French 
government, to fupport fuch troops 
as they will fend. ‘The Governor 
of the Ife of France has iflued a 


proclamation, inviting volunteers to 
enter and ferve in Tippoo’s army. 
In confequence of which England 
has fent a frefh fupply of troops to 


India. 
Ruffia. 

The Emperor is making vigo- 
rous preparations for war. A Rut- 
fian fleet is reported to have failed 
for England. The emperor had 
gone to Aftracan, on the Black 
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Sea, where he had ordered the af- 
fembling of an army of 200,000 
men, for what was not known, 
Letters mention, asa caufe of the 
high price of Ruffia Sheeting, the 
Emperor’s having purchafed upwards 
of 60,000 pieces for tents fer thofe 


troops. 
Italy. 

A\n infurre@tion has occurred in 
Italy.—French General St. Cyr 
attributed it to the vicinity of the 
Pope. He efiding at Florence ; 
and the infargents declaring they 
would reinftate him. ‘The Grand 
Duke of Tufcany was directed to 
compel him to leave his territory. 
At firtt he hefitated ; but a menace 
produced obedience, and ithe pon~ 
tif was feat to Cagliari. 

A Jew, named Matheo, has pub- 
liflied in Italian a letter addreffed to 
his brethren, in which he propofes 
to them to eftablifh the Empire of 
Jerafalem. He tells chem, that an 
mvincible nation has given an ex- 
ample of what the love of country 
cando. He defires them to im- 
plore its generofity ; and they may 
then be affared, that the philofophy 
which guides the chiefs of that fu- 
blime nation, will incline them to 
give a favourable reception to the 
demand. He then deferibes the 
means of fecuring fuccefs to this 
enterprize. He propofes that there 
fhali be eftablifhed a council, the 
members of which fhall be ele¢ted 
by the Jews who are {cattered over 
Europe, Afia, and Africa, of what- 
ever fect they may be clafled, ac- 
cording to the countries they inha- 
bit, and forming 1¢ tribes, each to 
fend a deputy to Paris, where the 
council fhall be held. ‘The council 
fhall appornt an agent to the Execu- 
tive Directory of France. Matheo 
then points out the limits of the 
country which the Jews ought to 
Cecupy. “ Placed in the centre of 
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the world,” fays he, “ our country 
will become the enrrepot of all the 
rich and ufefal productions of the 
earth.” Ifthe French government 
give the neceffary afliltance, the 
council] fhall offer in. return, firft, 
pecuniary indemnifications—feeond- 
ly, to share the commerce with 
French merchants only. 
Earthquake at Sienna, 

This terrible event, according to 
a letter from Leghorn, took place 
on the 25th May. The fhock was 
felt about 15 minutesafterone, A 
noife fimilar to a difcharge of can- 
non accompanied an indulatory 
movement of the earth, which made 
all the inhabitants of the town join 
at once in an exclamation of terror, 
Tt was obferved in the coaatry, that 
the fhock was lefs fenfibly felt to- 
wards the fea than fouthward, No 
extraordinary phenomena preceded 
this alarming event. It was only 
obferved that for fome days before, 
the air was extremely thick and 
cloudy, and that the temperature 
pafled feveral times in the day from 
exceffive heat to infupportable cold, 
—The dome gf a lecture room in 
the college of Boromeus feil im. 
Seventeen young ftudents, who 
were affembled in the room, were 
all either killed or wounded. ‘The 
fon of the governor of Leghorn, 
who was one of them, has loft both 
hisarms. The number of the per- 
fons killed, in confequence of the 
earthquake, is fuppofed to be fifty. 
The number of the wounded is 
much more confiderable. A part 
of the convent of St. Barbo, where 
the Pope refided, is deftroyed. For 
tunately for the fovereign pontiff, 
he was then in the gardens of the 
Sallerani family. All the inhabi- 
tants fled to the country, where they 
erected tents for their accommoda- 
tion. A flight fhock occurred du- 
ring the night, and between three 
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and four o’clock next morning a 
more violent one took place, which 
renewed the general alarm. Even 
on the 27th, the people did not 
think themfelves fafe ia their churchi- 
es, and an altar was ereéted in the 
Great Square, where divine wor- 
fhip-was celebrated. 
Batavian Republic. 

A new revolution has been effv@- 
ed here. Gen. Daenders with a 
party of grenadiers furrounded the 
houfe of the Minifter at War, where 
the Batavian Directory were at 
dinner with Charles Delacroix, the 
French Minifter, they feized Van 
Largen, one of the Directory, two 
others (Weldrike and Forke) re— 
figned their places, and Vreede and 
Fyrye efcaped. Van Largen is 
confined in the caftle of Woerden. 

A new government has heen 
formed, and the greateft joy pre- 
vails in confequence of this event.— 
A general illumination has taken 
place at the Hague, Amferdam, 
and other places. 

The Provifionary Government 
has iflued a proclamation, ia which 
it ftates, 1. That the Legiflative 
Authority fhall, as foon as potlible, 
be committed to citizens of honour 
and integrity. 2. That the late 
adminiRration fhall carry into ef- 
fect the Conftitution, for the refto- 
ration and eftablifhment of the con- 
{titutional legiflative body. 3. 
That ali authority exercifec by the 
Jate Adminifration, fhall, imme- 
diately after the eftablifhment of the 
legiflative body, pafs to that body, 
and after the clection of an Execu- 
tive DireGtory, all the Executive 
Authority fhall be refigned to that 
DireGory. 4. ‘That we engage to 
be anfwerable for the juft and faith- 
ful ufe of our authority, and the re- 
fignation of it at the time we have 
mentioned, to the legiflative body 


that fhall be elected, or by delega- 
tion from it, to the high national 
tribunal hereafter to be chofen, 
Convinced that what we have 
done wil! be approved by the majo- 
rity and moft enlightened of the 
Batavian people, we hereby com- 
mand, in their name, all Cenili- 
tuted Authorities, Provincial Ad- 
miniftrations, or Adminiftrations of 
Communes, all Juftices of peace, 
Civil Officers and commanders of 
the military, and all the inhabi- 
tants of the Batavian Republic, to 
obey our commands, and acknow- 
ledge no other authority than ours, 
until the intermediary adminiftra- 
tion fhall have met, which notifica- 
tion fhall be made public, and be 
affixed up in fucn places as fimilar 
notices ufually are, : 
Done at the Hague the r2th of 
Jone, the 4th year of the Batavian 
Freedom.

One inftance adduced is, that the 
two councils have been purged of 
fuch newly chofen members as they 
did not like. They were firft noti- 
ficd by proclamation, that none but 
good patriots would be allowed to 
iit, if chofen, It is alfo tated, that 
foldiers were eraployed to controul 
eleAions; and great numbers of 
candidates were feized, or confined, 
previous to the efeétion.

That the principles of 
their firft revolution centered in 
Republicanifm every one will ad- 
mit; that their progrefs in it has 
been retarded ; that they have been 
deluded, led aftray, and actually 
come fhort of it, through the ma- 
chinations of villains and fiends, in 
human cloaths, all have it to la- 
ment. 

It is thought probable, that ma- 
ny citizens of the United States 
have been cooled in their love for

our own republic, by comparing 
French liberty and French repub- 
licanifm with our own. They pre- 
tend to att from the idea, that 
France is ftill purfuing thofe prin- 
ciples of ricut, thofe principles of 
INDEPENDENCE, and that fyftem ne 
of free, republican government, 
which was the grand objet of our 
revolution: but from which, they 
conjecture, we are faft degenerat- 
ing, and hurrying to grafp arifto- 
cracy, and even to thake hands 
with the power againft whom we fo 
recently contended, and by whofe 
means we fo abundantly bled. We 
pretend not to be the criterion or 
arbiters of thefe cruel jealoufies, of 
this awful conteft in men’s paffions 
and opinions. 

The rears of the other powers 
of Europe would lead them to join 
againft France, as they all know that 
any one power in Europe, when be- 
come TOO GREAT, never miffes 
an opportunity to eat up the reft. 

Great ambition does not always 
gain great power, though great 
power is fure to excite great ambi- 
tion. But their muTvAL j£a- 
Lousigs forbid their union, Pruf- 
fia and Auftria are free at heart, 
and befides, France has done a good 
deal towards learning the Pruffian 
ioldiers fome leffons of liberty and 
equality. The double and difho- 








tally to.the government. Indeed, 
all the old feudal governments of 
Europe are fhaken and loofe in their 
joiats fince the French revolution. 
We think, therefore, the three 
caufes we have mentioned, mv- 
TUAL JEALOUSY, INTERNAL DI- 
VISION and POLITICAL WEAK- 
Ness, will prevent a new coalition 
7s France. The papers have 
of late given ftrong evidence of fuch 
an event, The congrefs of Raftade 
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finithes nothing. Bernadotte the 
French envoy at Vienna, has pro- 
cured himfelf to be infuleed by the 
Auftrian people, and the materials 
of a new quarrel are, accordingly, 
provided and laid up for future ufe. 
Spain, we alfo hear, is fick of the 
war, as well fhe may be, if not of 
France, and ready to join England 
again. ‘There is no depending, we 
acknowledge, on thefe appearances, 
nor on the judgment we have made 
upon them, as the politieal fcene 
fhifts almoft as often, quite as fur- 
prifingly, as any in the play-houfe. 
The French frigate La Belle An- 
Beliques fitted out in 1797, for a 
otannical expedition to the Cana- 
ries and the Weft Indies, has lately 
returned to Dieppe witha large and 
curious collection of objects relating 
to natural hiftory, after undergoing 
great hardfhips, and having been 
expofed to confiderable dangers in 
her voyage. Sir Richard Stra- 
chan’s fquadron fell in with the a- 
bove frigate, and allowed her to 
pafs, as he could not coofider her a 
lawfal prize. He would not how- 
ever permit her to enter Havre, but 
ordered her for Dieppe.

OF THE YELLOW FEVER. 








Sketch of the fituation of Philadelphia—State of the city-Rea 
marks upon the weather and difeafes of man and other animals 
previous to the appearance of the Yellow Fever, in 1798. 


Pamaperrnta, the metropolis of the United States 
of America, is fituated in 39 degrees 56 minutes of North 
latitude, and 75 degrees g minutes of longitude, Weit from 
London; is upon the Weft bank of the river Delaware, 
and about 120 miles, by the courfe of the river, from the At- 
lantic Ocean, and is 6 miles above the junction of the 
Schuylkill with the Delaware. 

Agreeable to its original plan, it extends from the Dela- 
ware, which is on the Eaft, to the Schuylkill, on the Wett, 
making a plot of about two miles in length, and about 
one mile in breadth, North and South. ‘The ground is 
level, and generally moift; its medium height, above the 
level of the two waters, is thirty-four to forty feet.—— 
The principal part of the furrounding country is level, ge- 
nerally cleared of woods, and under cultivation : a confide- 
rable portion of that between the city and confluence of the 
rivers, commonly called the Neck, is meadow ground, low 
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and confequently moift ; in the vicinity of the rivers, it is 
frequently overflowed, and fubjects the inhabitants to fever- 
and-ague. But, towards the North and North-Weft, the fi- 
tuation is much higher. ‘The river Delaware, oppofite the 
city, isabout one mile broad; the tide rifes fix feet perpendicu- 
lar, and flows at the rate of four miles an hour; its oppofite 
fhore, in the ftate of Jerfey, is level ; the foil dry and fandy. 

The buildings do not at prefeat extend over half the ground 
defignated in the original plan ; as the inhabitants, from ob- 
vious commercial advantages, have preferred the Delaware 
front rather than the Schuylkill : hence, at prefent, the hou- 
fes extend nearly three miles North and South along the De- 
laware, and about three-quarters of a mile due Wett toward 
the Schuylkill. They are chiefly built with bricks, from 
two to five ftories high; the ftreets are regular, wide 
and airy, except Water-{treet, which occupies the fpace 
between the bank upon which Front-ftreet is built, and the 
river, which was originally defigned for ftores. It is the 
narroweft, yet one of the moft populous in the city: the 
{treet is only thirty feet wide, and but a little above the fur- 
face of the tide : the houfes are high, and the greater part of 
them have no yards, particularly thofe fituated on the Wet 
or bank fide; an inconvenience which tends much to render 
the flreet more naufeous. It is much confined, ill-aired, 
and, in every refpect, is a difagreeable ttreet. ‘There are fe- 
veral alleys in the city, which are alfo narrow, confined and 
filthy. 

The river, for nearly the whole extent of the city, is in- 
dented with forced wharves, made, as is ufual, of fquare cafe- 
ments, with logs, and filled with earth, veflels-ballaft, ftones, 
&e. 

Where Dock-ftreet is now built, in former years, was 2 
fwamp or canal, with a fmall ftream of water running 
through it, extending from the river to Third-ftreet, which 
became a general nuifance, and acommon refervoir for the 
filth of a large part of the city. It now forms a handfome, 
airy, ferpentine ftreet, having an arch underneath, covered 
with earth, and paved. ‘This concave fewer begins beyond 
Sixth-flreet, in Potter’s-Field, and is carried under ground 
below the jailto Walnut-ftreet, and down Walnut ftreet to 
Dock-flreet, between Second and Third-ftreets, and from 
thence down Dock-ftreet to the river. At neceflary diftan- 
ces, there are apertures left to receive the water from the 
gutters of the adjacent f{treets ; thefe epenings, in the intenle 
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heat of fummer, emit a very difagreeable ftench. There 
are feveral finks dug, to receive the water from the gutters, 
in thofe parts of the city, where there is no other declivity to 
carry it off. Two of thefe, which are the moft remarkable, 
are fituated in Market-ftreet, at the corner of Fourth-{treet. 
They, like the apertures to the Dock-ftreet fewer, exhale the 
moft noxious eflluvia; for, dead animals and every kind of 
naufea, are thrown into them, andthere remain till they 
become putrified. During the ficknefs in fummer 1797, 
Dr. Pafcalis mentions, that being frequently called out dur- 
ing the night, he could ftrongly perceive the fmell iffuing 
from thefe finks in Market-ftreet as far as Mulberry-ftreet 
on the one fide, and Chefnut-ftreet on the other. 

A few years ago, there were numbers of marfhes and 
ponds of ftagnan* water, in the out-lots of the city, which 
periodically fubje&ted the inhabitants furrounding them to 
fever-and-ague. Thefe public nuifances are now either 
drained, filled up, or built upon; fince which, but few are 
troubled with this complaint. ‘There are, {ftill, fome re- 
maining in Southwark and the Northern Liberties: there are 
alfo many vavancies on the bank of the river, which are co- 
vered with a thick bed of miery filth ; the wharves, likewife, 
at times, become filled up with impure fubftances from the 
adjoining ftreets; and, during the fummer, emit, at low wa- 
ter, a very offenfive fmell. A fmall ftream of water, called 
Pegg’s Run, pafles through Spring-Garden and the Nor- 
thern Liberties, the bottom of which is wide and miery ; its 
banks are unimproved, and rendered offenfive by the offals 
which are thrown upon them from the flaughter-houfes, 
tan-yards, &c. adjoining. Beyond this, upon the Delaware, 
the improvements called Kenfington, are fituated. A great 
part of which, at high water, is nearly furrounded by the 
tide, which, when low, leaves a broad, muddy marfh, more 
than a quarter of a mile round its fouth and weft parts.— 
Upon this, the heat in fummer, as might be expected, pro- 
duces fimilar effets. One other fource of putrid animal 
exhalation, which very forcibly attraéts the notice of ftran- 
gers, is moft fenfibly difcovered in thickly inhabited places 
during the fummer months. Molt every dwelling of the 
city has a privy-houfe, fituated generally at the fartheft 
end of the yard; but the houfes on the bank fide of Front-” 
ftreet, have them in their cellars: many of the finks, over 
which they ftand, are dug to the depth of between twenty 
to thirty feet, and built sound with bricks: They are not 
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cleaned till nearly full, which is once in ten or twelve 
years, and then, in many cafes, it is confidered eafier to cover 
them over, and dig others. After many years fermentation, 
thefe finks exhale a very putrid and offenfive eflluvia, which 
is abundantly emitted when the air is moift, calm or fultry, 
particularly towards the end of fummer, or after the action 
of fevere heat has excited the putrefactive fermentation.— 
The inhabitants are ftill fo well apprifed of its confequence, 
and knowing that the depth of their wells is not a fufficient 
preventative againft this offenfive exhalation, that they gene- 
rally provide their neceflaries with an air-pipe, rifng a few 
feet from the top; but ftill, under particular circumftances of 
the atmofphere, the afcending effluvia is frequently diffufed 
round the houfes, alleys, &e. where it is highly naufeous. 
Some idea of the noxious quality of this gas may be formed 
from the effects which it produces upon combuftion. Ifa 
lighted candle is let down one of thefe finks, it will fre- 
quently be extinguifhed. 

There are many grave yards in the city, and perhaps fome 
other fources of putrid exhalation, which are in a manner 
incident to all large cities. It is not fupplied with running wa- 
ter or fountains ; but with pump-wells, in diftributive num- 
ber, through the city and fuburbs ; many of which, perhaps, 
from a communication with the adjacent neceflaries, have 
already become unfit even to wafh the houfes. 

The foregoing defcription is chiefly confined to thofe cir- 
cumftances which are more particularly conne€te:d with the 
object of our undertaking ; for, notwithitanding thefe incon- 
veniencies, ftill there are few cities that can vie with Phila- 
delphia in point of elegance or even cleanlinefs: the ftreets 
interfe& each other at right angles, and are open to the winds 
from all points; which, together with their width, regular 

avement, conveniency of foot-ways, and the practice of the 
inhabitants of frequently wafhing the outfides of their hou- 
fes, give to the city a fingular appearance of regularity and 
neatnefs, highly admired by foreigners. 

The City and Liberties are eftimated to contain about ten 
thoufand houfes, and the number of inhabitants is not over- 
rated when we eftimate the total between fifty-five and 
fixty thoufand fouls. But, notwithftanding this increafe of 
population, the profperity of the city has not equalled 
that of former years. The European wars, at an early pe- 
riod, produced confiderable changes on the trade, property 
and neceffaries of life in Philadelphia. The firft influx of 
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foreigners from Europe and the Weft-Indies raifed the mar 
kets, houfe-rents, &c. and gave to the city, in general, a flou- 
rifhing appearance ; property rofe above its accuftomed va- 
lue. But the fame caufe has, of late years, been productive 
of very different effeéts ; and our once flourifhing trade has 
fuffered very confiderable diminution : Citizens over-reach- 
ing their capitals, the general failure of land f{peculation, 
the depredations committed upon our commerce, together 
with the general ftagnation of trade in almoft every depart- 
ment, has of late been followed by an increafed number of 
bankruptcies, that at leaft equal any period fince the revolue 
tion. Such a combination of untoward circumftances 
could hardly fail of producing numberlefs diftrefles. But 
evils of a more ferious nature followed: That malignant 
fcourge of mankind, the Yellow Fever, again appeared in 
the city, marking its path with unprecedented horror and 
devaftation. Scarcely recovered from the baleful effects 
which it produced, laft year, in the months of Augufl, Sep- 
tember and Oétober, which difperfed more than two-thirds 
of the inhabitants; cut off near thirteen hundred of thofe 
that remained, and added to the already general diftrefs a 
number of helplefs widows and orphans, formerly in afflu- 
ence, but then reduced to want and poverty, in a fevere and 
inclement winter, Philadelphia was this year again doomed 
to experience a repetition of thefe baneful confequences, in 
a degree far beyond any former period, when mediocrity 
of circumftances enabled citizens, by a timely flight, to 
efcape from a premature Death. Before, however, we en- 
ter upon the detail of thefe melancholy events, we fhall 
{tate a few primary obfervations on the ftate of the weather 
and the antecedent difeafes. 

Our climate is fuppofed, within the few laft years, to have 
undergone very conliderable changes : the winters are expe- 
rienced to be lefs cold, and the fummers lefs warm than they 
were 40 0r fo years ago. It is alfo faid, that the climate has 
become more favourable to the generation of epidemic dif- 
eafes, particularly fevers of the bilious type; and that the 
Jate recurrence of the Yellow Fever, is, in part, to be aferi- 
bed to thiscaufe. ‘lhe Academy of Medicine, in their ob- 
fervations, laft year, upon the origin of this peftilence, ad- 
drefied to the Governor of Pennfylvania, mention, that & at 
prefent a conftitution of the atmofphere prevails in the Uni- 
fed States, which difpofes to fevers of a highly inflammatory 
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character, and that it began in the year 1793.”* The want 
of meteorological obfervations during former years, renders 
it difficult to decide upon the firft opinion ; but, there is rea- 
fon to believe, that the changes obferved in the temperature 
of the atmofphere are not fo confiderable as is imagined : 
The cutting down of woods and the partial cultivation of the 
foil may have fomewhat contributed more to equalize it.— 
But we do not difcover that the change produced, even in 
confequence of cultivation, is in any reipect equal to what 
has been produced from the fame caufe in other countries. 
Hiftory informs us “ that when Germany and Scythia aboun- 
ded in forefts, the Romans often tranfported their armies 
acrofs the frozen Danube ; but, fince the cultivation of thefe 
regions, the Danube rarely freezes.” Nor have we reafon to 
believe that the climate is, in any degree, more favora- 
ble to the generation of bilious or epidemic difeafes ; 
for, if it is gradually becoming more temperate and equal, 
and a great proportion of the ftagnant marthes in the neigh- 
bourhood of the cities are drained and cultivated, the caufe, 
which produced thefe difeafes are, of courfe, every day de- 
creafing, and the climate becoming morc healthy than in 
former years. 

There are but few climatcs more changeable or irregular 
than that of Pennfylvania; fearcely two fucceflive years, or 
even days, are alike. 

The heat in fummer and the cold in winter are intenfe. 
The mercury, in Fahrenheit’s thermometer, hasbeen known 
to rife to g6° in fummer, and to fall 5° below o in winter. 
There is not, however, more than one month in fummer or 
winter in which the mercury rifes above 80° in the one, or 
falls below 30° in the other. The barometer is but little af- 
fected by the changes of the atmofphere in this climate ; its 
medium height is 30 inches. ‘The warmeft weather is gene- 
rally about the end of July and beginning of Auguft; altho’ 
intenfely warm days are frequently felt in May, June and 
September. « The warmeft part of the day in fummer is 
at two, in ordinary, and at three o’clock in the afternoon in 
extremely warm weather. From thefe hours, the heat gr2- 
dually diminifhes till the enfuing morning. The cooleft 
part of the four-and-twenty hours is at the break of day. Af- 
ter the warmeft days, the evenings are generally agreeable, 
and often delightful. ‘The higher the mercury rifes in the

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day time, the lower it falls the fucceeding night. The mer- 
cury at 80° generally falls to 68° while it defcends, when at 
60° only to 56°. This difproportion between the tempera- 
ture of the day and night in fummer, is always greatett in 
the month of Auguft. The dews at this time are heavy in 
proportion to the coolnefs of the evening ; they are fometimes 
fo confiderable as to wet the clothes.” It is feldom that two 
or three fucceflive warm days occur without being fucceeded 
with fhowers of rain, accompanied fometimes by thunder 
and lightning, and afterwards by a North-Weft wind, which 
produces a coolnefs in the air, that is highly invigorating 
and agreeable. The tranfitions from heat to cold are often 
fudden and confiderable. After a day in which the mercury 
has ftood at 86° and even go°, it fometimes falls in the 
courfe of a fingle night to the 65th, and’ even the 6oth de- 
gree. The froft generally begins to fhow itfelf about the 
end of October or beginning of November ; but the intenfe 
cold feldom fets in fill about the middle of December, and 
the coldeft weather is commonly in January. The mean 
temperature of the air in Philadelphia during the whole year 
is 521°, which is the temperature of the deepeft wells, and 
of common {pring water. The wind in winter generally 
blows from the N. W. in fair, and from the N. E. in wet 
weather. ‘The N. W. winds are uncommonly cold and 
dry. S. W. and W.N.W. winds generally prevail during 
the dry warm weather in fummer, while the wind from N. 
E. is frequently accompanied by rain. ‘Thunder and light- 
ning are lefs frequent than in former years. 

Lo the preceding obfervations, we may add that May and 
June are ufually the healthieft months in the year. The 
exceflive heat in fummer has frequently been known to 
prove fatal to perfons who are much expofed to it. Its mors 
bid effects difcover themfelves by a difhiculty in breathing, a 
general languor, and, in fome initances, by a numbnefs and 
an immobility of the extremities. The exceflive cold likes 
wife proves fatal to many, particularly old perfons. The 
night air is always unwholefome in the fummer and fall 
months, particularly during the {late of leep. The frequent 
and fudden changes of the air from heat to cold, renders it 
unfafe at any time to fleep with open windows. 

Notwith{tanding what has been faid of the variable na- 
ture of the climate of Pennfylvania, it does not neceflarily 
refult that it is unhealthy; perhaps no climate is unhealthy 
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where the inhabitants acquire, from experience, the arts of 
accommodating themfelves to it. 

We are indebted to Dr. Ruth’s ingenious and elaborate 
eflay, upon the climate of Pennfylvania, for many of the 
above general remarks. In addition to which, we are indu- 
ced to make a few obfervations upon the ftate of the wea- 
ther previous to the laft appearance of the yellow fever; 
for, an opinion prevails with many, that it and other petti- 
lential difeafes in general, are connected with a particular 
ftate of atmofphere, and may be prognofticated prior to 
their appearance. A fimilarity obferved to exift between 
the conititution of man and many of the domeftic ani- 
mals, has alfo led fome to fuppofe that certain peftilential 
fluids, ating upon the fyftem, produce particular and near- 
ly fimilar effects upon both. They likewife trace a fimila- 
rity between animal life and vegetation, from having obfer- 
ved, that the feafons in which mortal ficknefs has prevailed 
among men and animals, has alfo proved unfavourable to ve- 
getables. 

Spring fet in this year with nr promifing appearances 5 
the ice broke up early, and itbeing followed by plentiful rains, 
foon diffolved. Vegetation commenced : but this premature 
afpec&t was not of long duration. It was fucczeded by cold 
weather, North-Weft winds, frequent fhowers of hail and 
flight frofts in the night, which were diffolved by the heat 
of the fun on the fucceeding day. During the whole fpring, 
the fudden changes of the weather, from heat to cold, were 
more frequent and extreme than have been known for many 
years paft. Even after the feafon was fo far advanced that the 
fruit-trees had put forth their blofloms, there was a {mart 
thower of hail. A few days preceding it, the weather 
was warm and fultry, inafmuch, that many perfons put off 
their winter cloathing, and afterwards caught cold by the 
fudden change of weather. ‘The flower buds, bloffoms, and 
young fruit, in many places, received confiderable injury — 
During the months of May and June, white froft, more than 
once, occurred ; and, in the neighbourhood of Philadelphia, 
in the afternoon of the 14th July, there was a fhower of 
hail, and upon the morning of the rgth, there was a flight 
froit. 

The weather, during the months of July and Auguft, me- 
rits particular attention ; for, if a {tate of atmofphere favou- 
rable to the generation of the Yellow Fever ever prevails, it 
muft be during thofe months; as the firft cafes occurred in 
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July ; and, towards the end of Auguft; it was general over the 
whoie city. In the years 1793 and 1797, as well as this 
year, the fever made its appearance nearly cbout the 
{ame period, viz. the end of July and beginning of Auguft, 
although, by comparing the meteorological regifters for each 
of thofe years, we do not find that the weather during this 
period has been in any two years alike.* The month of July, 
this year, commenced with remarkable hot weather. The 
middle of the month was cold, and the weather in the end, 
like the beginning, was warm. On the 2d, 3d, 27th, 28th 
and 29th days, Fahrenheit’s thermometer, in the fhade, ftood 
from 88 to 92} degrees, and in many places it ftood at 95° 
and even at 96°. A number of other phenomena have oc- 
curred this year, which attracted the attention of the curi- 
ous obferver; and, as thefe appearances are fuppofed, by 
many, to be connected with that ftate of weather, whic 
they fuppofe produces the difeafe, it may be proper to 
notice them. ‘Thunder and lightning appeared earlier this 
year, and lefs frequent than ufual. The middle of fpring 
and of fummer was temarkably dry: the grafs meadows 
roduced but a fcanty crop of hay, and, towards the end of 
ummer, whole fields of grafs were, in many places, entirely 
withered up. Many tribes of infects were uncommonly nu- 
merous; as mufquitoes, ants, crickets, cockroaches, &c. The 
grasfhoppers were fcarcely ever known to appear in fuch 
vaft quantities. In the neighbourhood of Philadelphia, they 
ate up all the grafs, even to the roots, fcarcely any kind of 
herbage efcaped them; whole fields of cabbage and potatoes 
were almoft entirely devoured. ‘They were fucceeded by 
myriads of black crickets; the different fpecies of caterpil- 
lars were alfo uncommonly numerous this feafon ; the trees, 
in many places, loft their foliage by them ; but in September 
they put forth a fecond cropof leaves. Inftances have like- 
wife occurred of fruit-trees blofioming a fecond time, and 
producing fruit late in the fall. The different clafles of mufh- 
rooms were found in great abundance during their fea- 
fon. Purflane, during the dry hot weather, continued to 
grow without putting forth leaves, while the jamifon weed 
flourifhed luxuriantly. The crop of apples was greatly in- 
jured by worms; this was fo general all over the country that 
the cyder this year is tainted with their acrid tafte. Thefe, 
and other fimilar phenomena, have occurred in former years

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when this diforder was unknown, without attraéting any 
particular notice; but, fince the appearance of it in the 
United States, every uncommon occurrence in nature has 
been obferved with an anxious wifh to difcover in it a con- 
nection with the caufe of this fatal evil. 

A fhort time previous to the appearance of the fever, a 
remarkable difeafe occurred among the cats and rats in Phi- 
ladelphia, which carried off hace heals of them. After 
the commencement of the ficknefs, the dogs alfo were affec- 
ted. The difeafe which raged among the cats was fimilar to 
that which attacked thefe animals previous to the appearance 
of the yellow fever in Philadelphia laft year, and in New- 
York in 1796. Little attention has been paid to afcertain the 
precife fymptoms of this difeafe, fo far as we know. In ge- 
neral, the animal was without appetite, but thirfty ; and, at 
firft, much inclined to fleep ; of a dull, melancholy turn, and 
foon began to look weak and thin, Many died in a numb 
and torpid ftate, while others, in the laft ftage of the difeafe, 
were feized with a delirium, puking, and an uncommon flow 
of frothy faliva from the mouth. A moaning or groaning 
noife was alfo very common——Thefe are the general 
fymptoms, fo far as we have obferved them. In former 
periods, very little attention was paid to the ftudy of the dif 
cafes incident to the brute creation. But, of late years, and 
particularly fince the repeated appearance of the yellow fe- 
ver in different parts of the United States, it has produced 
more obfervation ; and, it is to be hoped, that a further and 
more mitiutc examination of the nature of the epidemic dif- 
eafes of the brute animals, will add much new and ufeful in- 
formation to the healing art, particularly fo far as it relates 
to epidemic difeafes among mankind. 

As diftempers among domeftic animals have more than 
onec been obferved to precede the yellow fever among the 
human fpecies, and, by many, are now looked upon as 
theit fure harbinger, it is made ufe of as an argument to 
corroborate the idea of domettic origin, and to ftrengthen the 
theory of the prevalence of certain pettilential fluids. 

In order, therefore, to prevent the adoption of any wrong 
or hafty conclufions upon this interefting fubjeét, in the pre- 
{ent imperfect [tate of our knowledge of its caufe, or cir- 
cumftances attending thele difeafes, we fhall ftate what in- 
ormation we have been able to collect, in hopes, that it may 
be of ufe in fome future period, to direét us to more jult 
and certain conclufons. 
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During the months of March and April 1797, 2 remarka- 
ble difeafe occurred among the cats in London, and extended 
over feveral other parts of England. In three parifhes in 
London, upwards of 5,000 cats were computed to have 
been deftroyed by it within a fortnight. The common pe- 
riod of the diforder is faid to have been fix or feven days.— 
The following is extracted from the “ Account of the difea- 
fes in London, for the months of March and April, 1797,” 
publifhed in the Monthly Magazine, on this fubject : 

«« After the abatement of the epidemic catarrh, a violent 
difeafe fell among the cats, by which many hundreds of thofe 
domeftic animals perifhed : the particular fymptoms of their 
malady, I had not fufficient opportunity of afcertaining : but, 
from difletions, it appears, that the bowels had been drawn 
together bya violent cramp or fpafmodic conftriction, in- 
volving likewife the omentum, and preventing any paflage. 
In fome, the inteftines were partially red, or blackifh; but, 
in the greater number of inftances, the contraction and extra- 
ordinary twifting of the bowels, had taken place, without 
any marks of inflammation.” 

This is probably the fame difeafe which has appeared 
among the cats, in various parts of the United States. It 
made its appearance in Philadelphia in the latter end of May 
or beginning of June, 1797, when it was computed to have 
deftroyed four or five thoufand cats. In New-York it was 
firft obferved in Auguft, 1797- During its continuance 
there, a number of the cats, as was faid, left the city, and took 
refuge in the neighbouring country houfes. ‘The number that 
died, was fuppofed to be three or four thoufand. In two 
inftances, it was obferved that lap-dogs, which were wont to 
play with the cats in the houfes to which they belonged, were 
affected with a fimilar complaint. <A diftemper appeared 
among the cats in Hartford (Conneticut) about the end 
of July or beginning of Auguft, 1797, where it carried off 
the greater part of thefe animals. It appeared in Portt- 
mouth (N. H.) about the fame period ; at Bofton in Septem- 
ber; at Albany in Oétober, and at Poughkeepfie, fate of 
New-York, towards the end of November. The fame year 
it was alfo obferved in many of the other towns in the Unis 
ted States. We do not know of any inflance of its beiny 
obferved in any of the country places; but it was chiefly 
confined to the large cities. From a Bourdeaux newlpapec 
of Otober, 1797, it appears that France has been vilted by 
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ficers had opened the body of a cat to difcover the caufe, and 
found in it a knot of worms. The name of the place is not 
mentioned, nor is there any other important information ad 
ded to the account. | 

Many other animals, befides the cats, have of late been 
fubje& to the influence of fimilar epidemics: Hydrophobia, 
or canine madnefs, has prevailed in many parts of the coun- 
ty, particularly in the ftates of New-England. It prevail- 
ed in the town of Hartford, Connedéticut, in Otober, 1797, 
to fuch an alarming degree, that the magifirates of the town 
were induced to exert the authority vefted in them by a law 
of the ftate, for the confinement of all the dogs. Several 
other places were vifited about the fame period with this 
dreadful difeafe. In Rhode-Ifland, feveral perfons and cat- 
tle were bitten by mad dogs and died: The fame cireum- 
ftance took place in Berkfhire, Maffachufetts, and in many 
of the towns in the {tate of Connecticut. The Rabies, ano- 
ther dreadful diftemper, prevailed among the dogs, in the 
fame diftris and about the fame period. It firft appeared 
in the town of Berlin, about 12 miles from Hartford, (Con. } 
in the beginning of March, 1797. Shortly after, the fame 
difeafe appeared at Hartford, New-Haven, Salem, Spring- 
field; and, in many neighbouring parts in the ftate of Mat- 
fachufetts, where it proved fatal to fome children, who were 
bitten by infected dogs. Numbers of cattle alfo died from 
the fame caufe. A peculiar diftemper prevailed among the 
dogs in Philadelphia, this fummer, at the beginning of the 
ficknefs ; perhaps it was produced from a want of fuftenance 
among thofe who were left by their owners in the city. It 
is not in our power to ftate the precile fymptoms, nor even 
the period of the difeafe. In the generality of cafes, the ani- 
mal appeared penfive and dejected ; did not refufe food ; but 
made no exertions to procure it; gradually became lean, and, 
in the laft ftage, would run to diftant places, as if feized 
with canine madnefs; but, fortunately, when in this ftate, they 
never attempted to bite any perfon or to do harm; nor 
would they even enter the houfe; but, when exhautfted, 
laid down in the fields and died. ‘At a farm houfe, abeut fix 
miles from Philadelphia, we are informed, that three or 
four dogs came fick from the city, in one day, and expired 
in the farm yard. 

A very violent peftilential diforder prevailed among the 
cattle in many parts of Germany in the year 1796. Profef- 
for Reich, of the univerfity of Erlangen, has wrote a {mal} 
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traQ upon the fubject ; and, we underftand, he accounts for 
it upon the doctrine of peftilential fluids, as laid down by 
Dr. Mitchell, of New-York. A difeafe of a very fingular 
nature has prevailed among the cattle in many parts of the 
ftate of Conneticut, for ten or twelve years paft ; an account 
of which is inferted in the Medical Repofitory, publifhed at 
New-York, vol. 1, page 335. 

In fome parts of Maflachufetts and New-Hamphhire, the 
foxes, during the winter of 1797-8, have been affected with 
a diforder which rendered them an eafy prey to the hunters, 
Of the particular fymptoms, we have not been able to obtain 
any correct accounts. Weare alfo informed, that geefe, in 
fome of the eaftern ftates, have been affected in a fingular 
manner. Many have been known to feize fome living ob- 
jects with their bills, and adhere to them till they died. 

Nor are the land animals, alone, the objects of thefe dif- 
eafes. In the beginning of Auguft 1797, a great mortality 
prevailed among the fith in James river, Virginia; the dead 
fith were feen eating down the river in aftonifhing quan- 
tities. In the fummerof 1795, 2 fimilar mortality occurred 
among the fifh in Saratoga lake ; and, fome years ago, 3 
difeafe is faid to have deftroyed gfeat numbers of fifth ina 
pond near the town of Brookfield, in the ftate of Maflachu- 
fetts. 

What references are to be deduced from thefe circumftan- 
ces, we leave for the medical Philofopher te determine. But 
it does not appear very probable, that they are in any meafure 
connected with the caufe which produced the yellow fever 
among the human fpecies ; as they do not always appear in 
thofe feafons or places when and where that prevails, but 
generally in the moft remote parts of the country, which is 
iree from this human fcourge. 

We thall clofe this part of our fubje&t with an account of 
the difeafes which prevailed in Philadelphia previous to its 
general calamity, as appeared in the Philadelphia Monthly 
Magazine for July, 1798. 

«¢ July commenced with uncommonly hot weather; the 
city being pretty free from ficknefs. The cholera infantum 
prevailed and carried off many children. On the 8th of the 
month, much rain fell, and the air became fuddenly moift 
and cool. Many cafes of cholera and feveral of dyfencery 
occurred immediately afterwards. The fubduction of heat 
from the fkin, the torpor of its vefiels, and the accumulation 
ef blood in the internal parts, in confequence of the appli- 
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cation of cold to the body, might have been circumftances 
favourable to the production of thefe difeafes. 

«¢ A number of days, about the middle of the month, were 
extremely cool ; efpecially in the morning and evening : fome 
of them very much refembled autumnal weather. To- 
wards the clofe of the month, fome cafes of bilious fever, of 
a malignant nature, appeared ; the weather was fhowery and 
became warmer. 

«¢ In treating the cholera infantum, bleeding, calomel, and 
blifters, were ufed with advantage. Sometimes any one of 
thefe remedies would cure the difeafe. At othertimes, the 
whole of them would prove ineffectual, when it was very 
violent, or when medical affiftance was delayed. ‘The cold 
bath cured fome flight cafes, and was employed with advan- 
tage in the scilbvaieleret ftate of this difeafe. 

“In the dyfentery which occurred, the ufual remedies were 
fuccefsful; fuch as falts, caftor-oil, laudanum, &c. The 
Jaudanum, combined with antimonia! wine, and given in the 
firft and latter part of the night, proved moft ferviceable. 
In a violent cafe of the complaint, bleeding, blifters and fali- 
vation were ufed with fuccefs.”

CHAPTER IU. 


Firft appearance of the Difaih— Gourd alarm—Flight of the 


inhabitants, Sc. 


E now proceed to the tafk of recording the rife, 
progrefs and attendant circumftances of the late Yellow 
Fever, the moft tremendous fcourge, perhaps, ever experi- 
enced in the United States. 

Its origin is ftill as much a fubje€t of controverfy as in 
1793. ‘Thofe who fupport the idea of its domeftic growth, 
infift much on the long duration of moift, fultry weather, 
the filth and ftagnant water collected im our ftreets, inat- 
tention of fcavengers, foul air difcharged from the holds 
of veffels, with their cargoes, ballaft, &c. The difciples 
of this fyftem are, the Academy of Medicine and their ad- 
herents. The arguments brought forward in fupport of 
the above doctrine, are ftrongly oppofed by the College of 
Phyficiens, and their adherents. They infift that it has been, 
mott unequivocally, imported ; that the weather has not been 
more fultry this feafon than in many other years, in which not 
even a fporadic cafe of the diforder was met with ; that the 
police of our ftreets is vaftly better than formerly, efpecially 
during the period that the Britifh troops were here, and im- 
mediately fubfequent to their abandonment of the city. With 
refpect to the conftruction of a city, very few are equal, 
hardly any fuperior, to Philadelphia; the ventilation of 
which, is completely fecured, let the wind blow in what- 
ever direction it may, by its ‘ftreets i: nterfeCting each other 
at right angles. 

Independent of thefe general arguments, it is contended, 
that the difeafe can be as fatisfack aeey traced to the veilzl 
or veflels that introduced it, as the nature of the cafe will -, 
admit. For, it has been obferved, that it is one of thofe 
cafes, which wil! hardly admit of pofitive Of ju licial proof. 

ae examination of the ni iture and erigin of the dileale, 


e fhall treat, at large, in another part of this work; and, at 
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prefent, confine our inquiry only to the narration of thofe 
circumftances which occurred, and excited general alarm 
inthe city during the period of its prevalence; but, it is 
neceflary to remark, that a difference of opinion aifo exifts 
refpe€ting the nature of the yellow fever: Thofe in fa- 
vour of its importation, affert that it is a diftinct and fpe- 
cific difeafe, of itfelf, and highly contagious. Thofe in favor 
of its domeftic origin, afirm, that itis only a higher grade of 
the common bilious fever of this country, and that it is fel- 
dom or never contagious. 

Some cafes of highly bilious fever occurred fo early as the 
month of June; and, perhaps, fome even of yellow fever 
may have occurred during the months of June and July. 
The Academy of Medicine, in a letter to the Governor of 
Pennfylvania, dated December 3, 1798, mention eight ca- 
fes of the fever, which occurred between June 2d and July 
12th ; but, it does not appear, that the difeafe was commu- 
nicated by infection from yi | of the cafes they mention ; nor 
was any alarm excited till after that period. 

- Many of the inhabitants fufpected, that, in certain places, 
the poifon might remain during the winter, in the houfes, 
beds and apparel of thofe who died with, or who had, the 
fever the preceding year, and that the heat of the fun might 
again bring it into action this fummer, perhaps from a fuf- 
picion, founded upon a reference to the tranfient recurrence 
of a few cafes of the yellow fever, in the fall which fuccee- 
ded 1793. Upon which account, it was natural to expedt, that 
the inhabitants would be upon their guard, and ufe every 
means in their power to prevent the return of fo dreadful a 
calamity ; and, ifit fhould be found impoflible to prevent it, 
that they would, upon its firft appearance, found the alarm. 

Thelegiflature of Pennfylvania, having found, by experience, 
that the exifting “ laws, for preventing the importation of 
infectious or contagious difeafes into the port of Philadel- 
phia, and the Health-Office fyftem thereby eftablifhed, were 
defective and inadequate,” in April, 1798, pafled « an AG 
to alter and amend the fame, and toextend the powers of 
the Board of Health.” Agreeable to the tenor of this law, a 
Board of Health was inftituted. ‘They entered upon the 
important and arduous duties of their office in the be- 
ginning of May laft; and, although they were convin- 
ced that the new one was ftill defective, and inade- 
quate to the purpofes contemplated by its framers, they 
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were iletermined to make up for its deficiency, if poflible, by 
their own vigilance. 

On the rift of May, the following extra& from An aé to 
alter and amend the health Jaws of Pennfylvania, pafied the 
ath of April, was publifhed by order of the Board of Health, 
viz. « Sec. 8. And be it farther enacted by the authority 
aforefaid, that every houfe-keeper within the city of Phila- 
delphia, the townfhips of the Northern Liberties and Mova- 
menfing, and diftri€t of Southwark, within one mile of the 
limits of the city, taking in boarders, arriving by fea or by 
land, from any foreign port or place, and having any board- 
er in his or her family, who fhall be taken fick of any difeafe 
whatfoever, between the firft day of May and the firft day of 
November, in any year, within twenty days next after fuch 
boarder fhall come to lodge in his or her houfe, fhall, within 
twenty-four hours next after the knowledge of fuch ficknefs, 
make report at the Health-O‘fice of the name of fuch fick 
perfon, the time of his or her arrival at the houfe, and of 
his or her being taken fick, and of the name and place of 
abode of fuch houfekeeper; whereupon the Phyfician of the 
Health-Office thall forthwith vifit the patient, and report to 
the Office his opinion of the nature of fuch difeafe, that mea- 
fures may be taken to prevent the fpreading of infe€tion ; 
and if any houfe-keeper fhall neglect to give information in 
the manner and within the time aforefaid, and fhall be there- 
of convicted, in any court of criminal jurifdi€tion within 
this commonwealth, upon indiétment or confeilion, he or 
fhe fhali forfeit and pay a fine to the ufe of the faid hofpital, 
not lefs than twenty dollars, nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars, to be impofed at the difcretion of the court, according 
to the circumttances of greater or lefs aggravation attending 
¢ach particular cafe.” ; 

The 5th fe&tion of the fame law enacted, * That all 
veffels arriving at the port of Philadelphia, during the 
months of May, June, July, Auguft, September, October 
and November, from any port in the Mediterranean, or wa- 
ters connected therewith to the eaftward of the Straits of 
Gibraltar, or from the coaft of Africa without the Straits, 
other than the Cape of Good Hope, and from the main land 
of North or South-America, or the Weft-India Ilands, be- 
tween the latitude of the river St. Mary in Georgia, and the 
beginning of the latitude of thirty degrees fouth of the equa- 
tor, fhall be fubjected to ride quarantine before the Marine 
Hofpital on State-Ifland (about five miles below the city) 
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for aterm not exceeding ten, nor more than twenty days.” 
In confequence of which, it was the uniform praCtice of the 
Board of Managers to fubject all unfufpected veflels to a qua 
rantine of ten days only. 

Ata mecting of the Board, on the 28th of the fame 
month, it was reprefented that the health Jaws had been 
frequently violated and evaded, by perfons landing from 
veflels under quarantine, and that the refident phyfictan and 
other officers of the inftitution, had been obftructed and 
grofsly infulted in the legal exercife of their duties, m open 
and avowed contempt of the laws, and to the great danger 
of the health of the city. The board, therefore, “ refolved, 
«: That the refident phyfician, or health-officer of the marine 
hofpital, inform all perfons under quarantine, that the ad 
Section of the aét to alter and amend the health laws, paf- 
fed April 4th, 1798, will be ftri€tly enforced, and that no 
perfon under quarautine be permitted to land, rad in 
cafe of imminent diftrefs, or abfolute neceflity, agreeably to 
the faid Se€tion.” This refolution, together with the fec- 
tion alluded to, was publifhed for the benefit of all concer- 
ned. ‘The following is a copy, viz. 

*¢ Sec. 2. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
faid, That every fhip or vefle}, coming from any foreign port 
or place, bound to the port of Philadelphia, between the laft 
day of April and the firft day of December, in every year, 
ihall come to ancher in the river Delaware, as near to the 
Marine Hofpital as her draft of water and the ftate of the 
tide and weather will reafonably admit, before any part of 
the cargo or baggage be landed, or any perfon who came in 
fuch fhip or vefiel, fhall leave her; and fhall fubmit to the 
examinations, and obtain the certificate hereafter [pecified : 
And if any mafler, commander, or pilot, fhail leave his fta- 
tion before the faid hofpital, or ifany mafter or commander 
fhall permit or fuffer any part of the cargo or baggage, or any 
perfon or perfons arriving in fuch fhip or veflel, from any 
port beyond the limits of the United States, to be landed on 
either fhore of Delaware Bay or river, before fuch examina- 
tion be duly had, and certificate obtained, the perfon or per- 
fons fo permitting, and the perfon or perfons fo landing, ex- 
cept in cafe of imminent diftrefs, or abfolute neceflity, be- 
ing thereof convicted upon indiétment, under this dt, by 
verdict, confcflion, or ftanding mute, in any court having 
criminal jurifdiQtion within this commonwealth, fhall be fen- 
tenced to, and fuffer confinement in the gaol of the county 
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of Philadelphia, for any {pace not lefs than one, nor more 
than three years.” 

The board, likewife, dire€ted the Health-Officer refiding 
at the Marine Hofpital, to vifit every veflel, riding quaran- 
tine, at leaft once every twenty-four hours, at irregular times, 
to call the roll of the crew and paffengers, and to fatisfy him- 
felf that they were all on board ; and, if any others fhould be 
found on board, to fubje&t them to remain until the termi- 
natjon of the period of the veflel’s quarantine. But, not- 
withftanding thefe precautions, on the 12th of June, the 
Board received information that two perfons had been on 


‘board one of the veffel’s then under quarantine ; which per- 


fons were accordingly profecuted. The law was alfo evaded 
by a mode {till more dangerous to the health of the city and 
its neighbourhood: both perfons and gouds were landed in 
the ftate of Delaware, previous to the veflel’s reaching State- 
Ifland; which perfons, together with their goods, proceeded 
to the city. Information of this nature was communicated 
to the Board on the 16th of July; and, on the fame day, re- 
prefentations of another nature, drew, from the Health-Of- 
fice, the following advertifement : “Whereas, reprefentations 
have been made to the Managers of the Marine and City- 
Hofpitals, that frequent communication is had between ci- 
tizens of Philadelphia and elfewhere, and perfons on board 
of veffels under quarantine, by means of boats going along 
fide, to the great danger of the health of the city: There- 
fore, refolved, that every veffel with which fuch communica- 
tion has been permitted, fhall perform an additional quaran- 
tine of five days.” 

There is great reafon for fuppofing that communica- 
tions between the city and the veffels under quarantine were 
carried on to a very great extent. It is faid, that perfons from 
thefe veflels frequently came to the city in the night, and 
returned again next morning. We are more particular 
in mentioning thefe circumftances; for, it is poflible that 
fome of the earlier cafes of the fever were thus introduced. 

About the end of June, a very great infiux of foreigners 
from the Weft-Indies took place, which created the alarm of 
government, from a reprefentation, that their views were hol- 
tile to the peace of our country ; but this proved to be pre- 
mature. It was caufed by the evacuation of Port-au-Prince 
by the Britith troops. Light veffels arrived at the port of 
Philadelphia on the sth of July, from the ports of Cape- 
Nichola-Mole, Jeremie and Port-au-Prince, bringing two 
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hundred and twenty-feren paflengers, and one hundred 
and fixteen feamen. The fudden death of the Marquis de 
Rouvray, fhortly after his arrival in one of thefe veflels, gave 
ground for fufpicion, that the feeds of the difeafe might have 
been thus early imported. 

The period of quarantine, prefcribed by law, was general- 
ly fuppofed to be infuficient. The Board of Health, in or- 
der to obviate bad confequences from this defect, on the 2d 
July, procured fix of W/ ynkoop’s ventilators; the ufe of which 
had been ftrenuoufly recommended, in 1797, to the gover- 
nor and legiflature of Pennfylvania, by the Academy of Me- 
dicine, as being admirably adapted for expelling the foul air 
from the holds of veflels, and preferving the cargo and tim- 
bers from putrefa€tion. Thefe ventilators, the Board direc- 
ted the refident phyfician to ufe in all veffels that he fulpec- 
ted might require them. 

While the Board of Health were thus employing every 
means, which they could cevife, to prevent a return of the 
fever by importation, the ielect and common councils, and 
many other citizens, were equally vigilant, both by private 

example and public authority, to guard againft its domef- 
tic generation. The ftreets and alleys were kept clean; the 
police-officers were enjoined to be vigilant in their duty, and 
the inhabitants cheerfully gave them aid. The following 
paragraphs, from the new{papers, will convey a more perfect 
idea how far thefe precautions were refpected, viz. 


From the Philadelphia Gazette. 

‘¢ The prefent very warm weather, naturally reminds many 
citizens of the watering carts, which are depofited in the 
jarge wocden-building at the corner of Walnut and Sixth- 
{ireets. 

*« ‘There can be no feafon of the year in which they might 
be ufed to greater advantage ; and it is the earneft wiih, I be- 
lieve, of all Philadelphia, that they were immediately ap- 

plicd to the purpofes for which they were made. As to dif- 
ficulties, expenie, &c. furely thefe are no objects in a city, 
which has too often experienced the fatal effeéts of dry, hea- 
ted air. 

“ As the great danger i is from a colleétion of dirt, and con- 
sequent putrefaction in our gutters, I would further propofe, 
that the perfons appointed to clean the ftreets, initead of 
{weeping off the loofe, dry dirt, which had much better be 
left where it is, fhould be employed in pumping the water 
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into the gutters, and giving them, at leaft, a daily cleanfing. 
Befides the public pumps, there are a great number of pri- 
vate ones, whofe owners would be glad to have them ufed 
in this manner, not only for the general good, but for their 
own fakes; as it is well known nothing contributes more to 
mending the water, than frequent pumping. 


“ July 2. A CITIZEN.” 
Advice to the inhabitants of Philadelphia and other cities in the 
United States. 

«¢ The fummer feafon is the feafon of fevers, and of thofe 
inflammatory difeafes which attack man. It is principally 
large cities that are fubject to thefe misfortunes. 

«The effervefcence of the bile is one of the moft com- 
mon caufes of thofe difeafes in the warm weather. I think 
it will be rendering humanity fervice to point out fome means 
of prefervation againft the deitroying pettilence. 

«© One of the general caufes of epidemical difeafes, is the 
noxious quality of air, which becomes vitiated by a variety 
of circumftances to which the magiltrates fhould ‘pay the 
clofeft attention : 
| «<1. The ftreets often ftrewed, for days together, with the 
putrefying carcafes of dead animals, fhould be cleanfed.— 
| Thefe ftreets fhould be daily watered, and the gutters {wept. 
) “6 2, A watchful fuperintendance fhould take place over 
feveral kinds of manufacturies, particularly breweries, fugar- 
houfes, and others liable to have heaps of fermenting mate- 
rials. 

«© 3. A fevere penalty fhould be inflicted on keeping pu- 
trid fubftances in the city. 

“T will mention an inttance: A few days ago, feveral bar- 
rels of putrid beef were buried a very few inches under 
ground, and on the outikirts of the city. Putrid fub{tances 
fhould be thrown into the river, at a confiderable diitance 
below the city. 

“It would alfo be very advifeable to bury the dead, at 
leaft during the hot weather, at a diftance from the city, and 
\ a confiderable depth. 

“‘ A ftop put to the abufes I have been {peaking of, would 
certainly contribute to the prefervation of the cities of the 
United States from that dreadful difeafe, known by the name 
of the yellow fever. 

* As a prefervation for individuals, I would recommend 
the ule of acids and vomits to thofe who have the flomach 
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loaded with bile. The difufe of animal food, and of fpiri- 
tuous liquors, a vegetable and plain diet; in a word, what- 
ever can cool down the heat of the blood and the effervef- 
cence of the bile, are recommended. 

« July ¢. AN EUROPEAN.” 


In the Seleé and Corrmon Councils, July 19, 1798 : 

« Refolved, That the city commiflioners be enjoined 
and required forthwith to employ a fufficient number 
of fuitable perfons, and to caufe them, at leaft three 
times in every week, during the prefent and the two fuc- 
ceeding months, to cleanfe and wath the gutters of the 
ftreets, lanes and alleys, within the paved parts of the 
city ; and that they be flri@tly enjoined toa moft vigilant and 
fcrupulous attention in keeping the ftreets, lanes, alleys and 
gutters of the city conftantly free and clear of all noxious 
snatter and filth of every kind.” 

From Porcupine’s Gazette. 

* It gave me pleafure in obfetving in this morning’s paper 
that the Select and Common Councils had enjoined and re- 
quired the city commiflioners to have the ftreets, lanes, al- 
leys and gutters kept free and clear of all noxious matter and 
filth ; but f am forry they did not fee the neceflity of paying 
fome attention to the different docks, and having them clea- 
ned and kept fo ; as I am of opinion there is as much danger 
to be apprehended to the health of the city from the putrid 
filth and noxious matter that lays, for feveral hours in the 
day, expofed to the fun, in many of the docks, and ony 
larly at Market-ftreet, as from any other fource. If the com- 
miffioners were to give themfelvcs the trouble of examining 
the docks at low water, I am perfuaded they would fee the 
neceflicy of having them cleared, without a requeft from the 
councils to do what is their duty, as I am informed the power 
already lays with them.” 


“ Auguit 1ft, 1798. A CITIZEN.” 

In confequence of the extraordinary vigilance of the city 
commiffioners, in junction with the inhabitants, the ftreets, 
lanes and alleys, within the city, were never known, in any 
former period, to be kept cleaner, or in better order. The 
board of health, the refident and confulting phyficians of the 
port, and the other phyficians of the city, were equally watch- 
ful and vigilant in their departments. 
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On the 2d July, Drs. Wiftar and Duffield communicated 
to the board of Health, the death of Mr. Mark Miller (one of 
the eight cafes re ig sar ges with the yellow fever, 
at the howfe of Mr. Mark Reeve, merchant, Callowhill- 
itreet, between Front and Second-itreets; whereupon, the 
board ordered the houfe in which he died to be clean- 
fed and white-wafhed ; his bedding and apparel to be 
taken to the city-hofpital, and buried, for purification 3 
and that Mr. Reeve’s family, and thofe who attended 
Mr. Miller, be recommended to remove from the city. 
All this was pundtually complied with, and no perfon 
was afterwards known to have taken the fever from Mr. 
Miller. There was not a doubt, among the phyficians, 
refpecting the nature of the difeafe of which Mr. Miller 
died. Drs. Hodge and Wiftar, who attended him, de- 
clared it to have been a true cafe of yellow fever: the 
black vomit, one of its moft fure and violent characterif- 
tics, appeared previous to death. This being one of the 
earlicft cafes which created alarm, or apprehenfion in the 
city, this fummer, we fhall be particular to afcertain the 
precife circumftances of the cafe. Dr. Currie, in his 4Ze- 
moirs of the Yellow Fever of 1798, ftates the particulars 
thus: “ June 27th, cool, thermometer only 76° at two P. 
M. Mark Miller died to-day under the care of Drs. Wif- 
tar and Hodge, with fymptoms of the yellow fever, at Mrs. 
Reeves’s, in Callowhiil-ftreet. He had been much fatigued 
and debilitated, from loading a vefle] at Almond-ftreet wharf, 
a mile from his lodgings, in the heat of the day, to which he 
had walked daily for fometime. He had, alfo, according to 
the account of Mrs. Reeves, flept on the bed in which her 
fon had died of the fever the preceding autumn.” By com- 
paring Dr. Currie’s ftatement with our narration, it will 
appear evident, that he has been mifinformed refpeCting 
fome of the particulars of this cafe. Mr. Reeve informs us, 
that laft fall, after the fever had fo far fubfided, that the citi- 
zens were returning to the city, a boy in his employ was ta- 
ken ill with what was fuppoted to be the yellow fever. He 
had a mild attack, and recovered. During his illnefs, a thick 
bed-quilt was conftantly kept between the bed-linen and the 
bed, and that, after his recovery, the bed was, according to 
advice of the phyfician, laid in an open field amongit the 
grafs, and there fuffered to remain for a week or ten days ex- 
pofed to the cold air and white froft. The bed was afterwards 
brought home, and, from that period, was in conftant ufe in 
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the family. Mr. Miller flept upon it for many months pre- 
vious to hisdeath. On the night of June sth, Mr. Millet 
fat up to watch the corpfe of Benjamin Jones, taylor, in 
Fromberger’s court. Mr. Jones had been but fix or feven 
weeks refident in Philadelphia. About feven or eight months 
previous, he had been bit bya dog fupppofed to be mad. Hewas 
delirious and attempted to bite his attendants. Thefe cir- 
cumftances produced fufpicion that he had the hydrophobia ; 
but his phyfician, Dr. Phyfick, who opened his body after 
death, aflerted it to be the yellow fever. Mr. Miller was taken 
fick on the night of June 20, fome days previous to which, 
he had fatigued himfelf in fhipping fome goods at Almond- 
ftreet wharf, upwards of a mile from his lodgings ; to which 
he walked daily. Whether he caught the infection from 
Benjamin Jones, whofe body had been opened, or from any 
remaining contagion in the bed, or any other local caufe, it 
will be difficult to determine ; the probability is, that he had 
imbibed the infe€tion from one or the other of thefe firft- 
mentioned caufes, and that it was excited into action by over- 
fatiguing himfelf in the heat of the day. 

It is faid that two other perfons, who were taken fick af- 
ter they went to the country, fuppofe that they caught the 
infection from the above-mentioned Mr. Jones. ‘They were 
attended in the country by Dr. Ifaac Huddlefton, of Norrif- 
town. They, however, recovered. 

On the evening of the 8th July, the armed fhip Deborah, 
captain Edward Yard, arrived at the fort from Jeremie. By 
the following anfwers to the ofheial queftions, prefcribed by 
law, it appears that fhe buried eight perfons during her ftay 
there and paflage home, and that the harbour of Jeremie was 
fickly.

A. Loft 5 with the dyfentery : the firft at Jeremie and the 
laft 24th June, feamen and three paflengers.

A. Part of the wearing apparel of the above-mentioned 5 
perfons, the reft was funk at fea.

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While the fhip Deborah rode quarantine, the following 
fick perfons were landed from her at the Marine Hofpital, 
viz. 

A French black girl, admitted July 8th, died July 14. 

John Lincoln, a feaman, admitted July oth, died Aug. 2. 
Robert Stone, do. admitted July pth, difcharged July 12. 
Wm. Wallworth, do. admitted July roth, do. July 19. 
Jonathan Farnham, do. admitted July 11, do. July 20. 
Robert Price, do. admitted July 11th, do. July 12. 

On the 16th of July, the Board of Health direéted the 
refident and confulting phyficians, to examine the fhip De- 
borah, and report to them their opinion refpeéting her con- 
dition previous to the expiration of her quarantine, and to 
caufe the bedding and apparel of thofe who had died, to be 
landed at the marine hofpital for purification ; accordingly, 
on the 17th of the fame month, Dr. Samuel Dufheld, the 
confulting phyfician, and Dr. James Hall, the refident phyfi- 
cian, reported, that they had vifited and carefully examined 
the ftate of the fhip Deborah, captain Yard, from Jeremie ; 
and had found the fame remarkably clean, and the people on 
board, in perfeét health: Captain Yard informed them, that 
he loft three of his people in Hifpaniola, and two on his paf- 
iage home ; the laft on the 24th of June, befides three paf- 
fengers ; one was a lady juft from Europe: fhe died on the 
2d of July, of a fever, which terminated in conftant purging, 
but without vomiting, or any uncommon yellownefs of the 
fkin. A white child died on the 26th of June, and a Negro 
child died on the 7th of July. The latter fuppofed to be 
occafioned by a wound which it had received on the head, by 
running againft one of the pikes. ‘That the captain was of 
opinion, that all his people who died, brought on their dif- 
eafes by intemperance, and by expofing themfelves, when in 
that ftate, to the rain and night air. That he further declar- 
ed to them, that none of the people who died, either of his 
crew or the pafiengers, had any thing like black vomiting, 
extraordinary yellownefs of the fkin, or, as far as he was a- 
ble to judge, with any of the ftriking fymptoms of the yel- 
low fever ; and that their difeafes were not communicated to 
any other perfons from any of thofe that died. ‘hat upon 
confidering the report of captain Yard, and comparing it 
with the prefent very healthy appearance of the people on 
board, none of whom appeared to them to have been affect- 
ed by the difeafes of thofe who died, and the number of per- 
fons now on bgard (ninety-five) they were of opinion, that 
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the difeafes of which the before-mentioned perfons died, 
were not ef a contagious nature ; That they were more con- 
firmed in this opinion, from the ftate of the four perfons be- 
longing to that fhip, who were then in the marine hofpital, 
none of whom exhibited any fymptoms whatever of a conta- 
gious or malignant nature: That they were, alfo of opinion, 
that the fhip was now in a perfe&t and wholefome ftate ; that 
the people were free from every appearance of contagion : 
that the bedding and cloathing of all the perfons who died 
in the veflel, had either been throwa overboard, or landed 
at the hofpital. 

In confequence of this report, the Deborah was permitted 
to proceed to the city ; where fhe arrived onthe 18th of Ju- 
ly, and difcharged her cargo near Race-ftreet wharf. 

Many circumttances have occurred to excite {trong fufpi- 
cion that the contagion was imported in the fhip Deborah. 
In confequence of which, we have endeavoured, as far as is 
in our power, to acquire a juft knowledge of the moft im- 
portant facts relative thereto; and to ftate them with all 
poflible precifion, that the public may be the better enabled 
to form a correét judgment upon this important queftion. 

The Deborah failed from Philadelphia in February, 1798, 
for Cape Nichola-Mole; where fhe arrived in March; in 
April fhe failed from thence to Port-au-Prince, from Port- 
au-Prince to Jeremie, and from thence back to Philadelphia. 

Thefe places, which are in the ifland of Hifpaniola or St. 
Domingo, had long been garrifoned by Britifh troops. In 
confequence of which, they were more peculiarly adapted to 
the generation of peftilential difeafes. 

Dr. Currie was informed by Mr. Lewis, the mate, that 
previous to the Deborah’s taking in her cargo, at Jeremie, 
fhe was employed as a tranfport in the Britith fervice. That 
the yellow fever prevailed in thofe places to which the Debo- 
rah went is afcertained by captain Yard’s anfwer to the official 
queftion, No. 11. He alfo acknowledged * in converfation 
‘¢ with a gentleman fhortly after his arrival in Philadelphia, 
‘¢ that while he lay at Jeremie, a very mortal difeafe was pre- 
« valent there, which the natives called the Maladie de Siam 
(a name by which the yellow fever is known in many parts 
«© of the Weft-Indies, particularly the French Iflands) of 
«which the captain and the chief part of the crew of an 
«¢ Englifh fhip, from Liverpool, died.”*

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The prevalence of. the yellow fever in St. Domingo, at 
that period, is further confirmed by the following letter to 
Dr. Grifhitts, from Dr. Edward Stevens, who was there 
fhortly after; and who is well acquainted with the difeafe, 
Viz. 
« Sir, 

« During my refidence at Santo-Domingo and the Cape, 
I received frequent information that the yellow fever prevail- 
| ed in almoft all-the fea-port towns in the French part of Hif- 
paniola, particularly at Cape Nichola-Mole. It raged fo vio- 
lently at this latter place, and the mortality was fo great, 
that it obliged the Britifh 'to abandon the poft fooner than 
they intended. About the fame time this difeafe made its 
appearance in the harbour of St. Thomas, and was fo def- 
tructive to foreigners, that it obtained the name of the plague 
from all thofe who {poke of it. At Santo Domingo I faw 
feveral cafes of it, during the months of Auguft and Septem- 
ber. Thefe were entirely confined to American feamen, 
while the native inhabitants-of the.city were altogether ex- 
empt from it. The privateers which frequented this port 
loft alfo feveral of their crew by this fever, while they re- 

mained at anchor. 

«| mentioned to you that a fimilar difeafe had broke ou: 
on board of the fchooner Swift, at Porto-Rico. The follow- 
ing are'the facts refpeéting that weffel, viz. On the rith of 
Jaft March, the failed from the Delaware, and, after ‘touch- 
ing at ‘Tortola and St. Thomas, arrived at the city of Santo 
Domingo on the 13th of April, where fhe continued until 
the 26th of June, when, fhe went to the Cape, and returned 
again on the ft of Auguft, without touching at any other 
port. She remained at, Santo‘Domingo until the 28th of 
Qé&tober, and then failed:for Porto-Rico, where fhe arrived 
onthe 5th of November. She anchored at the entrance 

‘ of the harbour, at a confiderable diftance from any other 
veflel. A dhort time before fhe left the city-of Santo Do- 
mingo, fhe took on board, from a French privateer that had 
been diimantied, a quantity of rigging, fails, guns and am- 
munition. From the time-that dhe Jeft Philadelphia until 
her arrival at Porto-Rico, the erew were healthy, except two 
of the failors, who were affe&ted -with.venereal compiaints. 
‘Phe fecond day after the anchored.at this latter port, the mate 

and one of the failors*began to complain ; and the greateft 
of the crew, together with the captain, were fucceflive- 
ly attacked. The tworfinit died after.a hort illnefs, and one 
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of the others during her paflage to America. The captain 
efcaped, in confequence of being brought on fhore and cares 
fully attended, at the commencement of the diforder. When 
fhe arrived at Porto-Rico, and during her ftay there, both 


. the harbour and city were remarkably healthy, and her crew 


had little or no communication with either the thore or the 
fhipping. Thefe are all the facts which have come to my 
knowledge refpecting the exiftence of this difeafe in the: 
Weft-Indies, during the laft fummer and fall. 2

Depofition of Mr. Fobn Balin, carpinde of the foip Deborah s 
State of New-Jerfey, city of Burlington, 7. 


On the 27th Auguft, 1798, before Jofeph Bloomfield, 
mayor of the city of Burlington, appeared John Boden, of 
faid city, thip-carpenter and free-holder in the fame ; and 
being duly fworn, depofeth and faith, that on the 1ft Dee. 
1797, this deponent fhipped himfelf as carpenter on board 
the Deborah, Edward Yard, commander : that faid fhip fail- 
ed from Philadelphia in February laft, for Cape Nichola- 
Mole, and arrived at faid Cape about the middle of March; 
from whence the faid fhip, in April laft, went to Port-au- 
Prince; while at Port-au-Prince, Henry Philips, one of the 
failors of faid fhip, was taken very ill with what is cailed 
the yellow fever: that, during his illnefs, the faid Henry 
Philips told this deponent (and often times fince) that he had 
taken the yellow fever, in attendance upon a man of his ace 
quaintance, who had the yellow fever, and died on board an 
Englith brig at Port-au-Prince, while the faid Philips was 
on board faid brig, and with his faid acquaintance. ‘This 
deponent further faith, that faid Henry Philips has a wife in 
Philadelphia ; but is now on a voyage to Europe. That this 
deponent aflifted in nurfing faid Philips, while in the yellow 
fever, as aforefaid, at Port-au-Prince, until this deponent 
was feized (on the voyage of the Deborah to Jeremie) with 
the fame yellow fever, which this deponent believes he 
caught of Philips: That, while at Jeremie, feveral of the 
erew of the Deborah had the yellow fever; that Efdell, Rofs 
and feveral others of the crew died: That in Jume the De- 
borah left Jeremie ; that on her paflage to Philadelphia, Mil- 
ler, the boatfwain, Brown, Smith and one other failor, with 
three paflengers, died, as was generally believed, of the fame 
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fever : That while faid thip was under quarantine at Fort- 
Mifflin, no perfon of her crew died, to this deponent’s know- 
ledge ; nor was any perfon permitted to go on board, or 
on fhore, to this degonent’s knowledge, while riding qua- 
rantine, except the Health-Officers and bargemen of the 
yawl, which brought faid Health-Officers on board : That 
while the faid fhip was difcharging her cargo, at Smith’s 
wharf, in Philadelphia, George Streeton, thip-carpenter, vi- 
fired this deponent, and was about half an hour on board 
faid hip: ‘That faid George Streton has lately loft.a fon, as 
this deponent has been informed, of the prefent prevailing 
ficknefs in Philadelphia: That the faid George Streeton has 
removed from Philadelphia with his family, and now refides 
in the Falls’ townfhip, in Bueks county; and further this de- 
ponent faith not.

" The Deborah remained ten days at Smith’s wharf, near 
Race-{treet, difcharging her cargo; and, on the 25th of July, 
fhe was removed to Mr. Eyre’s wharf, in Kenfington, to be 
repaired. It was currently reported, and is generally be- 
lieved, that Alexander Philips, late of Water-{ftreet, taylor, 
with fome other perfons, from pecuniary motives, went down 
in a boat, while the Deborah was riding quarantine, and 
brought one or two fick perfons from her to Philips’s houfe*. 
But, after a candid and judicial enquiry, we are of opinion, 
that the affertion is unfounded, as will appear by the fol- 
lowing documents, viz. 


Declaration of Thomas Town, as publifbed by the College of 
Phyjfictans. 

«¢ Mr. Thomas Town, citizen of the Northern Liberties, 
Philadelphia, related to Dr. Wiltar, that on the 1ft of Au- 
guilt, 1798, he faw Alexander Philips, late of Water-ftreet, 
taylor, in Second ftreet, and inquired of him, whether it 
was true (as reported) that he had brought up privately fome 
fick men from the fhip Deborah, foon after her arrival in 
the river, and had received ten dollars for fo doing; and, 
that Philips replied, that he had brought up two or three in 
one or two boats. Mr. Town believes he faid that he had

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gone down as low as Marcus Hook. Philips faid he had 
taken fome of them to his own houfe, and that one was 
dead. He added, that he was forry it had been done; that 
he was fick himfelf, but hoped his complaint would turn 


out a cold. ; 
“‘ He ftated that he had done it as an act of friendfhip, in 


return for favours received. 
« On the Sunday morning following, Mr. Town was in- 
vited to Philips’s funeral.

The following paper was given to Docter William Currie, 
Mr. ‘Fohn Purdon, and publifbed by the College of Phyficians. 


“© Mr. Purdon fays, that, on the afternoon of the 1ft or 
2d day of Auguft, being at the houfe of Mr. Alexander 
Philips, in Water-ftreet, he was informed, in the courfe 
of converfation, by Mr. Philips, that he himfelf had gone 
down to a fhip at the fort, and brought from thence one of 
his old lodgers, then fick, to his own houfe in Water-fireet. 
Mr. Purdon obferved to him, with horror and aftonifhmeni, 
that he had acted very wrong, and immediately departed 
from his houfe. Mr, Philips, on that day, was apparently 
in perfect health ; on the Saturday night following he was 
a corpfe. Mr. Purdon was not informed by Mr. Philips 
from what fhip he had conveyed the fick man, but by Mr. 
Ifaac Milnor, a few weeks after, that it was from the thip 
Deborah, and on the ninth night of her quarantine.” 





A letter fron Mr. Edward Yard, late mafter of the foip Deb- 
rah, to a member of the Academy of Medicine, publifoed by the 
Academy. 

: Philadelphia, Fanuary 11, 1799+ 

IR, 

“In anfwer to your requeft, I can affure you, that no 
perfon, fick or well, were landed from the fhip Deborah, on 
her paflage to this port, until her arrival off the marine hof- 
pital, when thofe who were indifpofed were taken on fhore 
by the refident phyfician. | 

“ T arrived in the bay of the Delaware on the 7th of July, 
in the afternoon; and anchored near the buoy of the brown. 
I got under way from that place at four e’clock, on the 
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motring of the 8th, with a fine breeze at S. S. E. and dié 
hot anchor in the Delaware until half paft five o’clock, P. Me 
of the fame day, nearly a-breaft of the marine hofpital. No 
boat was along fide of the fhip, nor did any boys come on 
board during that time; nor did any boys or men ever come 
infide my fhip during my quarantine, or fince that time.

Depofition of Abraham Sne!l, publifhed by the

Perfonally before me, John Jennings, one of the alder- 
men of the faid city, appeared Abraham Snell; who 
being duly tworn, doth depofe and fay, that on or about 
the roth day of July laft, he went down the river in a boat, 
in the company of the late Alexander Philips, with a view 
of taking fome articles to John Linkim, on board the fhip 
Deborah, then performing quarantine : when arrived with- 
in hailing diftance, we were informed that Linkin had been 
taken on fhore to the marine hofpital. ‘That neither he nar 
Mr. Philips went on board the fhip; nor did they bring up 
any perfons out of her. Further, that he boarded with Mr. 
Philips from the 8th to the 18th of July, during which time 
he knew of no fick perfons having been brought to the 


houfe.

Extra® from Dr. Curries defence of the opinions of the 
College of Phyftcians. 

« To weaken, and, as far as in their power, to invalidate the 
opinion of the College refpecting the origin of the difeafe in 
Philadelphia laft year, the Academy have brought forward 
the teftimony of feveral perfons in fome degree interefted in 
difguifing, or at leaft withholding fome part of the truth. 
Thefe go to prove that the declaration of Alexander Philips, 
who told Mefirs. Towne and Purdon, feverally, and at dif- 
ferent times, that he had brought fick perfons to his houfe, 
was falfe. Mr. Purdon had called on Philips to requeft pay- 
ment of an account he owed him—Philips affured him that 
he would pay him in a few days, as he had been down the 
river and brought up an old lodger, whom he had occafion for 
as a witnefs, but that he was then fick.” 

‘¢ That Philips had a man, belonging to.the Deborah, fick 
in his houfe, at the time he was fick himfelf, is certain from 
the teftimony of Dr. Grifhtts, who prefcribed for him,” 





There was no inftance of the fever being in Kenfington 
until the Deborah went there, nor was it in any cafe known 
to be contagiots before her arrival. ‘The people belonging to 
her, labourers who aflifted to unload her, carpenters who re- 
paired her, and others who vifited her, were the firft who 
were attacked with the difeafe; indeed, a very confiderable 
proportion of the firft cafes have been traced to this veffel. 
[See the recapitulation at the end of this chapter.] 

It is probable that the contagion was imported from the 
Weft-Indies in other veflels bofides the Deborah. On the 
21ft of July, the {chooner Aurora, with eleven paflengets, 
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and fourteen feamen, and the Ariel, with twenty-two paffen- 
gers, and twelve feamen, arrived at the fort from Cape-Ni-+ 
chola-Mole. Two paflengers died on board the Aurora, dur- 
ing her paflage. She was boarded in the bay of Delaware, 
on the 16th of July, by James Nagglee, pilot. Then it rain- 
ed. He got wet, and in that ftare, he flept upon the deck. 
He alfo flept upon the deck on the 19th, expofed to the fun; 
and on the 22d, he complained of pains in his legs and feet. 
He was taken to the Marine Hofpital, on State-Ifland, on the 
23d, and died (July 28th)—the //#h day after his admiffion. 
Previous to his death, he became delirious, vomited blood, 
and bled at the nofe. 

The mate of the Aurora alfo died at the Marine Hofpital. 
_ When he was admitted, he had a {welling in his groin, ac- 
companied with fores in fundry other parts of his body—par- 
ticularly his head; but, upon examination, he denied that it 
was /ues venera. When landed, he walked up to the hofpital, 
and did not appear to have a high fever; but, the day after, 
he was fuddenly taken with a convulfion fit, and died deliri- 
ous on the /fixth day after his admiflion. 

‘The Ariel was boarded by James Roland, pilot, on the 16th 
of July; he flept in the mate’s birth, and was not expofed 
to the bad weather. He was a very temperate, fober man. 
On the 25th, he complained of a fevere pain in the head, and 
was fent tothe Marine Hofpital onthe 26th. When admit- 
ted, he had a flow fever, and complained of great weaknefs. 
He died on the th7rd day after his admiflion. Previous to 
death, he was affeéted with the hickup, oppreffion of the 
breaft, and heavy breathing. He bled once at the mouth, 
and his {kin was yellow. 

Thefe circumftances induced the Board of Health, to pro- 
long the quarantine of the Aurora and Ariel to twenty days; 
during which, they were well cleanfed, wafhed with vinegar, 
white-wafhed, «nd had swo of Wynkoop’s ventilators work- 
ing on beard. They came to the city on the 10th of Augutt. 

On the igth of July, the brig Mary arrived at the fort from 
Kingfton, Jamaica, with fix paflengers and twenty-two fea- 
men. After ten days quarantine, fhe came up tothe city, 
(July 29) and began to difcharge her cargo, confifting of cof- 
fee and cocoa, at Rofs and Simpfon’s wharf, below Wal- 
nut-ftreet. Part of the cargo was much damaged, and in a 
putrid ftate. Several fudden deaths occurred about this 
‘ume in the neighbourhood, and the inhabitants were alarmed. 
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In confequence, information was lodged at the health-office, 
purporting that the coffee and cocoa, landed from faid brig, 
and ftored at Rofs and Simpfon’s, was in a putrid ftate, and 
extremely offenfive. Likewife, that a ftore in the fame block 
of buildings, belonging to Mr. Dawfon, contained a quanticy of 
hides, in a putrid and offenfive condition. That Mr. Dawfon 
had died that morning of a fever, which had excited great 
alarm in that neighbourhood, and that his daughter was ill of 
the fame fever. In confequence of this report, the mayor, by 
requeft of the board, caufed all the coffee to be returned on 
board the brig ; and ordered, that fhe fhould be removed from 
the wharf oppofite to the Wind-Mill ifland; from whence 
fhe was, together with all the hands who worked on board, 
removed to State-ifland, where the articles were landed for 
purification, and the veflel carefully cleanfed. 

The Academy of Medicine, in their communication to the 
Board of Health, of the 8th of Auguft, fay, that they derive 
the rapid progrefs of the fever, during the firft week of Au-~ 
guit, to the foul air of feveral fhips lately arrived in the port, 
and from the damaged coffee of the above vefiel. But, as 
the difeafe had made fome progrefs before the arrival of the 
bring Mary, it could not, therefore, have proceeded from her 
alone. 

The confulting phyfician, on the 25th of July, intimated 
to the Board of Health, that two ftrangers, who had arrived 
at a tavern in Front-{treet, were lying fick; and, on the 30th 
of the fame month, Chriftopher Holmes, from Penn-ftreet, 
was fent to the Marine hofpital; that the houfe was ordered to 
be cleanfed, and the bedding and apparel removed to the City 
Hofpital for purification. The fame day, a report was made 
to the board, by Mr. James Yard and Dr. Samuel Duffield, 
{tating, that George Ralfton, who had laboured on board the 
Deborah, died that day, after a fhort illnefs. A letter from 
Dr. Hall, the fame day, mentioned the death of a perfon, who 
was taken to the Marine Hofpital from the fhip Neftor. 

The number of deaths and new cafes of the fever, which 
daily increafed from the 28th of July to the 6th of Augutft, 
alarmed the citizens, and became a general topic of conver- 
fation. The college of Phyficians met on the fixth of Au 

uft: at which time about 26 cafes of the fever were known 
to exift in the city. After conferring together, they unani- 
moufly agreed to the following refolutions ; which were im- 
mediately communicated to the Board of Health ; 
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& Refolved, That the College inform the Board of Health, 
that a malignant contagious fever has made its appearance 
in Water-ftreet, between Walnut and Spruce-ftreets, and in 

“the vicinity thereof: and 

«‘ That the College reeommend to the Board of Health to 
procure the removal of all the families that are fituated be- 
tween Walnut and Spruce-{treets, and the eaft fide of Front 
{treet and the river; and to have all the thipping, lying be- 
tween Walnut and Spruce-ftreets removed to a proper dif- 
tance from the city.” 

In confequence of this communication from the College, 
the Board of Health met, and on the 7th, they publifhed the 
following recommendation, viz. 

“ Health- Office, 7th Auguft, 1798. 

«¢ Whereas, the Board of Managers of the Marine and City 
Hofpitals of the port and city of Philadelphia, having received 
information from the College of Phyficians, that a malig- 
nant contagious fever has made its appearance in Water- 
ftreet, between Walnut and Spruce-ftreets, and in the vicinity 
thereof ;”—and the reports of Dr. Samuel Duffield and Dr. 
Parke, appointed particularly to examine that part of the 
city, {pecifying the particular cafes found therein—Therefore, 
refolved, that in order to prevent, as much as poflible, all com- 
munication with that part of the city, that the health-oflicer 
caufe the vefiels now lying at the wharves between Tun-alle 
and Jefie and Robert Waln’s wharf, including the faid wharf, 
to be removed, and that no veffel of any defcription what- 
ever be fuffered to come to the faid wharves until the further 
order of the board. 

‘¢ The board alfo earneftly recommend to the inhabitants of 
that part of the city, included between Walnut and Spruce- 
{treets, and the eaft fide of Front-{treet and the river, and alfo 
thofe immediately in the vicinity thereof, to remove without 
the bounds of the city and Liberties as fpeedily as poffible.

The veffels were accordiugly removed from the wharves 
above fpecified. But, infiead of being ‘* removed to a pro- 
per diftance from the city,” as recommended by the College, 
they were diftributed tothe other wharves. Modt of them 
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were fent to the upper parts of the city. The brig Mary, 
who brought the damaged coffee, &c. was the only vefiel 
which was removed from the city. Perhaps from this caufe 
it was, that the difeafe, foon afterwards, fo rapidly {pread, and 
produced fuch a general depopulation. Another circum- 
ftance which may have aided its ipreading, ought not to pafs 
unnoticed : a quantity of the damaged coffee, before mention- 
ed,was feattered on the wharf, which the itinerant poor un- 
fortunately gathered up; and thus, probably, carried home 
the inftrument of their deftruCtion ! 

The removal of the inhabitants, from the eity, was earneft- 
ly recommended in the daily papers; nor was any time loft 
in communicating the caufe for alarm. The following com- 
munication, recommending provifion for the removal of the 
poor, is extracted from Porcupine’s Gazette, of Auguft 7th, 
viz. 

‘«‘ The yellow fever is in this city. It is now come out, 
that it made its appearance about a week ago. Several per- 
fons are dead with it, and, according to all the accounts I 
have heard, it fpreads with greater rapidity than it did laft 
year. 

« A number of flories, with regard to its origin, are, as. 
ufual, on foot ; but, I believe, the beft way would be to lay 
afide ‘all vain difputes on this fubjeét, and prepare, as quick 
as poflible, to make provifion for removing thofe who have 
not the means of removing themfelves, to fituations more 
healthy.” 

The Philadelphia Gazette, on the fame day, contained the 
following 

“6 Communication An immediate attention to the advice 
of the board of health, in evacuating the infected quarter is, 
perhaps, the only meafure by which our unfortunate city can 
be refcued from increafing affli@ion. Individual intereft 

thould yield to a temporary facrifice, in order to avert the 
public calamity. It is aduty every citizen cwes to the com- 
munity, as well as to himfelf, to be vigilant in removing the 
objects, and thereby impeding the proyrefs of contagion. 

“ ‘To thofe who neceilarily remain in the city, it is almoft 
fupcrfinous to intimate the neceflity of avoiding thofe parts 
where the contagion prevails. A fentiment of felf-preferva- 
tion, if not of duty to fociety, will bea fufficient reftraint.— 
Under the favor of heaven, and our own precaution, we may 
then hope to be foon reftored to health, profperity, and hap- 
pinefs,” 
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The Academy of Medicine met on the 8th of Auguft, to 
communicate their fentiments to the Board of Health: th 
prefented the following dooument, which was publifhed for 
the information of the public, viz. 

“ THE Academy of Medicine of Philadelphia, thaving 
taken into confideration the exiitence of a malignant bilious fe- 
ver in this city, have conceived it to be their duty to lay before 
the managers of the Marine and City Hofpitals, the following 
facls refpeQling its origin, and the means of checking its pro- 

refs. 
. “© We have, upon inqutry, difcovered that a cafe of this 
fever exifted in the city on the 6th of June, and that feveral 
cafes of it exifted in July, in parts of the city remote from the 
river, and wholly unconnected with each other. They ap- 
peared to originate from the putrid exhalations of alleys and 
gutters, and docks, and from the ftagnating water in the 
neighbourhood of the city. We derive the late rapid increafe 
of the fever from the foul air of feveral fhips lately arrived in 
the port, and from fome damaged coffee which arrived in a 
brig from Jamaicaon the 29th of July. In the courfe of our 
inquiries into the origin of the fever, we did not meet with 
a fingle fa& that could fupport the opinion of contagion be- 
ing imported in the bodies or clothes of fick people in the 
fhips or veffels which lie between Walnut and Spruce 
fireets, where the difeafe has prevailed moft. Many refpect- 
able modern authorities affert that the yellow fever is not con- 
tugious in the Weft-Indics, and repeated obfervations fatisfy 
us, that it is rarely fo during the warm weather in the United 
States. None of the cafes we have as yet feen, have propa- 
gated it, and we conceive it to be an error as abfurd, in its 
nature, as it has been fatal in its operation upon the city of 
Philadelphia, that the contagion of a difeafe fhould adhere to 
the timber of a fhip after a fea voyage, and fhould f{pread from 
the timber of the fhip without contact through an extenfive 
neighbourhood, and ceafe to communicate itfelf afterwards 
by long and clofe connection of the fick with their families 
and attendants. We lament that this fact, together with 
many others upon the nature and origin of the yellow fever, 
which were ftated in our letter to the Governor, on the 1ft 
ef December, 1797, and by him laid before the legiflature of 
the itate, have been treated with total negleét in the prefent 
hea!th law: the diftrefs we felt upon feeing that law is, how- 
ever, much alleviated by the reflection, that we have not con- 
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tributed, in any degree, by fupporting an erroneoue opinion, 
to reproduce the prefent alarming calamity of our city. 

«© We beg leave to recommend for the purpofe of check- 
ing the progrefs of the fever, an attention to the following 
directions : 

«< ft. The removal of all the families from thofe parts of 
the city where the difeafe, from the contamination of the at- 
mofphere, appears chiefly to exift, and the preventing thofe 
parts being vifited by the citizens. 

“ 2dly. The removal of all ihips and putrid articles of 
commerce from the wharves and ftores of the city. 

“* 3dly. The cleaning of the docks, wharves, yards and 
cellars; alfothe wafhing of the gutters every day, and of the 
ftreets and alleys three times a week, by means of pumps and 
fire engines, 

“ athly, The appointment of a fufficient number of phy 
ficians to take care of fuch of the poor as may be affected with 
the fever. 

“* sthly. Publicly to advife the citizens to avoid all the 
ufual exciting caufes of fever, fuch as intemperance, fatigue, 
exceflive heat, the night air, all violent and debilitating paf- 
fions of the mind. 

“ 6thly. To advife them, in every cafe of indifpofition, 
however flight in appearance, tO apply immediately for me- 
dical aid.

The City Hofpital was now opened for the reception of the 
fick, and, on the eth, the board of health gave public intima- 
tion, “ that ona certificate being prefented to the Health-ofhi- 
eer, from any regular practifing phyfician, ftating any perfon 
to be afflicted with a contagious diforder, he is 4‘rected to 
grant an order, and have them removed to the City Hofpital.” 





From the 1ft to the 8th of Auguft, the total number of 
deaths in the City and Liberties, was fifty-three: four fick 
perfons were admitted into the City-Hofpital on the 8th; nine 
perfons on the oth, and eleven on the 10th. The deaths and 
new cafes daily became more numerous; the alarm increaf- 
éd, and the flight of the inhabitants was now genoral.

CHAPTER IU. 


The difeafe increnfes—City deferted-—Arrangements for the re- 
moval of the fick ta the City Hofpital—Burial of the dead— 
Care of the fick poor in the Cit;—Want of fuccefs at the City 
Hj/pital—Removal of the poor to tents—! rofpec of the City 
at the crifis of the difeafe—Deeline of the difeafe, &c.—State 
of the City from the commencement to the decline of the cala- 
mile 


/Asour the beginning of Auguft, the news-papers an- 
nounced the uncommon healthinefe of the city; a circum. 
ftance which has occurred towards the beginning of that pefti- 
lence in almoft every city of the United States, where it has 
appeared. It was the cafe with Philadelphia, New-York, and 
Galtimore, ia 17973 and with Philadelphia, Bofton, New- 
York, and fome other towns, this year. Even, on the firft ap- 
pearance of the difeafe, we have been congratulated for the 
uncommon health of the city. Declarations of uncommon 
health, at this feafon, will, perhaps, hereafter, be looked upon 
as an omen of difeafe.. 

‘The publications of the College of Phyficians, the Board 
of Eealth, and the Academy of Medicine, on the fixth, fe- 
venth, and eighth days of Auguft, produced the moft ferious 
alarm amongft all clafies of eitizens. Numbers fled, and 
crouded into the furrounding towns and country, to the dif- 
tance of twenty, thirty, and even fifty miles from the city, to 
provide refuge for their families and friends. ‘The removals 
from the city were much more general and more rapid than 
in 1793. Itis probable, that at jeait twice, if not three times 
the number of perfons fled this year, as at any former 
period. Many who had been witneffes to the diftrefies of 
1793 and 1797, and appeared then the moft undaunted, were 
now the firft to remove from danger. For the firft three weeks 
af:er the alarm, the f{treets were crouded with waggons and 
carts, loaded with goods and furniture. Forty or fifty wag- 
gons, befides carts, have been {een in their route to the coun- 
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try, in one dire€tion. One fquare, in the centre of the city, 
where, in 1793, there removed only about twenty-five 
perfons, ia 1798, there were above one hundred and forty. The 
difperfion began about the fixth and eighth of Auguft, and, 
altho’ moft numerous in the two fucceeding weeks, they 
) continued partially until the middle of September. Many, 
who at the heginning, when the difeafe was confined to parti- 
cular parts of the city, had’ adopted the refolution of ftaying, 
and confining themfelves to their houfes, were afterwards in- 
duced to remove; becaufe, the difeafe approached either their 
doors or neighbourhood. The number who fled from the city 
have been eftimated at three-fourths to five-fixths of the whole 
> inhabitants: the total number of inhabirants have been efti« 
mated at fifty to feventy thoufand. We have eftimated them* 
at fifty-five to fixty thoufand ; and we think it probable, that 
about forty thoufand may have removed from the city. 

In 1793, our citizens complained of inhofpitality in the 
country, ariling principally from the terror created by the 
novelty of the diforder, Then it was believed to be as contagi- 
ous in the country as in the unfortunate city, which poured 
forth its fugitives in every dire€tion. It was not, therefore, 
to be wondered, that our citizens were fhunned, as if even 
their approach carried inevitable deftru€tion. To repel 
fuppofed dangers, guards were ftationed, with arms, to top 
the flight of the wanderers. They were then refufed the necef- 
faries of life; and, in many inftances, they died for want. pel 
could not always procure a comfortable lodging. Te cafe 
was rather different this year, An idea, now prevailed, 
grounded upon the experience of 1793 and 1797, that. the 
diforder was not communicable in the country; in confe- 
quence of which, there was lefs difficulty made to the recep- 
tion of our citizens. Throughout the country, the houfes 
were generally open for them: accommodations were fur- 
nithed at resafonable rates : the extortions practifed were few. 
There were fome however, fignalized by avarice. 

Altho’ accommodations were generally afforded reafon- 
able ftill the fufferings of our citizens were very confider- 
able. Many perfons, accuftomed to fpacious houfes, and all the 
comforts and luxuries which Philadelphia could furnifh, were 
obliged to content themfelves with, perhaps, one {mall room, 
wherein two, three or four beds were crouded together ; be- 
fides this, in fome fituations remote from markets, the fare 
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was very coarie ; and, in fome places, not abundant. Inftan- 
tes have occurred, of women,in a ftateof parturition, in bleak, 
defolate rooms, almoft without affiftance. 
The Health Office was removed from Walnut ftreet to the 
City Hall, where it was kept open, night and day. The 
_City-Tavern was fhur up, and the different public offices, 
banks, &c. were removed, either to the remoter parts of 
the city, to Germantown, Trenton, Chefter, &c. &c. 
Meantime, the difeafe continued to increafe,and appeared 
in parts of the city, remote from where it firft was dilcover- 
ed. The number of deaths in the city and fuburbs was col- 
lected for the newfpapers, and publifhed daily. The returns 
of the City-Hofpital were alfo regularly reported ; and, after 
the 15th of Auguft, a daily report of the new cafes was pub- 
lithed, collegied from the different phyfictans, by Mr. Joun 
Jarvis, who was employed by the Board of Health for that 
purpofe. Thefe reports were a index by which the citizens 
were enabled, with fome degree of certainty, to judge of its 
progrefs, extenfion and decline. The arrangements of the 
Board of Health, for the removal of the fick, interment of 
the dead, &c. were judicious and early. They empowered 
all the regwar practifing phyficians to grant orders for ad- 
’ miffion into the City Hofpital, and coachees were provided 
by the Board for that purpofe.—At the Hofpital burying- 
ground, graves were always ready: the grave-digzers re- 
mained day and night in the yard.—When a perfon died, it 
was @enly neceflary to make application at the Health-Office, 
where hearfes and coffins were in readinefs to convey the 
corpfe to the grave. The patients in the City-Hofpital were 
placed under the management of Dr. Philip Syng Phvfick, 
and Dr. Samuel Cooper. They refided there conftantly, and 
were furnifhed with two afliftants ;—a competant number of 












































ceflary for the comfort and relief of the fick;—nor were 
the poor, who were fick in the city, neglected : tkilful phyfi- 
cians were appointed to attend them, and medicines provid- 
ed for their ufe, at the expenfe of the public. The north part 
of the city, and the Northern-Liberties, were placed under 
the care of Dr. Francis Bowes Sayre, Dr. James Meafe, and 
Dr. Kinlaid: Southwark, and the fouth part of the city, were 
attended by Dr. John Church and Dr. Benjamin Duffield; 
and the poor of the city were attended by Dr. Samuel Duf- 
field : 


In the early period of the calamity, the difeafe affumed a 


nurfes and attendants, with medicine, and every thing ne-* 
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more malignant form, than it did in 93 or’g7, and very 

reat mortality tock place : not one in fix cafes now reco- 
vered. Several of the phyficians announced their intention of 
leaving the city—perhaps, urged by the recollection of the 
great mortality among phyficians the year previous.—An 
idea that it was the plague, and incurable, was generally 
propagated and believed: Nurfes were with difficuity procu- 
red, perhaps from the experience of '97, which proved, that 
the native blacks were not more exempt from the difeafe than 
the whites.—An almoft univerfal antipathy to the City Hof- 
pital prevailed. The terror of being forceably fent there, pre- 
vented many from acknowledging their ficknefs, until they 
were unable to conceal it ; and fcarcely one patient in ¢en 
would acknowledge that his difeafe was the prevailing fever. 
This operated in preducing a delay in calling for medical 
aflittance, until that period, when it was diflicult to overcome 
it by the power of medicine. A want of confidence likewife 
prevented many from applying to a phylician for advice. 
They were convinced, from experience, that in jarring 
opinions, humanity is often loft tight of, by an obftinate ad- 
herence to error: in the former years, the medical pen was, 
in many inftances, dipped in gall. ‘The feveral combatants 
took their peculiar grounds, and difdained, in too many 
cafes, to fave the life of a human being, by following any 
other fuggeftions than their own. They diftracted the public 
mind, and fhook all confidence in medical affiftance.” 

But, the reverfe of this was exhibited this feafon; and it 
was truly agreeable, to obferve the harmony that prevailed 
among the phylicians in this period of ficknefs and difirefs. 
They all agreed in advifing their friends to leave the city; 
altho’ they ‘* derived” the difeafe from different caufes. The 
practife of the one, therefore, became more aflimilated to that 
of the other. 

The Board of Health, imprefied with a fenfe of the con- 
iequences of delaying to apply jor medical aid, on the 13th 
of Augutt, publifhed the following recommendation : 

“ Health-Ofice. The Board of Managers of the Marine 
and City Hofpitals have obferved, with deep regret, the fatal 
confequences of delay in the applications for medica laid, to 
perfons afflicted with the prevail ing malignant fever, and 
that the removal of patients to the City Hofpital, in many 
cafes, is procraltinated until they are literally feat there to 
die. 

« They recommend, in the moft earneft maaner, the eor- 
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Jy removal of patients to the City Hofpital, -where, the pub- 
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lic may be affured, that every pofible comfort and accommo- 
dation will be afforded.—The public are informed, that the 
care of the patients, and management of the City-Hofpital, 
is committed to Doétor Phyfick and Doétor Cooper, who 
refide conftantly there, and whofe profeflional eminence, it 
is prefumed, will enfure a juft confidence. 

«« An apothecary alfo refides at the Hofpital, with an am- 
ple ftore of the beft medicines. 

«< The Board confider this recommendation as of the high- 
efi importance, and entreat the attention of their fellow-citi- 
Zens. 

« By order of the Board of managers : 

« Wm. Jones, Prefident-” 

Notwithftanding this recommendation, the fatal effets of 
delay in calling in the aid of medicine, daily became more 
numerous; in confequence, the Board, on the 18th of Au- 
guft, repeated their admonition in the following publication : 

«© The malignity of the prevailing feyer, and its infidious 
approaches, are fuch, as to refift thespower of medicine, un- 
lefs application is made in the firft inftance of complaint.— 
The Board lament that their recommendation has not been 
attended to ; as, in moft inftances, the patients have been ill 
three or four days previous to application for medical aid ; 
to which, in a great degree, is to be attributed, the deaths of 
many valuable members of fociety. The Board reiterate their 
call to their fellow-citizens, and carnettly requeft, that not a 
moment may be delayed in obtaining medical affiftance.” 

The unparalleled mortality which occurred in the City 
Hofpital, the firft five days after it was opened, alarmed Doc- 
tors Phyfick and Cooper, the refident phyficians. ‘Thirty-one 
patients had beea admitted, of which ten died, and none had 
as yet recovered; in confequence of which, they addreffed the 
following Ictter to doétor Rufh: 


City Hofpital, Auguft 12, 1798. 
DEAR DOCTOR, 

Our want of fuccefs in treating the prevailing difeafe, 
makes us anxious to hear from you, in hopes you may have 
added fome new and ufeful remedy to thofe heretofore in ufe. 
It is true, all our patients have been fick, at leaft two, and 
fome of them nine days previoufly to their admiffion. Is there 
any mode of relieving thefe unfortunate people, which you 
can fuppofe we are unacquainted with? We recolle¢t your 
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ebferving, that an emetic had been ufeful, after the difeafe 
appeared to be mitigated by bleeding. If you can fpare a 
few minutes to write to us, on thefe fubjects, you will much 


oblige your fincere friends, &c.

THE ANSWER. 
My dear and worthy Friends, 

I am forry to difcover, by your letter, your want of fuc- 
cefs in the treatment of our malignant fever, at the City 
Hofpital. I do not wonder at it: you feldom fee the difeafe 
in is firft ftage; and, when you do, you meet it in an aggra- 
vated tate, by the motion your patients undergo in being con- 
veyed to the Hofpital. | 

In anfwer to your requeft, I have fat down to inform you 
of the practice which I have adopted in our prefent epidemic. 
In the treatment of the yellow fever of laft year, I have oc- 
cafionally Jamented the lofs of patients after reducing the 
pulfe PY bleeding, and by the liberal ufe of purging medi- 
cines. I have fufpeéted that death occurred in thofe cafes, 
from the ftagnation of acrid bile in the gall-bladder, or iis 
clofe adherence to the upper bowels, in the manner defcribed 
by Dr. Mitchell, in his account of the yellow fever in Vir- 
gina, in the year 1741. The flow pulfe which occurs about 
the 4th day, I fufpeé further to be the effect of this bile. Its 
effeéts in a much lefs morbid ftate in the jaundice, in reduc- 
ing the pulfe, is well known. Mr. John Hunter fays, he once 
met with an inftance in which it fell to thirty-two f{trokes in a 
minute in that difeafe. Revolving thefe facts in my mind, I[ 
refolved to try to remove this bile, by exciting an artificial 
cholera morbus, about the 4th day of the fever. I was the more 
difpofed to attempt this method of cure, from believing, as 
T have done for feveral years, that a Cholera Morbus is no- 
thing but the firft grade of billious fever thrown in upon the 
bowels, juft as the Dyfentery and Diarrhoea are the internal 
forms of a common billious or intermitting fever. 

I began this mode of treating the fever eights day ago, 
My folicitude for the iffue of it was very great. ‘Thank God, 
it has fucceded to my wifhes; and thereby lefloned, in a great 
degree, the anxicty and diftrefs which accompany our at- 
tendance upon this ferocious difeafe. The medicines I ufe 
for fhaking the gall-bladder and bowels, and di/charging the 
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contents are, tartar-emetic, gamboge, jalap and calomel, 
combined, or given feparately, and in {mall or large dofes, 
according to circumftances. Perhaps Turpeth mineral might 
be added to this lift of vomiting 2nd purging medicines with 
advantage. In one cafe, I gave four grains of tartar-emetic, 
and twenty of calomel. It operated freely upwards and down- 
wards, and brought away a large quantity of green and black 
bile, but without exciting the leaft cramp or pain in the 
ftomach or bowels. At the time I gave it, death appeared to 
be creeping upon the patient. ‘The next day he was out of 
danger. ‘The perfon thus refcued from the grave, was tire fon 
of Mr. Richard Renfhaw. Indeed, I have not, as yet, loft a 
fingle patient to whom I have given this powerful remedy. 
In one inftance I fear it will fail. It is in a boy of fixteen 
years of age, to whom I have given near thirty grains of tar- 
tar-emetic in the ccurfe of a few hours, without producing 
the leaft evacuation from his ftomach or bowels. I have ob- 
ferved the fame increafe of f{trength after its operation, that 
we obferve after bleeding and purging in the beginning of the 
fever. 

Vomits are old remedies in the yellow fever of the Weft- 
Indies. I gave them on the firft day of the difeafe in the year 
1793, and always without fuccefs. ‘They uniformly did harm, 
when given in the beginning of the fever, in its worft grade, 
in 1797. The reafon of this failure in their efficacy, I now 
perceive was, becaufe they were given before the violent 
morbid action in the fyitem was reduced or moderated by 
bleeding and purging. Aftcr this change is induced in the 
difcafe, they are perfe@tly fafe. The time for exhibiting them 
fhould be regulated by the pulfe, and other fymptoms. In 
moderate cafes of the fever, they are as proper in its firft 
ftage, as on the fourth day. As there is a bliftering point in 
all fevers, fo there appears to be an emetic point in the yellow 
fever. It may occur on the fecond, and it may be protracted 
to the fixth or feventh day of the difeafe. I have not given the 
medicine I have mentioned in any cafe where the patient com- 
plained of pain or burning in the ftomach; but, I have con- 
jidered a naufea, and a moderate degree‘of puking, as no ob- 
ftacle to its ufe ; for, Dr. Phyfick has taught me by his diflec- 
tions, that thefe fymptoms may exift without the leaft infla- 
mation in the ftomach, and that they have been abfent where 
me I has appeared after death to have been highly in- 

amed. 


The cure of the fever fhould not reft upon a fingle dofe of 
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the medicine. I have given two dofes of it in a day in feveral 
cafes, and have given it in one cafe, every day for three fuc- 
ceflive days. 

It has often been remarked, that no two epidemics are ex- 
actly alike. They vary not only in different climates, but in 
the fame climate in different years. ‘They even vary with the 
changes of the weather in the fame feafon. The fever of 1797 
differed in feveral particulars from the fever of 1793, and the 
prefent epidemic differs materially from both. In many of the 
cafes I have feen, it exceeds the fever of laft year in its ma- 
lignity. Thefe variations in difeafes call for correfponding 
changesin our practice. ' 

I have communicated an account of the time and manner of 
difcharging the contents of the gall-bladder and bowels to fe- 
veral of our brethren. I ardently hope it may be univerfally 
fucce{sful in their hands! 

If any thing new occurs in your practice in the Hofpital, do 
me the favor of informing me of it. 

With beft withes for your health and fuccefs in your pre-

The following remarks, attempting to prove that the difeaie 
is contagious, is taken from the Philadelphia Gazette : 

«© The prefent alarming fituation of our city, is, alas! tru- 
ly deplorable—almoft in a general ftate of infection with a 
difeafe, to whofe virulence, medicinal fkill is lamentably come 

elled to acknowledge its inferiority! Former experience is 
rendered, ina great meafure, ufelefs, by the very material dif- 
ference in the nature of the difeafe.—The moft copious bleed- 
ing, and the moft violent purgatives have been found ineffec- 
tual ; and the fuccefs that will attend the new fyftem of emp- 
tying the gall-bladder, is, at leaft, problematical. With regard 
to the opinion of the non-contagion of the diforder, I have 
very great reafon to doubt it. I have known, lately, feveral in- 
ftances, that could not be accounted for upon any other prin- 
ciple than that of contagion. The moft ftriking of the cafes I 
allude to, is, where feveral of a family, living in a healthy 
and uninfected part of the city, took the diforder from a per- 
fon in the family, whom they had for feveral days clofely at- 
tended; without having themfelves been in any part of the 
city that could even haye been fuppofed to be infected. J 
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would caution my fellow-citizens not to truft too implicitly to 
this fatal opinion, which has been fo induftricufly propagated. 
A confidence in it, in cafe it fhould happen to be erroneous, 
may prove the deftruction of thoufands, while, by acting un- 
der a difbelief of it, and ufing every poflible precaution, many 
lives may be preferved. It is at leaft doubtful whether it is, or 
is not, contagious; and there being a doubt, I think the wi- 
feft courfe to be purfued is obvious: 1 would advife my friends, 
to avoid, as mitch as poilidle, expofing themfelves to the night 
air, or morning fogs; nothing tending more effectually to 
predifpofe the body toinfeCtion.” 

Many perfons who had gone into the country for fafety, 
were afterwards feized with the fever. It is more than proba- 
ble that they had imbibed the contagion before they left the 
city. In coniequence, the Board of Health, on the 22d of Au- 
gu{ft, authorifed the phyficians to receive into the Hofpital, 
ail fuch perfons as came from the country. There were now 
about fifty patients in the Hofpital: the new eafes amounted 
to about forty, and the deaths, to above thirty, per day.—The 
difficulty of procuring nurfes to attend the fick, induced the 
Board of Health, to folicit fuch perfons, of good character, as 
were willing and qualified for that office, to leave their ad- 
drefs at the'Health Office; where citizens, who required them, 
were invited to apply. 

The fufferings of the poor, and, indeed of many others in 
middling circumftanees of life, were extreme: deprived, as 
they were, of all employment, and unable to procure money 
from thofe who owed them ;—a ftagnation to trade and other 
caufes, rendered them incapable of removing their families 
to the country ; and many of them were almoft, literally, 
ftarving : even the refources of credit were not left ; as there 
were very few ftores open, or bakers who remained in town. 
In this crifis, the Guardians of the Poor liberally ftepped for- 
ward; and, in junction with the Board of Health, erected 
tents on the eaft bank of the river Schuylkill ; to which they 
invited the citizens to remove with their families. There 
were alfo tefits afterwards erected at Matters’ Place, for the 
fame laudable purpofe; and provifion was made for the relief 
ef the poor in the city, whofe fituations prevented them from 
removing.

The increafed malignity of the difeafe, together with the 
extreme ciltrefles of the poor, induced the Board of Health to 
prefent the following pathetic addrefs to the public: 


Health-Office, September 1, 1798. 
Fellow- Citizens, 

Impelled by the awful progrefs and unparalleled malignity 
of the prevailing fever, we are conftrained to addrefs your 
feelings, as well as your reafon, in order to avert the fatal def- 
truction, which, with rapid ftrides, is pervading our ill-fated 
city and fuburbs. 

‘The beit fkill of our phyficians, and all the powers of me- 
dicine, it muft be acknowledged, have proved unequal in the 
conteft with this devouring poifon. 

With the moft affe€ting fympathy, and anxious folicitude, 
we have, to the beft of our judgments, endeavoured to em- 
ploy, a8 circumitances appeared to require, the power and the 
means entrulfted to us, in arrefting its progrefs, and alleviat- 
ing its concomitant miferies. We fhall continue to employ 
them with unremitting zeal; but, we have neither the power 
nor the means to accomplifh aLL THE MEASURES necefiary to 
check its extenfion, or provide for the preflimg exigencies of 
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the moment. The powers delegated, and appropriations made 
by law, co the inftitutions under our direétion, are impotent, 
indeed, when compared to the magnitude of the occafion. 

It remains for our fellow- citizens to attain, by their energy, 
the ends, which, alone, can ftop its progrefs and diminith its 
horrors. ; 

We have, in conjun&tion with the Guardians of the Poor, 
caufed tents to be erected on the eaft bank of the Schuylkill, 
for the accommodation of the indigent ; where near twelve 
hundred are already provided for, out of the fund appropria- 
ted for the ordinary relief of the poor. This is but a partial 
mitigation of the evils which e#viron thoufands who have a 
claim upon the philanthropy of: thofe who are in more for- 
tunate circumi{tances. 

The difficulty of procuring a place of refuge, at prefent, in 
the country, is too well known; and the expenfe attending the 
removal of a family, has difcouraged many from the attempt, 
who are in circumftances to live comfortably at home. 

What remains to be done? Citizens of refpeétability and 
influence !—come forward, and form yourfelves into a com- 
mittee for the purpofe of erecting, on the weft bank of the 
Schuylkill, all the tents that can be colleted : let the tents be 
floored with boards, and made as comfortable as poflible.—If 
tents cannot be had, boards, in abundance, may be procured 
for the ereétion of fheds. Admonifh thofe citizens who have 
no place of refuge, to take thelter there,—perticularly thofe 
from the eaft part of the city, the diftriét of Southwark, and 
the Northern Liberties.—In fhort, atu who can leave their 
homes, without manifeft injury ;—except thofe who are ne- 
ceflary for the protection of the city and liberties. 

The committee fhould have the general fuperintendance 
and regulation of the tents, and authority to preferve order ; 
contract for certain {upplies of bread, meat, vegetables, wood, 
&e. at the Jowelt pofible rates. Thofe who are not in cir- 
cumftances to pay, mutt be fuppiled by public bounty. 

It is at leaft an unequal, perhaps an unjuft mode of raifing 
money by an appeal to the humanity of geherous individuals; 
but, if on any occafion, it may be juftihed, the prefent may 
be aflumed without hefitation. 

We call your attention to the actual and undifguifed ftate 
of our city.. Confider the mortality and rapid increafe of the 
fick at fo early a period.—View the lift of your phyficians, 
and mark how few are at their pofls ; and we believe you will 
think, with us, that the prefervation of health is only to be at- 
tained by flight. 
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Do not flatter yourfelves, fellow-citizens, that this picture 
is too highly coloured: we fpeak from conviction, and a 
knowledge of facts; and doubr not, but that the lives of hun- 
dreds, perhaps of thoufands, may be preferved, by the adop- 
tion of thefe or fimilar meafures.

Much merit is due to the framer of this elegant, feeling, 
and. pathetic addrefs, which, in a very ample manner, pro- 
duced the contemplated relief. The Board of Health were, 
however, aware, that it could not produce the immediate 
fupply which their exigencies prefently required. To obvi- 
ate which, they requefted their committee, which was ap- 
pointed to aét in junction with a committee of the Guar- 
dians of the Poor, for the purpofe of railing means for the 
relief and affiftance of perfons defirous of removing from 
the City and Liberties, to procure, if poffible, the neceflary 
aid. ‘They accordingly met, and agreed to the following 
refulutions: 

“ Rejolved, That a general fubfcription be folicited on loan; 
the fums to be fubferibed to be reimburled out of any fund 
which the Legiflature may hereafter appropriate for the pur- 

ofe. 
: “© Refolved, That Peter Mierken, William Jones, Ifaac 
Price, James Oldden and Jonathan Robefon, be appointed to 
receive the monies ‘fo raifed, to be applied under the direc- 
tions of the Managers of the Marine and City Hofpitals, and 
the Guardians of the Poor. | 
«© Approved by the Board of Guardians of the Poor, 
« PETER MIERKEN, Prefident. 
“ Alins-Houfe, Sept. 3, 1798- 
« Approved by the Board of Managers of the 
«© Marine and City Hofpitals, 
«WILLIAM JONES, Prefident. 
“ Health- Office, Sept. 4, 1798.” 


Scarcely had the above-mentioned addrefs, and refolutions 
of the joint committees, made known to the public the de- 
plorable ftate of the city, and fufferings of the poor, than the 
citizens of Philadelphia, then refiding at Germantown, ac- 
tuated by the characteriftic philanthropy and benevolence, for 
which they are fo eminently diftinguithed, met, and came to 
the following refolutions, viz. 

Germantown, September 3, 1798. 

“ The citizens of Philadelphia at prefent refiding in and 

acar Germantewn, being deeply affected at the accumulu- 
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ting diftrefs of their fellow-citizens who remain in the city of 
Philadelphia, and particularly imprefled (from the addrefs of 
the Board of Health of the 1ft inftant, and the refolutions of 
the Committee of the Board of Managers of the Marine and 
City Hofpitals and the Guardians of the Poor, dated this day) 
of the neceffity of immediately affording all the relief in their 
power, convened this afternoon at the Union School-Houfe, 
for the purpofe of advancing the objects defignated in the 
addrefs and refolutions— . 
The Hon. Thomas Mifflin, E/q; in the chair. 
ames Gibjon, Sec’ry. 

« The chairman read to the meeting the addrefs of the 
Board of Health, as publifhed in the papers—and the refo- 
lutions of a committee of the Managers of the Marine and 
City Hofpitals, and a committee of the Board of Guardians 
of the Poor. 

«© The chairman then proceeded to mention the extent to 
which the Board of Managers and the Guardians of the 
Poor were authorifed by law to provide funds for defraying 
the expenfes of thefe eftablifhments ; and information being 
given, by other members, of the expenditures and appropria- 
tions of thefe funds already made, which rendered them in- 
adequate to the demands of the prefent exigency—the meet- 
ing came to the following refolutions : 

“ Refolved, That a fub{cription for a loan, not exceeding 
30,000 dollars, for the affiftance and relief of our fuffering 
fellow-citizens, be forthwith opened. 

«© That Robert Waln, Richard Hiil Morris, General Mor- 
gan, Ifaac Morris, Richard Peters, Robert Smith, Charles 
Shoemaker, William Rawle, Daniel Smith, Henry Pratt, 
Charles Biddle, Samuel W. Fifher, George Latimer, John 
Wall, Robert Hare, William Sanfom, Robert Ralfton, and 
William Buckley, be 2 committee to procure fubicriptions 
to the faid loan. 

«That the committee be authorifed to borrow of any of 
the Banks, fuch fum, not exceeding the fum now agreed to 
be raifed, as it may be neceflary to advance for the purpofes 
of thefe refolutions. 

« ‘That the committee fhall appoint one of their number 
treafurer, to whom cach member fhall, from time to time, pay 
over his collections ; and the treafurer fhall, on receipt there- 
of, depofit the fame in the Bank of Pennfylvania, in an ac- 
count to be opened for that purpofe, and fubject to the 
drafts of the Managers of the Marine and City Hofpitals, 
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and the Guardians of the Poor, after deducting the amount 
ef any monies advanced on the credit of the fund. 

“© Refolved, That the Secretary caufe the proceedings of 
this meeting to be publifhed in one or more of the newfpa- 
pers of the city of Philadelphia. Adjourned.

The profpeé&t which the city now afforded was truly deplo- 
rable. Accounts, from almoft every quarter eaft of Seventh- 
ftreet, furnifhed the moft gloomy pictures of difeafe and 
death. The City Hofpital contained about roo fick perfons, 
and the daily admiflions amounted to about 22, One hun- 
dred and feven new cafes, and fixty-feven' deaths, per day, had 
been reported*—and to add, if poflible, to the general dif- 
trefs, the fons of rapine and robbery were availing themfelves 
of the unguarded {tate of the city, to enhance themfelves by 
their ignominious plunder. On the night of the 2d of Sep- 
tember, the bank of Pennfylvania was opened, and robbed to 
the amount of one hundred and fixty-two thoufand eight hundred 
and twenty-one dollars and fixty one cents, in cafh and notes, the 
particulars of which we will hereafter relate. Every thing 
feemed to portray ruin and defolation: even the perfons em- 

loyed to drive the hearfes and coachees, for the conveyance 
of the fick, by their bad behaviour, were aiding the mafs of per- 
plexity. In confequence of which, the Board of Health were

The following dire&ions for the prevention and treatment of the 
prevailing fever. are affectionately recommended to thofe citi- 
zens of Philadelphia, who are unable to procure the regular at- 
tendance and advite of phyficians, by

September gd, 1708. 
THE feeds of the difeafe may exift in the body, for a con- 
fiderable time, without doing any harm. It is generally ex- 
cited by one or more of the following caufes, which of couric,

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ought to be carefully avoided, viz. fatigue, a long walk, 
ftanding in the fun, or in a current of air, intemperance in 
eating and drinking, coftivenefs, violent paffions, or fudden 
emotions of the mind, thin dreffed, light bed clothes, and, 
above all, the night air. 

It is of confequence for our citizens to know, that we have 
but one fever in our city at prefent, and that every febrile 
indifpofition partakes of the prevailing malignant epidemic. 
Hundreds have died from miftaking the firft flage of the fe- 
ver for a common cold. The miitake is a natural one; for, if 
comes on like a cold, and is frequently excited by cool, or 
cold air. ‘This remark is intended to produce applications 
for medical aid as foon as poffible after feeling the leaft fymp- 
tom of indifpofition at the prefent junCture. 

In the forming ftate of the fever, when the patient feels 
flightly indifpofed, and before he is confined to his bed, the 
followmy remedies generally check the difeafe: 

A purge of falts, caftor oil, or a dofe of jalap and calomel. 
If thefe fail of giving relief, a gentle fweat fhould be excited 


in the ufual way. If there be much pain in the head or back, 


and the pulfe be full, ortenfe, ten or twelve ounces of blood 
fhould be loft, before the ufe of the fweat, and cither before 
or aftertaking the purge. Entire reft from bufinefs and ex- 
ercife of al! kinds will be neceflary to give efficacy to the 
above remedies. 

If the exiftence of the difeafe were more early, and more 
generally admitted, and the remedies which have been re- 
commended, ufed before the fever was completely formed, 
there are the ftrongeft reafons to believe there would be much 
jeis mortality from it. 

After the difeafe is formed, and appears with more or lef 
of the following fymptoms, viz. chills, great heat, head-ache, 
a rednefs ‘in the eyes, ficknefs at the fomach, vomiting, pains 
in the back, limbs and bowels, &c. the following remedies 
are proper. 

1. The lofs of ten or twelve ounces of blood, two or three 
times a-day, while the pulfe continues to be full, or tenfe. If 
the pulfe fhould be flower, and apparently weaker than natu- 
ral, it calls for bleeding as much as it does when it difcovers 
preternatural fulnefs a:d tenfion. , 

2. ‘The bowels. fhould be purged, at the fame time, with ca- 
lomel mixed with jalap or rhubarb, in powders or in piils — 
The operation cf this purging medicine fhould be. aided, 
when practicable, by clyfters, compofed of half an-ounce ef 
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glauber falts, diffolved in half a pint of warm water, or of 
half a pint of warm water with fweet oil, molafles, and 
common falt, of each a table-fpoonful, in it. 

The bowels thould be kept gently open through thé whole 
courfe of the difeafe, by means of the above ciyfters, and 
any other gently purging medicine. 

3. Ifthe ftomach thould be fick and oppreffed with bile, a 
vomit of ipecacuana, or tartar emetic may be given at ee 
time on the 3d or 4th day of the difeafe, provided the pulfe 
has been reduced by previous bleeding and purging. From 
five to ten drops of laudanum may be given to compofe the 
ftomach if the vomit fhould operate more than three or four 
times. 

4. Calomel fhould be given from the beginning, in dofes 
of from two to five grains, every two hours, in order to ex- 
cite a falivation. If the calomel fhould purge more than 
two or three times a-day, four or five drops of laudanum 
may be given two or three times a-day, in order to confine 
the calomel tothe bowels, and thereby to determine it to the 
mouth and throat. We have feen no death where this me- 
dicine has produced a falivation. 

5. After the pulfe is reduced by bleeding and purging, if 
the difeafe has not yielded, a profufe fweat thould be excited 
by wrapping the patient up in blankets, with five or fix hot 
bricks wetted with vinegar applied to different parts of his 
body, and giving him at the fame time large and repeated 
draughts, of hot camomile or fage tea, hot lemonade or weak 
punch, or any other hot liquor that is agreeable to him, to 
drink. ‘This fweat fhould be continued dut FouR or FIVE 
hours at a TIME, and but once in the twenty-four hours, 
If the patient fhould become fainty, during the ufe of this 
excellent remedy, it fhould be difcontinued for a few hours, 
but renewed (under the circum{tances above mentioned) if 
the difeafe fhould continue. 

6. Blifters fhould be applied to the wrifts and ankles, in 
common cafes, about the third or fourth day of the fever, if 
the pulfe be reduced, or the ficknefé at ftomach is trouble- 
fome. If the head be much affected, a blifter fhould be ap- 
plied to the neck or to the crown of the head, firit cuttm 
off the hair and fhaving it, and if the ftomach thould be mu 
affe€ted after the third or fourth day a large blifter fhould be 
applied to it. , 

7. In cafe of delirium with a languid pulfe, poultices of 
raw garlic, with a little — fhould be applied to the feet. 
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8. Frefh air fhould be admitted into fick rooms at alf 
times, and cool air in the beginning of the fever when the 
{kin is hot, and the pulfe full and tenfe. ‘In this late of 
the fever, the hands, feet and face fhould be wafhed, ‘ten or 
twelve times a-day, with cold water. In a-cool ftate of the 
fin, or when the body is covered with fweat, cool air and 
cold water are improper. 

9. Tre body and bed linen of the fick fhould be frequent- 
ly changed, and all offenfive matters difcharged from them, 
fhould be inftantly removed. 

In cafes of great weaknefs the patient fhould not be per- 
mitted to rife from his bed when under the operation of purg- 
ing phyfic, nor upon any other agcafion. 

10. Lhe drinks of fick people in the beginning of the fe- 
ver, fhould.be toaft and water, tamarind water, lemonade, 
currant jelly diffolved in water, apple water or barley water. 
In the latter flage of the fever, the drinks may be porter and 
water, claret and water, milk and water, or camomile tea. 

Weak tea and coffee may be taken in the beginning of the 
fever. In its fecond flage the patient may eat bread and 
milk with roa{ted apples or foft peaches, chocolate, fago, ta- 
pioca, ripe fruits, weak chicken or veal broth, and a little 
boiled chicken. 

It will be improper to depend exciufively upon any one of 
the above remedies. ‘The combined force of them all is 


barely fuflicient, in many cafes, to evercome this formidable 
difeafe. 
The following which we fuppofe to be the produ&ion of Dr. 
Currie, was pubdlifhed in the Gazette of the United States : 
DIRECTIONS 
How to efcape the Yellow Fever now prevalent in Philadelphia. 
Adarefled particularly to thofe citizens whofe circumftances 
will not permit them to comply with the recommenda- 
tions of the Managers of the Marine and City Hofpitals. 
‘The fever which at this time prevails in our unfortunate 
city and fuburbs, i is the very fame in kiad as that which pre- 
vailed in ’93 and ’g7, oceafioned by imported contagion, and’ 
was introduced into it for want of efficient health-laws, and 
the proper regulation of quarantines ; as I propofe to make 
appear im a future paper. 
This contagion, however, appears, from numerous obfer- 
vations, and the mott authentic faéts, to be capable of pro- 
ducing fever, only under perticular circumitances ; thefe cir- 
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camftances, removed or avoided, the contagion becomes in- 
active arid harmlefs. 

This fever had not been obferved to exift in Philadelphia, 
for more than thirty years, before the year ’93— and has ne- 
ver been known to exift in the winter feafon in this climate ; 
differing in this refpe&, from thofe contagious fevers that are 
bred in jails, hofpitals and prifons fhips; but perfectly re- 
fembling the plagues which have been introduced at different 
times into different maritime towns in Europe from certain 
parts of Africa, and the Turkifh dominions in Europe bor- 
dering upon Afia. 

The circumftances which render the contagion of the ycl- 
low fever active, and favour its fpreading or becoming epi- 
demic, appear to be, hot, rarified and ftagnant, or confired 
air, more efpecially when replete and altered in its fa!utary 
quality by putrid exhalations from dead vegetable and ani- 
mal fubftances. Under the recited circumftances the majori- 
ty of thofe who approach very near to, or come in contict 
with the fick, fo as to receive the exhalation: emitted by the 
lungs or fkin, become in the courfe of a few days, moft com- 
monly on the fifth or fixth day after fuch expofure, affected 
with the fame kind of fever, but as all that approach within 
the fame diftance to the fick do not afterwards tike the dii- 
eafe, though they have received the contagiou: particles into 
their bodies, it implies that their conftitutions are not diipo- 
fed to favour its operation, that is, that they are pofleiled of a 
power to refift its action or impreflion, or that the contayion 
mixing with the fluids in the ftomach, or with thofe in the 
arteries paffes out again, with fome of the ufual excretions. 

The circumttances which, in moft cafes, appear to give ef- 
fect to the contagion, fo as to produce fever, after it hasb en 
received into the circulation, through the medium of the fto- 
mach, lungs or fkin, appear to be fuch as have the power of 
inducing fudden and great debility in the feveral functions of 
the body, and confequent fpafm or conftriction of the ex- 
treme veffels, &c. | 

Among the chief of thefe, may be reckoned, fudden expo- 
fure to cold, after great fatigue, or after being greatly heated 
by exercife, and expofure to the fcorching rays of the fun, 

Intemperance, fucceeded by abftinence, frequent blood lets 
ting, purging, fafting, and conftant terror or dread of the dif- 
eafe, have alla fimilar effet, Whereas moderate and refrcth- 
ing exercife, the temperate ufe of fuch nourifhing food as has 
no tendency to ftimulate or inflame, and rather to preferve 
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the bowels laxative than otherwife, and the temperate ufe of 
diluted fermented liquors, particularly found bottled porter 
and claret, have the moft falutary effe@ in preventing the ope- 
ration of the contagion, and alfo of rendering the difeafe 
milder and more manageable by the phyfician, when it does 
attack, than when it occurs in thofe previoufly debilitated. 

The air in the open ftreets, I believe, never becomes fuf- 
ficiently contaminated by the contagious particles (let the pa+ 
tients be ever fo numerous in the honfes) to communicate 
the difeafe to any perfon walking in the middle of the ftreet, 
or even on the pavements, when the wind blows from the 
oppofite fide. This is a faét not only confirmed by the ob- 
fervations of the judicious and accurate Dr. Ruflel, in his 
account of a peftilential fever at Aleppo, and by all the phy- 
ficians that have publithed an account of the difeafe, as it has 
appeared in different parts of Europe, but is alfo eftablifhed 
by the events of laft year, and by thofe of ’93._ .. 

In the year’93, all the prifoners in the jail of Philadelphia, 
amounting to more than 200; the prifoners in the alms- 
houfe ; and the patients in the Pennfylvania hofpital, efcaped 
the diieafe, owing to the precaution of preventing the admif- 
fion of any fick or fufpicious perfon, as well as every infected 
article into thofe places. 

Ail the families, alfo, that remained in the city, and con- 
fined themfelves and their domeftics ftrictly to their own 
houfes, and fuffered no fick perfon, or any one lately recover- 
ed trom the diforder, or any material from an infected houfe, 
to come near them; and employed fome trufty perfon to 
furnifh them with marketing and other necelfaries, from 
fources free from infection, efcaped the difeafe without ex- 
ception. This wasalfo the cafe with all the farmers that at- 
tended the market, that cqutioufly avoided fleeping at, or go- 
ing into any of the chambers of the iaverns, or places where 
they put up. This could not have been the cafe, if the whole 
atmofphere of the city had been tainted, or replete with noxi- 
ous exhalations. 

By obferving the preceding rules and cautions, therefore, 
thofe inhabitants who cannot procure a retreat in the coun- 
try, may ring preferve themfelves from taking the fever, 

Thefe are confolatory fadts, drawn from experienced ob- 
fervers ; and they are facts that may be fitiy oppofed to the 
popular notions of contagion, fo apt to affect the imagination 
in moments of conflernation and difmay. 


Before I conclude, I think it proper to add, that I have 
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frequentiy feen perfons, whofe office it is to attend the fick, 
efcape the difeafe in large airy apartufents, without obferv- 
ing any precaution at all; but have feldom obferved this to 
be the cafe in {mall confined places unfavourable for ventila- 
tion, efpecially where the circumftances of the patient, would 
not admit of daily changes of the bed and body linen. Clean- 
linefs, daily changes of apparel, and free ventilation appear, 
therefore, to be effential for preyenting the contagious and 
malignant effects of the fever. 

Perhaps if phyficians and nurfes were ftudioufly to guard 
again{ft breathing when near the patient, and were never to 
{wallow their faliva; (by which it is probable the contagion 
is more frequently conveyed into the body than by any other 
means) were careful to rince their mouths with cold water 
and vinegar, brandy and water or wine, and frequently to 
chew fome agreeable aromatic fubltance ; were never to ap- 
proach the fick with an empty flomach, and were to rub half 
adrachm ora drachm of mercurial ointment upon their limbs 
every night till it occafioned tendernefs of the mouth, it 
would prevent the contagion from operating, or at leaft ren- 
der the difeafe much more mild and manageable when it did 
occur. 

As opinions require facts, and not names for their fup- 
port, I thall conceal mine under the fignature of

In confequence of the robbery, on the 2d of September, 
the banks of North-America and Pennfylvania, removed to 
Germantown on the 4th, and were foon afterwards followed 
by the bank of the United States. About this period, the 
corporation caufed a number of flalls to be erected at the 
Centre-Houfe Tavern, on Markct.{treet, for the accommo- 
dation of the citizens who had retired to the vicinity of the 
city, that they might be fupplied with the neceffaries of life, 
without expofing themfelves to the difeafe, by going into the 
heart of the city. 

The falutary effects of the addrefs of the Board of Health, 
of September :{t, began now to be difcovered—liberal dona- 
tions, for the relief of the poor, from all the neighbouring 
towns, in cafh, provifions, &c. were daily received.—The 
citizens of Baltimore were among the firft who engaged in 
this very humane duty. The following notification appeared 
in the Federal Gazette, of that city, fo early as Sept. Ota. 

“ To the Citizens of Baltimore. 
The alarming and diftreffed lituation of our brethren, of 
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the city of Philadelphia, calls loudly for the benevolent af-. 
filtance of all. “ 

‘«* For the purpofe of devifing ways and means, to relieve 
and comfort, as far as may be, all fuch perfons as are affli€ted 
by the prefent fore vifitation, a meeting of the citizens of 
Baltimore is requefted, at the pa gut 2 to-morrow morn- 
ing, at nine o’clock. 

“It is not thought necefiary to add further on this fubjeét, 
referring to the melancholy and affecting detail, publithed 
from the Health-Office, at Philadelphia, on the rft inftant, 
September. 

“ Baltimore, September 7. 
“« TOWN MEETING. 

« In confequence of the notice yefterday, given in the Fe- 
deral Gazette, a number of the refpectable inhabitants of 
this city, met at the court-houfe, when James Calhoun, 
mayor, was appointed chairman, and Jofeph ‘Townfend, fe- 
cretary. 

«¢ ‘The meeting proceeded to take into confideration the 
diftrefied circumftance of a number of the inhabitants of Phi- 
ladelphia, occafioned by a malignant diforder raging in that 
city and fuburbs, as being movingly reprefented by the com- 
munication of the Board of Health of that place, on the 
ft inant—and being defirous to afford fome afliftance to 
alleviate their prefent awful calamity, 

“© Do unanimoufly refolve, That a fubfcription be opened by 
the members of the City Council in each ward, for the pur- 
pofe aforefaid, and the money, when received, be paid into 
the hands of the mayor of the city, to be forwarded by him 
to the Board of Health at Philadelphia. 

«Tr is alfo earneftly recommended, that the city council 
aforefaid, proceed to folicit the donations of their fellow ci- 
tizens with all poffible expedition, and that the inhabitants 
manifeft a liberal difpofition on the occafion. 

“‘ Ordered, That the foregoing refolution and recommen- 
dation, be publifhed in the different newfpapers of this city 
for information.

To Wm. Jones, efq. Prefideni of the committee of Health at 
Philadelphia. 

I have fomewhere read that the widow’s mite was receiv- 
ed into the treafury, accept mine in the caufe of humanity ; 
’twas atrifle, but alas! A trifle is my ftore—-Would thofe 
who wallow in profperity, but feel the miferies of your devo- 
ted city, and offer in proportion to their abilities; your dif- 
trefles would not be fo feverely felt. My only unhappinefs 
' is, that my power is not equal to my with.

About the rath or 14th of September, the difeafe began to 
appear among the conviéts in the criminals’ jail. One died on 
the 17th, and two more on the 18th, and feveral were lying 
fick ; in confequence of which, the vagrant and untried ° 
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criminals, male and female, were removed to Morris’s Buil- 
dings. ‘The whole number of prifomers in the jail, at this 
time, including debtors, was about three hundred. 

On the 18th, feveral of them attempted to make their 
efcape by force, in abfence of the jailor. Perhaps they were part- 
ly led « this rafh act, to avoid the contagion which was then 
raging in the jail, and perliaps becaufe there was little dan- 
ger of being taken, from the unprotected ftate of the city. 
But, in this project, they were fruftrated, by the undaunted 
vigilance of Robert Wharton, Efq; then one of the alder- 
men of the city, now mayor, with a few alhftants; two of 
the criminals were fhot, and one wounded with a bayonet 
before the reft furrendered. 

In confequence of the above proceedings, and the feveral 
robberies, which had been committed; a number of the ci- 
tizens formed themielves into an affociation, for the protec- 
tion of the citv, during this deferted and unprotected period. 
Their proceedings will be noticed in the next chapter. 

The Board of Health,in order to remove, if poflible, the 
averfion retained againft the City Hofpital, and to induce 
the fick, who were deftitute of the conveniencies which their 
fituation required, to confent to be takemto the Hofpital, 
publithed the following comparative {tatement between the 
mortality at the City Hofpital, and that of the City and Li- 
berties :

«© The Board of Managers of the Marine and City Hef- 
pitals prefent to public view, the following fimple {tatement 
of comparative faéts, in order to remove prejudices, and juit-

‘¢ Tis not enough that the City Hofpital is amply provid- 
ed with every thing which can contribute to the comfort and 
cure of the fick, and is under the direction of a refident phy- 
fician, whofe medical {kill is no lefs an ornament to his pre- 
feffion than his benevolent and pisINTERESTED fervices are 
a blefling to fociery—Tis an Hofpital, and that is an infu- 
perable objection with the weak and the prejudiced. 

« Let incontrovertible faéts fpeak for themfelves—and 
take notice, that a vaft majority of the cafes are fent there in 
the moit defperate and protradted {tate of the difeafe.

“© Thefe facts cannot affe€t the well-earned reputation and 
meretorious fervices of the phyficians, in the City and Liber- 
ties, who have nobly remained at their pofts. 

«¢ The great number of patients, widely extended—con- 
fined fituations—bad nurfing—negligence in applying the 
prefcriptions, &c. are infurmountable obftacles in a aifeafe 
fo virulent. 3 

«© There will be compleated, to-morow, a fpacious and 
airy building, in addition to the comfortab!e accommodations 
already at the City Hofpital. 

‘¢ What is the obvious deduction from the preceding 
faéts ? Remove the fick immediately to the hofpital, and the 
well to the encampments, and the exceflive mortality will, of © 
courfe, fubfide.

The many valuable donations which had been received, 
and which were daily pouring in to the encampments,: and 
to the poor in the city, together with the money procured by 
loans, and the voluntary fubfcriptions of individuals, now 
enabled the Board of Health, Overfeers of the Poor, and the 
different committees, to render the fituations of the indigent 
tolerably comfortable.

They met at the Senate Chamber, in the State Houfe, on 
the Mondays, Wedneldays, and Fridays, of each week, from 
three to fix o’clock in the afternoon ; where they invited the 
indigent to apply for relief, and to bring with them certifi- 
cates from one or more refpectatle inhabitants, to evidence 
that their families were in fuch a fituation as to render it 
improper to remove to the tents, 

About the 2ift of September, the fever firft appeared 
ja the Pennfylvania Hofpital. It is fuppofed to have been 
introguced by one of the nurfes, who brought fome clothes 
lrom the city a few days previous. 

‘Lhe repeated robberies and thefts, induced the corpora- 
tion to double the number of ordinary watchmen; who, in 
janélion with the patrols, appointed by the citizens, con- 
tinued to guard the city both day and night. 

On the 22d of September, a number of the members of 
the focicty of Friends held their annual meeting; but ad- 
journed, oa account of the fever, till December. About fif- 
ty Friends, from diftrent parts of the country, attended this 
meeting. Of thefe, feventeen were foon after attacked with 
ihe fever, twelve of whom died. ‘The majority were attack- 
ed within five days after leaving the city, tho’ many of them 
refided here but one, and others only two days. 

About the end of September and the beginning of Octo- 
ber, the difeafe attained to its crifis. ‘The greateft number 
of new cafes, reported in one day, during the whole period 
of the calamity, was, one hundred and twenty-feven. This 
was on the 7th of September. On the 21ft, there were one 
hundred and twenty-fix new cafes reported. On the 1gth of 
September, thirty-two fick perfons were admitted into the 
City Hofpital; and, on the 26th of the fame month, fixteen 
died. ‘Inefe were the greateft number of admiflions and 
deaths that occurred. ‘The higheft number of patients, 
remaining in the Hofpital, was 164. “This was on the 
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22d of Sept. On the evening and night of the 27th, there 
was a great fall of rain, which fuddenly cooled theair. Pro- 
bably, in confequence of this, the mortality on the fucceed- 
ing day was greater than at any other period of the fever. 
One hundred and fix perfons were interred. 

By comparing the tables of new cafes, and of mortality, 
&c. as annexed, with the regifter of the weather, it will be 
found, that both new cafes and deaths were augmented in 
confequence of either rainy, damp, or fudden cool weather; 
but, that in a day or two afterwards, both were diminifhed. 





About the 24th of September, the following hand-bill, 
without cither date or fignature, was publifhed, diftributed 
and pofted up throughout the City and Liberties: 

« REFLECT BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE! 

«© Fettow-Crtizens! reflect upon your danger before it 
is too late. One hundred of us are attacked with the fever 
every day. One half of that number is daily carried to the 
grave. If we remain in town, it is probable that the fever 
will continue five or fix weeks longer; and, by that time, 
one-half of our number will have been fick !—and one-fourth 
of us will be no more! 

“© How different is the fituation of our friends in the coun- 
try and in the tents ! | 

« Two thoufand perfons in the tents have loft but feven- 
teen in twenty-five days, while the fame number in Philadel- 
phia have loft one hundred and feventy-eight. 

«¢ At the encampments,there is great plenty of good food : 

«¢ In town it is refolved to give nothing to the poor who 
are able to go. 


«¢ WHY DO YOU PREFER FAMINE, SICKNESS

From the 1 of O€tober, the difeafe gradually abated.— 
The annual election of reprefentatives was held at the State- 
Houfe on the gth, when many hundreds of citizens came to 
the city to give their votes.—On the roth, only 14 inter- 
ments occurred. In confequence of which, many families 
returned to their homes; but, in order to prevent the fa- 
tal confequences which might accrue from a premature re- 
turn of the exiled, the Board of Health publifhed the fol- 
lowing : : 
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Health. Office, O&ober 11, 1798. 

The Board of Managers of the Marine and City Hefpitals, 
felicitate their fellow-citizens on the rapid decline of the 
prevailing fever fince the 1{t inft.—the profperous ftace of the 
City Hofpital, and enlivening profpe€&t of a fpeedy termina- 
tion of the calamity, which has overwhelmed our city. None 
can more affiduoufly defire the return of their fellow-citizens, 
in /afety, to the comforts of their own fire-fide ; but they de- 
precate the confequences of precipitation, where fo much 
caution and prudence is required. 

The apprehenfion of the Board has been awakened, by the 
too-hafty return of many individuals, who have inconfiderate- 
ly hazarded their own health and the public welfare; fever- 
al of whom, the Board are forry to add, have been feized 
with the fever fhortly after their return. 

The weather, fince the 6th inft. has been extremely un- 
favourable, and the number of the fick have confiderably en- 
creafed ; which would evidently be augmented by the ac- 
cumulation of perfons, particularly thofe from a pure at- 
mofphere. The Board earneftly folicit public attention to 
confiderations fo important ; and entreat the forbearance of 
rsa fellow-citizens, until returning health fhall invite them 

ome, 

The Board cannot too ftrongly imprefs the propriety and 
neceflity of cleanfing and purifying, (previous to the return 
of the inhabitants,) the bedding, cloathing, and houfes, in 
which the difeafe has exifted; for which purpofe, they re- 
commend the liberal ufe of lime. They alfo repeat their re- 
commendation to the Commiflioners, to have the pumps fre- 
quently and copioufly worked, as the water is now extremely 
offenfive and unwholefome. 

The Board affure their fellow-citizens, that whenever the 
health of the City and Liberties fhall be fo reftored, as to 
admit the return of the inhabitants with fafety, not a moment 
fhall be delayed in announcing the glad tidings.

Notwithftanding this exhortation of the Board of Health, 
many families, whofe fituations in the country, was, perhaps, 
not very agreeable, returned to the city. It was doubtlefs 
in confequence of this, that both the new cafes and deaths 
fuftained an increafe. Many Paragraphs appeared in the 
new(fpapers, difluading the citizens from returning, until the 
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Board of Health fhould notify to them that the danger no 
longer exifted. Even examples were mentioned: the moft 
ftriking of which was the cafe of the family of John Light- 
body, bookbinder. They returned to the city about the 15th 
of October, together with another family, each confifting 
of three perfons: the whole were taken fick, and five died. 
The daughter of Mr. Lightbody, only, furvived. 

Towards the end of October, a remarkable change of weas 
ther took place ; froft and fnow appeared, and put a fudden 
check to the difeafe. On the 1ft of November, the Board of 
Health difcontinued their daily reports. The City Hofpital 
was clofed, and the following confolatory addrefs, invited 
citizens to their homes : 


 Health-Offiice, November 1, 1798. 
“< Fellow-Citizens, 


«: THE period fo ardently defired, by us all, has at length 
arrived.—Our beft information and judgment, corroborated 
by the opinion of the phyficians, we believe, warrants us in 
announcing to you, the reftoration of general health to our 
afflicted City and Liberties; and, that the citizens may re- 
turn with fafety, if proper precautions are taken in cleafing 
and airing the houfes, bedding, and clothing; correcting the 
exhalations from the privies, by the plentiful ufe of lime, and 
working copioufly the private, as well as public, pumps. 

‘In the termination of a painful duty, we cannot reprefs 
our fentiments of refpe€tful veneration for the unexampled 
benevolence and charity which you have difplayed—the fuf- 
fering fick, the widow, and the fatherlefs have been cherifh- 
ed; and hundreds of grateful fellow-creatures have been 
wrefted from the grafp of difeafe and death, by your boun- 
ty.—Thefe virtues are a certain pledge, that the objects 
which you have fafely conducted through the terapett of 
difeafe, will not be abandoned to the miferies of an incle- 
ment winter.

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CHAPTER IV. 


Summary of the proceedings at the City Hofpital—Encampments 
on the Schuylkill, and Mafters’s place—Afficiation for the 
protection of the city—Robbery of the bank—Proceedings in 
the jail—and at different parts of the union, during the ca- 
amity: 


! AVING, in the preceding pages, traced the rife, pro- 
greis, and decline of the difeafe, we now proceed, ina fum- 
mary manner, to mention fome occurrences, which could 
not be previoufly noticed, without interfering with the ge- 
neral conneCtion of fubject. 

The moft important proceedings of the Board of Health, 
we have thought proper to notice, as they are replete with 
information to the various ftages of the calamity.—No clafs 
or body of men were of more fervice to the city, throughout 
the whole gloomy period, than thefe individuals.* Their 
indefatigable exertions—their arrangements in the city, and 
at the City Hofpital, with thofe of the Overfeers and Guar- 
dians of the poor, for alleviating diftrefs, were judicious and 
falutary. It was the general cuftom of the Board to meet 
and deliberate every morning at 11 o’clock. They framed 
the regulations for the management of the City Hofpital, 
and faw that they were properly executed. Mefirs. William 
Jones, William Dawfon, and (previous to his death) Ifaac 
Price, were the members who moft frequently vifited the 
Hofpital for this purpofe. The burial of the dead was like- 
wife conducted by the regulations of the Board: they pro- 
vided coflins, hearfes, &c. Moft of the coffins (rough pine 
boxes) were made in the jail by convicts. In the height of 
tlle difeafe, the deaths were fo numerous, that the Board 
found it neceflary to employ common carts: the number of

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hearlfes were inadequate; and even, with this gfliftance, 
they were frequently under the neceflity of conveying the 
dead to the grave in the fame coachees which carried the fick 
to the Hofpital. T'wo, and even three bodies were often car- 
ried together: about twelve hearfes and carts, and three 
coacheeg, were in conftant employ. An improvement was 
made, for the more eafy conveyance of the fick patients, in 
the advanced ftage of their ficknefs. They could not be re- 
moved, without injury, in the coachees. The Board caufed 
three fwing carriages to be made, by which the fick could 
lay at their whole length in a bed, fufpended from the thafts, 
between the wheels. ‘Thus, they were conveyed with fuch 
eafe, as ameliorated fome of the former confequent diftrefles, 
without being difturbed by the jolting of the carriage. The 
carriages, with horfes, ftood always ready, in the o/d,Potter’s 
Field. ‘

The City Hofpital fiands on a low, flat piece of ground, 
on the eait bank of the Schuylkill, in Saffafras-ftreet, with a 
tract of marfhy ground in front: The fituation cannot be 
healthy. Formerly it was occupied for a tavern, when the 
fummer-houfes, in the garden, were ere€ted.—The build- 
ings, for the accommodation of the fick, confilt of two large 
frame houfes: their form is an oblong fquare, two ftories 
high. The largeft was erected, during the prevalence of the 
lait calamity, when the other was inadequate to contain the 
number of fick. The fummer-houfes were covered with 
canvafs, and a few {mall fheds were erected for the con- 
valefcent. There are alfo {tz ules and other out-houfes.—The 
management of the hofpital was entrufted to the phyficians, 
a fteward and a matron, under the infpection of the Board of 
Health. It was opened for the reception of the fick about 
the 8th of Auguit. They were placed under the care of 
Drs. Phyfick and Cooper; gentlemen, eminent for medical 
{kill and goodnefs of heart.—They made a voluntary offer of 
their fervices to the Board.—There Dr. Cooper died, a vic~ 
tim to the contagion, much regretted. Dr.Ruth aflifted as con- 
fulting phyfician, and Drs. May and Watt were appointed to 
compound the medicines, &c. From the 6th of September, and 
to the 6th of OGober, there were never lefs thaa one hundred 
patients in the Hofpital, nor more than one hundred and 
fixty-four.—Medicine, fruit, wine, changes of linen, and 
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every other article, neceffary for relief, comfort, and accofit- 
modation, were amply provided. 

The fcenes of diftrets which the Hofpital exhibiced, were 
truly difmal :—there we could hear the groans—the moan- 
ings—-and the heavy fighs of * the hundreds fick.” No con- 
nexions were near to vic w their diftrefs, or to foothe, with the 
tear of friendthip, their « little hour.” When the coachees, 
which brought out the fick, arrived, often might be feen an 
affrightened patient enter, fupported by ftrange Nurfes, and 
bedewing his or her cheeks with tears. The nurfes were often 
obliged to hoid the patient in bed by force, when {truggling 
with delirium, and others feemed to fleep out their life with- 
out any feeling, while the fcreams of many were heard at a 
diftance. Some bled from the mouth and nofe, and the black 
vomit iffued, in ftreams, from others. Two, and frequently 
three, were placed in one coffin. ° 

The men and women occupied different wards. Particu- 
lar attention was paid by the nurfes to the fick, both day and 
night.—No complaints have been made; but letters of thanks 
have frequently been fent to the phyficians and managers 
for kind treatment and attention. 

Few of the nurfes at the Hofpital were attacked with the 
difeafe, although expofed to concentrated contagion. It was 
often cuitomary for them to fleep on the fame bed with the 
fick, and fome have been known to {wallow a portion of the 
juices of the fick, without experiencing any injury.—Dr. 
Phyfick informed us, that he has frequently feen a nurfe 
helping a patient to a {poonful of food, and taking another, 
herfelf, alternately: that he has alfo feen them eat the fruit 
that has been gnawed by the fick. One or two inftances 
occurred of wives nurfing their hufbands in the Hofpital, and 
mothers their children; none of which took the difeafe, tho’ 
lying on the fame bed. During the whole period of the 
ficknefs, there were 899* perfons admitted into the Hofpital, 
of which 518 died. 





The City Hofpital burial-ground, was the general recep- 
tacle for the dead, from the beginning of Auguft to the firft of 
November. Graves were dug, at the commencement of 
the calamity, for every corpfe ; but, afterwards, two or three 
were put into one pit. The accumulated mortality, which 
commenced about the end of Auguft, rendered this mode

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impracticable. A more expeditious method of interment 
was adopted. A large trench was dug, in which the cof- 
fins were piled upon each other. It was conducted in fuch 
a manner, that the frefh mould, dug from one end, covered 
the dead in another; while the hearfes were drove to the 
bottom of the trench, where they depofited the bodies. In 
twe of thefe trenches, upwards of fifteen hundred were in- 
terred; twelve or fourteen diggers were employed. ‘They 
remained, as obferved before, in the field, night_and day. 
Sheds were conf{tructed for their accommodation. Some 
were buried in this ground, who are not mentioned in our 
lit. It was not untrequent for the grave-diggers to find a 
dead body in the morning, which had been thrown over the 
fence during the preceding night. 





After moft of the citizens, whofe circumftances would 
permit, had fled to the country, the poor began, generally, to 
fuffer, and the difeafe fuflained no abatement. It rather con- 
tinued to fpread, and little hope remained that it would ter- 
minate, until it fhould be deftroyed by froft. A removal of 
the healthy was the only hope left for its mitigation. The 
Board of Health, in junction with the Guardians of the Poor, 
concerted meafures for the conitruclion of temporary tents. 
Thefe were foon afterwards erected om the banks of Schuyl- 
kill, between Spruce and Chefnut-{ireets. ‘hey were ready 
by the 24th of Auguft, where fugitives crouded. A certifi- 
cate was neceflary, to gain admiflion, from fome refpetable 
citizen, with an application to any of the following gentle- 
men, who were appointed a joint committee from the Bogrd 
of Health and Guardians of the Poor to fuperintend this en- 
campment: Peter Mierken, Ifaac Price, James Oldden, 
John Kehr. ‘ 

They crouded, in the greateft abundance, from the fouth 
parts of the City and Southwark: They were accommodated 
with every neceflary of life, principally from the donations 
of the opulent. The tents were made of canvafs, and 
floored with boards. Here nineteen hundred and fifty perfons 
were fed, and fome of them cloathed! While we admire 
the liberality of the public, which was difplayed on this occa- 
fion, we are induced to mention, that in many inftances, ad- 
vantages were taken. Many fordid fouls removed, and were 
fed and cloathed, who poflefled independent refources. ‘The 
names of freeholders, who hold property to the amount of 
feveral thoufands of dollars, could be mentioned, who here 
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robbed the poor of their pittance. The liberal hand muft move 
reluctant, under an idea of fuch a diabolical practice. Credit is 
due to the committee who fuperintended this eftablifhment, 
for both their attention and trouble. The rules which they fra- 
med were judicious,and well adapted to the fituationand man- 
ners of each clafs. Some, as might naturally be fuppofed, were 
not the molt orderly ; fuch were either fent to Morris’s Build- 
ings, or confined in a temporary prifon, at the encampment. 
Guards were ftationed with arms, to preferve order, and pre- 
vent any individuals from trefpafling the rules. Schools, 
for the in{truCtion of children, were inftituted ; at which 137 
male, and 143 female children, attended. The hearty men 
were employed, in digging the canal. Public worfhip was 
performed on Sundays; and medical advice, and attendance 
was given by Dr. S. Duffield. 

About the beginning of November, the committee were 
in need of cloathing for infants. ‘They publifhed the fol- 
lowing : 

The Committee appointed for the fuperintendance of the 
‘Tents, on Schuylkill, acknowledge with gratitude and fincere 
fatisfaction, the generous liberality of donations that they 
have experienced. It is with deference to public opinion and 
public compaflion, that they inform their feeling fellow-citi- 
zens, that they have near feventy pregnant women, who will, 
’ere they leave the encampment, ftand in not only need, but 
neceflity of cloathing for their infants. To mothers, whofe 
hearts can beat with fondnefs to their offspring—to thofe 
amiable young ladies, whofe beft and benevolent affections 
are extended to the {fmiling babe—to fathers, who have it in 
theim power, this refpectful requeft is addrefled.

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They cannot find language energetic enough to thank 
them; but, when they are informed, that they have put it in 
the power of the committee, tc cloathe the naked, to fave 
the fhivering child from perifhing, and to fend the infant 
warm, and the mother happy away, their own benevolent and 
feeling hearts, will afford them the beft of gratifications.

Eight humdred and feventy-nine perfons were relieved at 
this encampment, for nearly nine weeks. 





About the beginning of September, another encampment 
was erected at Mafters’ Place, near the Mill-Pond, on the 
road to Germantown, about two miles from the city, for the 
fame benevolent purpofe as that on the Schuylkill ; to which 
the fugitives, principally from the Northern-Liberties and 
Kenfington, flocked. John Infkeep, Jonathan Robefon, and 
Ifaae W. Morris, were appointed a committee for its fuper- 
intendance. It was compofed of wooden fheds, comforta- 
ble, convenient, and, in every refpect, adapted to the occafion ; 
efpecially when it is confidered that they were erected in 
eight or ten days, and accommodated upwards of fqwo 
thoufand perfons. Befides the lodging-fheds, there were ere¢t- 
ed an hofpital, a large ftore-houfe, and office, a bake-houfe 
and oven, and five kitchens, with eight large fire-places. 
This encampment was fituated on a well-chofen fpot, and 
laid out in regular order: the ftreets interfeéted each other. 
The rules and regulations, which were printed and pofted up 
in different places in the encampment, do honour to the 
committee. Spirituous liquors were prohibited, except in 
cafes of fuppofed neceflity. Slight offences were punifhed, bY 
withholding provifions for a reafonable time; and, for thofe 
ef a more aggravated nature, the offender was expelled. Atl 
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intercourfe withthe city was cut off, except on urgent occa- 
fions. This was enforced, by placing centinels, at proper dif- 
tances, around theencampment. Scavengers were appoint- 
ed,.whofe duty it was, every morning, to remove all the filth, 
and to throw frefh earth into the neceflaries; and, in every 
other refpe€t, the utmoft attention was paid to cleanlinefs. 
‘They were abundantly fupplied with provifions of every kind; 
the arrangement for the delivery of the rations was well plan- 
ned, and the moft fcrupulous regard to juftice obferved in 
the diftribution. The decorum; which was fo eminently 
maintained in the encampment, amongft characters, too, fome 
of which were not the moft amiable, refle& great honour 
both on the fuperintendants, and the example of many virtu- 
ous families, who refided there. The firft public addrefs of 
the fuperintendants was on the reth of September: they in- 
formed the public, that they ftood in need of vegetables, 
ftraw, &c. for the ufe of the diftrefled citizens, who had ta- 
ken refuge there; and they hoped that they would experience 
the fame jiber: lity which had been extended to the Schuylkill 
encampment ; having the fame laudable objz& in view. 
This public intimation produced an abundant fupply. On 
the 28th of the fai me month, the committee publicly ac- 
know! edged, that the liberality which they had experienced, 
furpafled all expeCtation: that feveral villages and neigh- 
bourhoods in New-Jerfey, had been eminently bountiful on 
this occafion; that the fupplies which they had occafionally 
received, had been abundant, except in articles of cloathing : 
they had received fome very handfome donations in that line ; 
but not in fuflicient abundance to fupply their prefling and 
numerous wants: that the number, under their care, was 
daily encreafing, and already amounted to upwards of thirteen 
hundred perfons, compofed ‘of both fexes, from one hour to 
eighty yearsold; but, that the greater proportion of them, 
ere helplefs women and children. About two hundred of 
bis children were at the breaft, the mothers of whom were 
generally without fhoe or ftocking. The committee fug- 
gelted, that linfey, flannels, and woollen ftockings, would be 
particularly acceptable, as well as every defcription of fe- 
cond-hand and ready-made cloathing. From this period, the 
lifts of donations fwelled with individual bounty. Our ci- 
tizens feemed to vie with each other who fhould be the 
moft liberal. Drs. Currie and Dewees, gratuitoully offered 
their fervices to the committee. Great attention and care 
was beftowed upon the fick in this encampment, which 
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was numerous. A few had the yellow fever. Thefe gentle- 
men recéiveda public declaration of thanks from the committee. 
The inhabitants of this encampment returned to their 
homes, generally, about the 1ft of November}; but not before 
they had publithed a grateful and affectionate tribute of 
«laudable praife to their meritorious committee. 
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dols. cts.

It is a melancholy truth, that the moft awful afflictions 
which befal our fellow-creatures, are not fufficient to awa- 
ken, in fome minds, even the feelings of fympathy. Callous to 
every fentiment of humanity, and dead to every principle of 
virtue, fome wretches, who, to the eternal difgrace of the 
human character, were fo totally depraved, that while 
walking even “in the valley of the fhadow of death,” medi- 
tated and committedthe moft abominablecrimes. While every 
virtuous mind was filled with fympathetic forrow for that 
general gloom, which hovered over the city, there were vil- 
lains lurking abcut, watching every opportunity, during the 
abfence of the citizens, to commit robbery on their deferted 
houfes. Notwithitanding that the number of ordinary watch- 
men had been augmented, and patrols appointed to watch 
it during the day, feveral robberies were committed. The 
bank of Pennfylvania,. as obferved before, was robbed ; 
and attempts were ‘made by the prifoners in the cri- 
minals jail to efcape. A confideration of thefe circum- 
ftances, and the general unguarded ftate of the city, indu- 
ced a number of private citizens, to aflociate for the purpofe 
of affording it better protection. 
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Of this aflociation, the following gentlemen were chofer 

officers : 
John D. De Lacy, 
Edward Pole, in the city. 
Jofeph Wright, 

William Mansfield, in the Nothern Liberties. 

George Young, Southwark. 

The aflociation informed the public, that their intentions 
were merely to have a body of men ready to turn out, armed 
and equipped, on any fudden emergency, or to mount guard 
at any of the prifons, or elfewhere,if neceflary ; by thus being 
ready with arms and ammunition, to repair, at the firft notice, 
to their re{peCtive alarm pofts, that they might a& with the 
greateft promptitude and efficiency, and that the civil magif- 
trates and other good citizens might know where to find a 
body of men, prepared, to enforce a due obedience to the 
laws, and preferve order and tranquility. 

The citizens were informed that in cafes of fire, or riot 
in the city, the o/d Potter’s-Field was ‘chofen as the alarm 
poft, or rallying point, from its central fituation, and con- 
tiguity to both jails and Morris’s Building, then the place of 
confinement for vagrants ; in the Northern Liberties, the 
city-hall or town-houfe; and in Southwark, Little’s {chool 
houfe, to which all the members of the aflociation were to re- 
pair equipped, and there await the orders or prefence of 
their own officers, a magiftrate, or other civil officer. 

The alarm was to be given by firing a field piece. 





Robbery of the Bank of Pennfylvania. 

On the night of the 4th of Auguft, fome villains entered the 
bank, and made an unfuccefsful attempt to force open the 
doors of the cath vault, and to pick the lock of an iron cheft ; 
but the inititution fuftained no lofs; as it was apprehended 
thatthe attempt would be renewed, and confidering the in- 
fecurity of the building, and the impoflibility of making fuch 
repairs to it as would render it fafe, the porters were armed, 
and dire€led to fleep in the banking-houfe, in order to guard 
againft the fuceefs of future attempts. The immediate re- 
moval of the bank to Carpenter’s-hall was propofed. This 
building, from its conftructicn, and the improvements which 
had been made to it, when in the occupancy of the Bank of 
the United States, was thought perfectly fecure ; but previ- 
oufly to the removal, which toek»place on the Saturday fol- 
lowing, a new patent lock was put tothe outer door, and twe

iron doors were fitted to the cath vault, with locks which had 
been ufed for the boek vault, and which were of a better con- 
ftruction than any which could at that time be procured in 
the city. The precaution of obliging the porters to fleep inthe 
Bank was continued, and the watchmen were charged to be 
particularly vigilant. 

Thomas Cunningham, the porter, who is fiace dead, flept 
there alone, and early in the morning of Sunday the 2d of 
September, Mr. Annefley, the runner, having occafion to go 
to the Bank, found the back door of the banking houfe open; 
and looking into the banking room, he difcovered the doors 
of the back vault likewife open. He immediately roufed 
Cunningham, who was afleep up ftairs; they found all the 
windows fecured, the back door unbarred, and the doors of 
the cafh vault unlocked. Upon an examination of the houfe, 
it was found that the locks had been opened by falfe keys, for 
no injury was done to the wards of any of them, nor was 
there any appearance of force having been ufed. 

The lofs which the inftitution had fuftained, amounted to 
one hundred and fixty-two thoufand eight hundred and twenty- 
one dollars and fixty-one cents. 


Every exertion was made to difcover the perpetrators of | 


this flagrant’ robbery. Advertifements were publifhed 
throughout the United States, cautioning the public againft 
the receipt of the poft-notes ftolen. Confiderable rewards 
were offered for the apprehenfion of thofe concerned in the 
robbery, in addition to that of one thoufand dollars, promifed 
in the governor’s proclamation. ‘Several perfons were ar- 
refted upon fufpicion, and amongft thofe was Patrick Lyon, 
the fmith, who was employed in fitting the iron doors of the 
cath vault, and without whofe privity it is believed this robbery 
has not been committed.” 

After unceafing vigilance they had the fatisfaction to dif- 
cover the perpetrator of this daring robbery, fo that the 
whole amount of the property ftolen was recovered, except 
about three thoufand two hundred dollars, 

One Ifaac Davis, a carpenter, had an account open in this 
bank : The firft circumitance which excited fufpicions a- 
gainft him, was a depoilit of 16,000 dollars. Enquiry was 
made refpecting his circumftances and character, which 
were found to be fuch, as to induce the officers of the bank 
to watch his conduét. Onthe 17th of November, he made 
another depofit of 3,910 dollars. The fufpicions were now 
increafed, and it was thought proper to enquire at the other 
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banks, whether he had made any depofits with them ? when 
fuch information was obtained, as left no doubt but that he 
was the robber. He was then apprehended, and, partly by 
threats, and partly by promife of ap interceflion with the go- 
vernor ‘es his pardon, the confeflion of his guilt was extor- 
ted from him. 

His difclofures criminated only Thomas Cunningham, 
the late porter, and himfelf ; for, he repeatedly declared, that 
they alone were concerned in the robbery. It was remarked, 
that Thomas Cunningham {flept in the bank the night that 
the robbery was committed, and that he was taken iil of the 
yellow fever the day after - and died in the courfe of the 
week. Davis faid that they had divided the money ftolen, 

_and that the depofits he had made in the different banks, 
were part of his fhare. He affured them that he had re- 
turned all he was pofleiled of, and that the remainder of the 
property ftolen, would be found at the houfe where Cun- 
ningham died. They fearched the houfe defcribed, but with- 
out fuccefs. Davis was informed that unlefs he evade a full 
diiclofure, he would be committed to prifon, and his houfe 
fearched: By threats and proiifes, he acknowledged that he 
had vifited Cunningham the day he was taken ill, and had 
received from him the remainder of the money ftolen, a 

great part of which he had ftill fecreted. ‘They had then re- 
covered in all 158.999 dollars and 53 cents: Davis alfo af- 
figned over property which had coft him a fhort time before 
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Davis declared that the plan of the robbery originated with 
Cunningham, who procured the falfe keys, and that he does 
not know who made them. 

The tenor of this is taken from the report of the commit- 
tee, of the State Aflembly, who were appointed to make en- 
quiry on the fubje€t. They received their information from 
the officers of the bank. The attempt on the 4th of Auguft, 
and the robbery on the 1ft September, were fuppofed to be 
committed by the fame perfons. It does not appear evident 
that Cunningham, the porter, had any concern in the rob- 
bery. He was found afleep in the bank next morning ; nei- 
ther his conduct nor countenance difcovered the leaft fymp- 
toms of guilt, even to make him fufpeéted. None of the 
money was found with him, when he died. No evidence 
but that of Davis, appears to criminate him ; and his death 
prevents his pleading in his own defence. It is not uncom- 
mon, in criminal cafes, for the innocent to fuffer punifh- 
ment for the guilty: That Mr. Lyon, who fitted the doors 
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to the cath vault, fhould, at firft, be implicated, was, perhaps 
wutural; but, after the perpetrator was difcovered, and after 
Mr. Lyon was difeharged, by a grand jury, from the charges 
alleged againft him, an idea fhould not be impreffed upon 
the public mind, founded upon pre/umption only, that he ts 
the man, “ without whofe privity, it is believed, this robbery has 
not been committed.” This is cruel, and injurious to an ingenia 
ous, induftrious tradefman, who required the prefervation of 
character, to render his talents ufeful to himfelf, and to the 
public. 





A convii, named Bradley, was the firft perfon attacked 
in the criminals’ jail. “He was confined in a cell. At this 
time, it raged in an alley that runs from Filth-ftreet, near 
to the jail-wall, oppofite to the cells; from whence it is fup- 
pofed to have reached Bradley, whofe window it fronted.— 
He was removed on the 8th of September, and died in afew 
hours afcer. From him, the difeafe communicated to other 
prifoners ; the number of which, including debtors, amoun- 
ted to upwards of three hundred. Shortly afterwards, the 
vagrants, and prifoners confined for petty offences, were re- 
moved to Morris’s-Baildings, and the debtors to Norrif- 
town: The conviéts, amounting to about one hundred and 
fixty, and untried of prifoners, near an hundred, then, only, 

emained in gaok Mr. Smith, the jailor, on the appear- 
ance of the difeafe, became alarmed.’ He relinquifhed 
his charge on the 8th of September, and removed to 
the country. Robert Wharton, Efq. a vigilant and aétive 
magiftrate, now mayor of our city, then aflumed it. He 
refided there, and performed all the dutics of jatlor, until 
fhortly after the 17th of September, when he was afhfted by 
Mr. Peter Helm; who, afterwards, took upon himfelf the 
charge. ‘Uhe fervices rendered -by Mr. Helm, during the 
calamity in 1793, when he prefided at Bufh-Hill-Hofpital, 
and in 1797, when he fuperintended the City-Hofpital, at 
the Wigwam, together wit! his fervices this year, jufily en- 
title him to thanks. He was aétive in thefe different capa- 
cities, and zealoufly and undauntedly run into danger—but, 
the palm feems to reft upon cther characters: Like the pea- 
cock in the fable, which cther birds wifhed to vie with, fome 
have been plucking his feathers. 

After Mr. Helm took charge of the jail, he refided there 
day and night—watched the convicts, and attended the fick, 
alternately. Some of the keepers left the jail fhortly after 
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Mr. Smith. Others were taken fick. Their places were 
fupplicd by conttables, &c. The fick prifoners were atten- 
ded by Dr. Benjamin Duffield. He caufed every humane 
and falutary meafure to be adopted for their accommodation. 
They were removed from the healthy, to a ward in the eaft 
wing, which wds converted into an hofpital. The convalef- 
cenis were kept in a feparate apartment. Strict attention was 

aid to cleanlinefs, for the better fecurity againft the fpread- 
ing of the difeafe. The green wood was removed from the 

ard; all rubbage and putrifiable materials, were carried off: 

he cbftructed water-channel was cleared: The pavement 
was frequently wafhed, and kept wet and coel, by means of 
the pump ; and the fleeping wards, were, as ufual, conftant- 
ly venrilated. ‘To thefe precautions, which were adopted by 
dire€tion of Mr. Caleb Lownes, with their fimple healthy di- 
et, and the entire prohibition of every kind of liquor, is, per- 
haps, to be afcribed, the fuccefsful efcape of fo large a propor- 
tion of the prifoners. ‘The difeafe fpread through every quar- 
ter of the jail. ‘* Dutch Hannab’, a convict, was the firit vic- 
tim in the weft wing, where the females are kept. Several 
of the convicts voluntarily offered their fervices as nurfes, 
and attended the fick with tenderne{s and attention. One 
John Brown was the firft that made this laudable offer.— 
He was taken fick, and died. There were, in all, forty-four 
cafes in the jail ; of which, rwenty-feven paid their laft debt to 
Nature. Nine were fent to the City-Hofpital ; two of which, 
only, recovered. ‘Thirty-five were attended in jail ; twenty 
of thefe furvived. 

On the 18th of Auguft, fome of the prifoners in the eait 
wing attempted to cfeape. Perhaps they were inftigated 
from a confideration of the unguarded ftate of the ci- 
ty—the abfence of the jailor—and a with to efcape from the 
fever. They took the advantage of a vifit from the phyfician. 
They feized upon the key of their apartment—forced their 
way out, knocked down Mr. Evans, a conflable, then one of 
the afliftant-keepers, and called to the convid's in the yard 
to come to their affiftance. Mr. Wharton, who was in a dif- 
ferent part of the jail, on hearing the alarm, went immedi- 
ately to the aiuitance of the keepers. Miller, the ring-leader, 
had an axe lifted to di/pateh Mr. Evans, which Mr. R.Whar- 
ton, and Mr. G. Gats, an afliftant-keeper, obterving, pre- 
vented, by well-directed balls from their mufkets, which 
broke the bone of his right arm, and entered his body.— 
Mr. Wharton and Mr. Gafs fired at the fame time: the ball 
from the latter, it was generally iuppofed, proved fatal.

Another of the affailants, of the name of Vaughan, ftruck 
Mr. Evans with a bar of iron. He then retreated to his 
apartment. Evans purfued him, and lodged a ball in his 
lungs. He furvived it about twenty-four hours. A Ne- 
gro conviét wounded another by a bayonet. They even- 
tually drove the gang into their apartments. During the 
difturbance, the convicts behaved well: They did not even 
fhow a with to aid the offenders. The bravery and prompt 
exertions of Mr. Wharton, deferve a high encomium.—Join- 
ed by Mr. Evans and Mr. Gafs, the defigns of thefe incorri- 
gible villains were happily fruftrated, and the city, in all pro- 
bability, only thus preferved from devaftation and pillage. 

An unfuccefsful attempt was afterwards made by two of 
the criminals, who were confined in the eaft dungeon.— 
They had nearly effected their efcape, by undermining the 
wall, when firft difcovered. 

On the night of the 18th of October, feven of the prifoners 
were fuccefsful in making their efcape. They undermined 
the wall of the eaft wing, and got off; and only two of the 
banditti were taken. 

Several fea-port towns inthe United States, befides Phila- 
delphia, have been inflicted with the fame calamity this fum- 
mer. It vifited New-York about the 28th or 30th of July, 
nearly at the fame period as itdid here. The firft public 
intimation of its introduction there, was made on the 6th of 
Auguft. The citizens did not generally leave the town till 
the end of Auguft, and towards the beginning of Septem- 
ber. Then the difeafe had made confiderable progrefs. The 
deaths amounted from twenty-three to twenty-five a-day.— 
It is eftimated, that one-third to one-half of the whole inha- 
bitants left that city. It continued to rage till the 8th or roth 
of November. During this period,the deaths amounted to two 
thoufand and eighty-fix. One thoufand five hundred and 
twenty-four, of thefe, fell vitims toits rage. The enquiries 
made, to afcertain its caufe, have generally been directed to 
thofe objects which tend to prove its domeftic origin. Hence, 
perhaps, it is, that this idea is the moft prevalent there. 

Its introduction in Bofton happened about the firft of 
July. On the 4th of Auguft, the feleétmen had a con- 
fultation with the phyficians : From whofe reports, it appear- 
ed, that only fixteen perfons had died with that difeafe fince 
its firft appearance; and that there were but ten perfons 


then fick; That in all the eafes, the probability was, thay 
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<¢ the infeétion was taken in or near the Town-dock.” That 
the difeafe did not appear,in any initance, to be communica- 
ted from one perfon to another; ‘no phyficien, nurfe, or 
attendant on the fick, having, at that time, taken the difor- 
der.” 

Atthe fame confultation, the phyficians gave their opinion, 
that lobfters and ayfters, at that feafon of the. year, and until 
the middJe of September, were extremely pernicious to the 
health, and predifpofed the body to putrid diforders. 

From this time, a regular report of the number of deaths 
and of the fick,was publifhed, by order of the feleétmen, fign- 
ed by Wm. Cooper, town-clerk. On the 2othiof Auguft, there 
were twenty fick; on the 31/t, they increafed to thirty- 
two, and continued to increafe until the 26¢li of September, 
when there were ninety feven cafes. Afterwards, it gradu- 
ally abated until the 6th of October; when it was checked 
at the approach of froft, and a fucceflon of cold weather.— 
On the 18th, the inhabitants were inyited ta return from 
exile, 

It made its appearance at Port(mouth, (N. H.) about 
the 2oth of July, and raged uatil the beginni uing of O€tober. 
Previous to the 2oth of Augult, eleven perfons died, feven- 
teen were fick on the 24th, five on the 10th of Septem- 
ber ; and but only one cafe appeared on the ¢th of Octaber. 
A committee of health was inftituted: they made their firs 
report on the aoth of Augult.. Whether its inhabitants ge- 
nerally afcribe this fcourge te importation, or to domettic 
origin, cannot be determined by us, nos, perhaps, by them. 

A few cafes occurred in Newport, (R. I.) which excited 
alarm ; but, upon invelligation, made by the town-council, 
they traced the caufe to the fhipping, or to perfons who had 
taken. the contagion in New-York. It did: not generally 
ipread, ror was the mortality great. 

New-London, in Connecticut, was alfo partially vifited. 
On the 18th of September, forry-fix were fick. The great- 
eft number of new cafes occurred between the 20th and 25th 
of Scptember. It ceafed about the end of October. 

Some cafes appeared in Portland, Maine. It did not there 
rapidly {pread. 

Shortly after its commencement in Philadelphia, it extended 
to the neighbouring towns, At Wilmington, (Del: uware,) it 
raged, at leaft with equal violence, if not fuperior, in pro- 
3 rtion to the number of ishabitants, than ic did in our city. 

hey traced its origin to a communication with Philadel- 
phia. It fubfided nearly at the fame time as here. Two 
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hundred and fifty-two died. Fifty died at Chefter, and at 
Marcus-Hook, fifty-two—at Chew’s Landing, a fimail vile 
lage in New-Jerfey, ten miles from Philadelphia, twenty-fix’ 
died—and at Cooper’s Ferry, oppofite to the city, about the 
fame number. ‘There were alfo many cafes at Urenton, 
Lamberton, Frankford, Briftol, &c. Many fell victims.—~ 
In Germantown and its neighbourhood, fifty-eight ea 
fes occurred, of which thirty-three died: thirty-feven of the 
cafes were actually in Germantown : of thefe, cwenty died. 

Some went from the city with the difeufe on them 5 
others were out but one day previous to being attacked; 
but, generally, at about three, and fomerimes fix days 
after. In fome inftances, it was not taken cilb they had 
been out ten, twelve, fixteen, and even twenty-one days. 
The period between receiving it, and its coming into aftion, 
varied in different conftitucions. In the full and vigo- 
rous, it was lefs than in the debilitated. Intemperance, a 
dread of it, fatigue or expofure to the fun, facilitated its acs 
tion. Its violence was, in fome cafes, as great as in the city, 
and its termination in death as fpeedy ; but, in general, the 
cafes were protracted. Some had the black-vemit, and ex 
pired in convulfions, and a great number of the fuccefsful, as 
weli as unfuccefsful cafes, aflumed a yellowifh colour. 
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The following paragraphs, from new(papers, ftate that it 
raged in feveral other parts of the continent; but, we are not, 
however, in pofleilion of any other evidence: 

« One-fixth part of the ufual number of inhabitants, res 
fiding at City-Point(V.), have been fwept off in the courfe 
twenty-odd days”—* that the fatal malady was {pread by 
the fhrp Nefkor, of Portland, captain Wait, which veflel arri- 
ved at City-Point, from Philadelphia, on the 24th Auguff, 
having thrown four dead hands overboard on her paffage.—+ 
Being without hands to load with tobacco, Negroes were cals 
led upon; and, out of eleven, thus employed, ten have died. 
Almoft every cafe can be traced to this veilei.” 

“ Bilious fevers are unufually numerous and obitinate in 
many parts of the country; and, im feveral interior towns, 
very fatal. At New-Milford, great ficknefs prevails, and the 
fever has the effential fymptoms of yellow fever. At Roy- 
alton, on White-River, in Vermont, and on the Grand-liles, 
in Lake Champlain, the yellow fever prevails with conlidera- 
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bie mortality. The difeafe has the characteriflic fymptome 
of the genuine yellow fever, and terminates fatally in about 
fix days. Royalton is fituated on the bend of White-River, 
on a dry, gravelly foil, but enclofed by very high mountains, 
which really make the pofition of the town, a deep valley. 

«¢ At Windfor, in Vermont, a fimilar fever prevails. This 
is on Connecticut river; the banks ef which are high in that 
neighbourhood, and make little or no marth ; but, the town 
is almoft furrounded by mountains. In fuch pofitions, there 
is a great accumulation of heat, from the reverberated rays 
of the fun in hot weather; and, in all fuch fituations, the 
human race are more expofed to autumnal fevers and dyfen- 
tery, than on hills which overlook the furrounding country.” 

‘Baliimore has happily efcaped this year. Their fufferings, 
in 1797, convinced them of the propriety of an efficient qua- 
rantine law, anda ftriét attention to cleanlinefs. Their care 
and their fuccefs is a good example to other cities. Their 
mayor enforced a ftri€t- compliance with the ordinance for 
clearing the gutters, and removing every kind of filth, not 
only from the fireets, but from the houfes and lots. He alfo 
folicited the different fire-companies, to have their engines fre- 
quently exercifed in watering the ftreets. ‘lhis was complied 
with, as it was deemed neceflary to guard againft its domef- 
tic generation. On the 1oth of Auguft, the Board of Health 
ordered that all veflels, arriving from any of the Weft-India 
iflands, laden with certain cargoes, which they particularly 
fpecified, fhould be prohibited by the health-ofhcer from 
coming up into port; but, that the cargo thereof fhould be 
difcharged into another veffel, while it remained in the river, 
and that neceflary care fhould be obferved to purify the fame, 
before it fhould be admitted into the city. Communication 
between Baltimore and the cities of Philadelphia, New-York, 
Wilmington, &c. was prohibited, under certain reftrictions, 
by proclamations of the mayor, bearing date Augult 18th, 
and September 15th.” 





The governor of South-Carolina iffued a proclamation, die 
re€ting that all veflels which fliould arrive at Charlefton, from 
Philadelphia, or any port or place on the river Delaware, 
fhould be brought to, under the guns of Fort-Johnfon, and 
perform quarantine. 

Many other places in the United States adopted fimilay 
meafures. In the different ports of Great-Dritain, our vef- 
fels were alfo obliged to ride quarantine. 











CHAPTER V. 


Defultory remarks-——AIncidents during the calamity. 


I HE following is taken from a newfpaper of Auguft 6th: 
«“ Humanity mutt furely recoil at the circumftance, but the 
fact is certain, that a poor, diltrefled obje& of human woe, 
was forcibly landed, on the morning of Friday laft, from a 
veffel, at the public wharf at the hay-fcales, ii the diftri€ of 
the Northern- Liberties, at 11 o’clock ; and lay expofed there, 
without fhelter, the fame night, and remained under the de- 
bilitating heat of Saturday, until one o’clock, when the poor 
fufferer expired, without receiving the friendly aid of huma- 
nity to fupport him in the laft moments of life. His corpfe 
was afterwards fuffered to be interred at the expenfe of a 
few charitable citizens. 

Query— Whence, and from what caufe, does this apathy 
of the police of the diftri€t of the Northern Liberties arife ? 
Are, or are not, the funds, eftablifhed by law, adequate te 
difcharge common acts of humanity ?

Jt is almoft impoflible to conceive the miferies which 
fome of our unfortunate fellow-mortals were doomed to fuf- 
tain. We give the following incidents as a picture, though 
imperiedt : 





« About the middle of Augu{t, aGerman, a ftranger in the 
place, applied to be admitted into the Pennfylvania Hofpi- 
tal. Hus cafe did notcome ftrictly within their cognizance, 
and he wasrefufed. He then folicited an entrance into the 
alims-houfe ; but having the dyfentery, and not being entitled 
to a place of refidence there, he was unfuccefsful. His next 
application was to the Health-Officer of the port; but he 
conceiving himfelf unauthorized to fend him to the City- 
Hofpital, the poor wretch was turned away, without any 
hope of relief. What became of him, is not known; but 
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the defpondency depicted in his countenance, produced a 
correfpendent fentiment of fympathy in the minds of manv, 
all of whom feemed to regret his unhappy condition, though 
none knew in what manner to grant him the aid he required.” 





The body of a man was found in the houfe of captain Ste- 
vens, which was almoft ate up by vermin. The family had 
left the houfe about 2 month previous. Three days after 
which, it was opened to get out fome goods, and fhut up 
again till the end of September ; when a captain Skaidmore 
procured the key to take outa cheft. As foon as he opened 
the door, fuch an offenfive ftench iffued cut of it, as indu- 
ced him, and a boy who accompanied him, to retreat. They 
were both, fhortly after, taken fick. The body was fuffered 
to remain till evening; when two negroes were hired, for 
fixteen dollars, to throw the corpfe into the river. No trace 
was left to diflinguifh whether it was the remnant of a white 
or of a black man, excepting his having long brown hair.— 
It is true, though very extraordinary, that the family do not 
know how he got in, nor what foul had pofiefied the 
body. They left no perfon, to their knowledge, im the houfe. 
Tt was well fecured, and they found it fo. He lay undera 
cot-bedftead, and had nothing on but a fhirt. Even a woman 
who afterwards cleanfed the houfe, took fick and died.— 
Hence, a father, a mother, a wife, or perhaps his children, 
will, daily, hope to find him; but, while this anticipa- 
tion may lull their minds from too-deeply grieving at his lofs, 
no trace remains of him. ‘They do not know that he is 
gone to * that bourne from whence no traveller returns.” 





A man was found dead in a houfe in Front, near Walnut- 
ftreet. The cotpfe was firft difcovered, by an offenfive fmell. 
From the time that elapfed after the family left the houfe, 
it is thought, it laid there, at leaft, a month. It was in fo 
high a ftate of putrefa€tion, that it was removed by pieces 
to the coffin in which it was depofited. 





A man was found dead in a fail-loft, who was feen, appa- 
rently hearty, only three days previous. 





A French gentleman was found dead in a houfe in Vine, 
near Front-ftreet. The corpfe was difcovered only by a putrid 
@Mluvia. No perfon lived in the houfe with him. 
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A woman was found dead in Water-ftreet. The corpfe 
laid one day before it was difcovered. Her young child 
was alive upon the fame bed with her. 





The corpfe of a woman was found on the commons, alfo 
of two men at No. 171, North Second-ftreet. 





The corpfe of a man was found in Water-ftreet. It was 
carefully laid out, and wrapped in a fheet, ready for the 


coffin. 


September 23—A perfon was found dead in Eighth, be- 
tween Race and Vine-ftreets. On the 25th, a child was 
found dead, on the commons, near Potter’s-ficld. On the 
27th, the body of a man was difcovered on the wharf below 


Mr. Wharton’s counting-houfe. 





O&tober 16—A dead woman was found in a houfe at the 
corner of Eighth and Shippen-{treets. 





About the 16th of Augult, a perfon, pafling through 
Union, between Second and ‘Third-{lreets, perceived a nox- 
ious effluvia, of the nature of that which is emitted by cof- 
fee, in a ftate of putrefaction. He was next day feized with 
a fevere illnefs, and dicd in a few days. 





About the 24th of Auguft, a perfon went home in a 
fright, from having feen a yellow-looking man. He took 
fick, and died in eight days. 

The cafe of Jane Doron, at the City-Hofpital, is fome- 
what remarkable: She was, to all appearance, dead. A 
coffin was brought, and other preparations for her interment 

urfued. But fome doubt remained in the mind of Dr. May, 
the phyfician. He returned—and, upon examining her bo- 
dy, he felt a warmth, near the heart, yet without any palpi- 
tation. Urged by this, he then refolved to try his utmoft ef- 
forts. He began to rub her arm, in order to bring on a pulfe 
by frition. The fteward, who was alfo prefent, laid hold cf 
the other arm, and followed the example. In two hours, the 
fhewed fymptoms of life, firft, by a quivering at the region 
of the heart, and a few hours afterwards, by an hyfteric 
fit, which went off with a copious effufion of tears. She re-

Mr. J. Conchy’s fon died of the calamity, ‘The fame day 
his daughter went to the river to bring water: She fell in, and 
was drowned. 
A perfon entered the houfe of Mr. M‘P——. Hemén- 
tioned that he had juft put a body ima coffin. This alarmed 
Mrs. M‘P She immediately took fick. Diftrefs, 
unufually accumulated, foon followed. Mrs. M‘P—— 
and a child were attacked. Mrs. M‘P ’s mother and 
sother went to aflift them. They were likewife feized ; and 
all died but Mr. and Mrs. MsP : nor did diftrefs end 
here :—Whilit they were in ftate of convalefcence, they were 
recommended to move to a more airy, and lefs-infected fitu- 
ation. On their removal, they hired a white nurfe; having 
previoufly experienced the negligence of feveral black ones. 
But, fhe proved to be more abandoned. She let in fome per- 
fons during the night. Their noife alarmed Mr. M‘P——, 
who was but juft able to walk. He went to inquire what 
was going on; but, he found them gone, and fire on the floor 
in feverai places. They were robbed of cafh, plate, &c.— 
Even the body-clothes of the two patients, who were in bed, 
were carried off. 

















In many families the mortality was general. ‘lhree bodies 
have been taken out of one houfe at ome time. Whole fami- 
lies were, in feveral inftances, {wept off. Mr. Wiles’s wife 
died on the 26th of September. By the time the hearfe 
came for the corpfe, his fon was dead; his journeyman died 
the fame day; next day Mr. Wiles died, and his brother-in- 
law next day after. 





Mr. Scott, a ftout, robuft man, in delirium, ran into the 
ftreet in his fhirt and night-cap; and walked up feveral 
fquares, before he was overtaken. ‘A patient made his efcape 
from the Hofpital with nothing on but his fhirt, and went 
to his lodgings, in Water-{treet, (a diftance of two miles) ; 
when he arrived, he was covered with blood: It was caufed 
by his removing the bandages from the orifice, where he was 
bled at the Hofpital. 





The fcreams of a woman, who died at No. 32, Carter’s- 
alley, were heard to the diftance of Strawberry-alley, on the 
one fide, and Dock-ftreet on the other. The wall of the 
room was fprinkled with blood, that iffued from her mouth, 
upwards of two feet from where-her head lay. 
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Some were attacked in the ftreet, others on the commons, 
and there generally laid till a coach came to carry them to 
theHofpital.—Drunkards, lying in the ftreet, have alfo been 
fent to the Hofpital, fuppofed to have the fever. 





Many fcenes occurred to the drivers of the fick coachees, 
which were calculated to foften hearts the moft hardened ! 
Fathers and mothers delivered to them their fick children, 
children their parents, wives their hufbands, hufbands their 
wives, &e. &c, but moft frequently, mafters their fervants 


and landlords their lodgers. 

A gentleman who remained in the city during the cala- 
mity, principally from an intention of aflifting his fuffering 
fellow-creatures, in taking his rounds one morning, met 
with a man lying in a gutter; who, in his agony, had much 
bruifed himfelf and torn his cloaths. A number of people 
at a diftance were viewing him ; but none ventured to his af- 
fiftance. His own fon had deferted him ! Shocking to hu- 
manity! Had it not been for the interference of the above 
gentleman, he muft have died, to the reproach of human 
nature, like a beaft! He was removed to the Hofpital, where 
the laft moments of this affli@ted man were fomewhat afluag- 
ed by the lenient hand of attention. He lived buta few 
hours after he was removed from the gutter. 





A gentlemam of New-Jerfey, went to Germantown. 
When arrived, he felt overcome by heat and fatigue; but, 
notwithftanding, he tranfacted his bufinefs ; and immediate- 
ly fet off to return home. On his way in the road, which 
leads from Frankford to Germantown, perceiving a pleafant 
place under the fhade of atree, he laid down, with an intention 
of refting himfelf. Several perfons, who pafled by, exprefled 
their pity for his ftuation, fuppofing him ill with the fever, 
but took good care to keep on the other fide of the road. At 
length, a lady, with her daughter, who happened to be rid- 
ing by, perceived him, and fuppofing him ill of the fever, 
ordered her fervant to drive up to the fence. ‘The gentle- 
man, furprized, raifed himfelf up, and the lady in a fympa- 
thizing tone of voice, defired to know if he was unwell. He 
informed her he was not. But fhe fuppofing he was unwil- 
ling to confefsit, prefied him, that if he had the fever, and 
no friends rear, fhe would take him to her houfe, which 
was clofe by, and nurfe him herfelf.. The gentleman, im- 
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reffed with gratitude, arofe, thanked her, and declared that 
fe was only fatigued, and had not been in Philadelphia. 





A perfon from Philadelphia, travelling in weft New-Jerfey, 
ftopped at the houfe of Mr. Craig, a miller, where he was 
attacked with the fever: he died in a few days. During hisill- 

‘nefs, he was nurfed by Mrs. Craig both day and night, who 
would not let any others go nigh him. She remained with 
him till he died, and even aflifted to lay him in a coffin. 





A woman of Wilmington, after lofing one of her fami- 
ly with the fever that raged there, fled with her five children 
to the houfe of her father, afew miles from Chefter.— 
He poffeffes a large houfe, farm, &c. On their approach, 
her father’s houfe-keeper came to the gate, and forbid them 
to enter, at the fame time faftened it. ‘The fugitives took 
fhelter in a {chool-houfe, nearly oppofite, and received daily 
fupport, for near three weeks, from the neighbours generally, 
the father’sfamily excepted. 

During the height of the calamity, it was difficult to pro- 
cure nurfes. The hire was from one to five dollars per day ! 
Richard Allen and William Gray, two men of colour, were 
very ferviceable in afliiting to procure nurfes. They recom- 
mended none but thefe whom they fuppofed could be truited. 





A young man, of the name of Henry Bullyberger, of Phi- 
ladelphia, moved to Upper-Providence, Delaware county, 
about fifteen miles from Philadelphia. Contrary to the in- 
junctions of his friends, he fecretly vifited Philadelphia to 
tee his relations. He went to the Hofpital burying-ground : 
he there faw ‘eventeen interred. His fifter and her hufband, 
whom he vifited, took the fever, with himfelf, who all died 
in the {pace of nine days. 

Many facts appear, which evidence that the yellow fever is 
contagious in country places, diftant from tide-water, marfhes, 
&c. In Germantown, the infe&tion was, in feveral cafes, 
communicated from one to another. 
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The above table makes the total of deaths amount to 3645. 
Our lift of the names of the deceafed only amounts to 3521; 
but, we think it probable, that the total mortality, occafion- 
ed by the peftilence, this year, including thofe who died in 


the country, exceeds 4ooo.

i] Approve your defign of publifhing a hiftory of the ma- 
lignant fever which has ravaged our city, and divers other 
parts of America. I hope it will be ufeful to the citizens of 
the United States, and profitable to yourfelves. Such light as 
may be in my power to throw upon this fubject, you thall 
have. I propofe, therefore, to anfwer your queries accords 
ing to the beft of my judgment, in the order you have fta- 
ted them. 

uery 1. “Is it” (the difeafe) « of domeftic origin, or 
imported ? If one, or the other, be pleafed to ftate the rea- 
fons for your opinion.” 

Anfwer. I believe the difeafe, this year, as in the years ’93 
and ’97, to have been imported; and, I wild add, contagious : 
(this being ftill doubted by fome, and denied by others). My 
reafons are as follow. In the years ’93 and ’97, the diforder 
broke out near the river, and fpread, with remarkable regula- 
rity, up and down the river; going from houle to houfe 
and from ftreet to ftreet, until it extended, from the river, 
quite to the weftward part of the city. In the prefent year, 
it appeared in feveral parts of the city, diftant from each 
other, nearly at the fame time: From this circumitance, 
thofe gentlemen who had entertained a belief that the dil- 
eafe we had in ’93 and ’97 was of domeftic origin, appear- 
ed confirmed in their opinion ; and concluded that others, 
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muft now agree with them, that the difeafe, both then and 
now, originated in this city. If the regular manner in which 
the diforder {pread over the city, in the years’93 and’97, fur- 
nifhed an argument in favour of its being imported and con- 
tagious, fo does the manner in which it appeared among us 
in the prefent year, furnifh an argument, equally ftrong, that 
it was imported and contagious. Its {preading over the 
whole city, in the prefent year, has been as uniforia as it was 
before ; although it appeared in different parts of it nearly 
atthe fame ume. Two flat-men, who lodged near the fign 
of the Crofs-Keys, were among the firft who died of this 
diforder. ‘Two young men, of the names of Ralfton and 
Beaty, lodged together near the hay-fcales, up town; they 
had worked on board the thip Deborah ; were both feized 
with the fever, and died. A young man, of the name of If- 
dell, came from Burlington, went on board the Deborah to 
fee an acquaintance, was foon after feized with the fever, 
and died. Do€tor Kheimly attended a young man who died 
with the fever; the Doctor was informed this man belong- 
ed tothe Deborah. A young man, who belonged to the fa- 
mily of the gentleman who owned the Deborah, died of the 
fever. It has been repeatedly afierted, that Ely Shoemaker, 
and {quire Servofs, were on board the Deborah ; they died 
of the fever. A gentleman, who lives at Kenfington, has af- 
jured me, that they were in health until the Deborah was 
. taken there, to be repaired; that feveral of the carpenters, who 
worked on board her, were feized with the fever and died ; 
and, from them, it fpread through the place. Doctor Ben- 
newell happened to be near this veffel when fhe was there ; 
he was foon after feized with the fever ; it fpread through his 
family, and fome of them died. It is aflerted, that a man, of 
the name of Philips, who lived in Water-fireet, between 
Walnut-ftreet and the Draw-bridge, went down the river 
and brought up one, or more fick men, from the Deborah ; 
they died: Philips was feized with the difeafe, and died.— 
About the fame time, the diforder appeared in the family of 
the next neighbour of Philips, and foon after, in divers other 
places im the fouth part of the city, all of which could have 
been traced to the neighbourhood where Philips had died. 
It now made its appearance up town, about the hay-fcales, 
where Raliton and Beaty, who had worked on board the 
Debora2h, died; and at the Crofs-Keys, where two thallop- 
men had died. In confequence of my profeflion, as an apo- 
thecary, and perfons coming from various parts of the town 
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for medicine, I had an opportunity of difcovering that, al- 
though the difeafe raged violently in many parts of the city 
at the fame time, yet there were many other parts en- 
tirely free from complaint; but, by degrees, the healthy parts 
diminifhed in magnitude, and the fickly parts increafed un- 
til they met; after which, again, and before the difeafe had 
fearched out every part of the town, fome parts, where the 
diforder had raged violently, became free from difeafe ; 
whilft other parts of the town were vilited that before had 
been healthy. Near thirty perfons have died in a few hou- 
fes, oppofite this city, in the Jerfeys. The cafe of the veffel, 
mentioned in the newfpapers, failing from this city to City- 
Point, in Virginia, is a ftriking proof of the contagion of 
this difeafe ; from this veffel the diforder f{pread, and great 
numbers of the inhabicants died. About 12 perfons, whocame 
to the annual meeting of the Friends,died. A man came from 
Wilmington to this city ; was inWarer-ftreet, near Philips’s ; 
was taken ill foon after he returned home, and died. Some- 
time after, a quantity of rags, for a paper-maker, was fent 
from this city to Wilmington ; feveral young perfons, who 
handled them, were taken ill and died: from them, fome fay, 
it fpread. 

Thofe who hold that the diforder is of domeftic origiz, 
have faid that many places have been vifited with as great 
mortality, in proportion to their numbers, as this city ; and 
who have had no intercourfe with any place, fo as to have 
taken the diforder by infection; that the firft who died 
among them, had never been from home. ‘This has been 
afferted by fome, and contradicted by others. It would be 
an arduous tafk to afcertain the facts, neither is it material. 
If this fhould even be granted, it does by ne means prove 
what is endeavoured to be inferred from it. If handling a 
few rags communicated the difeafe, as at Wilmington, and 
opening a cheft of clothes, as was the cafe at Bordentown, 
might not the diforder have been carried, in fome fuch way, 
where it has been fuppofed to have originated, and at the 
fame time unnoticed ? Has it ‘not been frequently carried in 
bales of goods and clothing, from one country to another ? 
Is it then to be wondered at, that it fhould appear in fome 
places where its communication could not be traced or ac- 
counted for ? 

In the year ’94, this city, Bofton and New-London, were 
clear of the difeafe ; and New-York and Baltimore, were af- 
ficted with it: In the preignt year, this city, New- Yerk, 
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Bofton, New-London, and other places, have had it, and 
Baltimore was healthy. Now, it is fcarcely poflible that an epi- 
demical difeafe, originating in fome peculiar ftate of the at- 
mofphere, could appear fo fingular. What extraordinary 
phenomenon has appeared, in the elements, to produce 
fuch aftonifhing. effets? Had fome deadly exhalation 
arifen from the bowels of the earth—or fuch a blaft of 
air, as, at times, appears in fome parts of the world, 
where men are fuddenly {mitten with difeafe—had the 
heavens aflumed an appearance very unufual, we might, 
then, have had fome reafon to conclude this diforder 
of domeftic origin; but when the weather has been 
remarkably ferene and pleafant—when the inhabitants of 
Philadelphia and Baltimore ail breathe the fame common 
air (unlefs, indeed, at Baltimore it is lefs falubrious)—that, 
at the fame time, a moft mortal epidemic, as it is called, 
fhould vifit us, and they all enjoy good healdh! ‘This cannot 
be: The difcafe we have had among us, I believe, has arifen 
from no fuch caule. It is the opinion of fome gentlemen of the 
facuity, that coffee and grain, in a {tate of putrefaction, will 
generate a putrid fever ; but they do not agree in faying, how 
far fuch a fever is contagious : Some, who admit that they 
would generate a putrid fever, deny fuch a fever would be 
contagious ; others do not admit that a putrid fever would 
arite from fuch a caufe. If coffee or grain, in a ftate of pu- 
trefaction, will, at any time, generate a contagious putrid 
fever, it willat all times do fo; the ftate of the atmofphere 
being the fame, becaufe the operations of nature are uni- 
formly alike ; but, among the farmers and millers in Ame- 
rica, no inftances of the kind has appeared. 

The late door Chauvett, who had refided many years in 
the Weit-Indies, always gave it as his opinion, that the fe- 
ver, commonly cailed the Wett-India fever, from its pre- 
vailing there, was not natural to the climate, but was impor- 
ted from Africa. Doctor Letfom, of London, in a letter 
to a gentleman of the faculty in this city, informs him, that 
a veflel failed from Africain the year ’93, and arrived in the 
Wett-Indies, haying a malignant fever on board ; that this 
fever {pread among the king’s troops with great mortality ; 
that one remarkable circumftance attending the difeafe was, 
that thofe who died feldom furvived the fifth day. It isnow 
further well known, 'that, from the year ’93 to the prefent 
time, the fever in the Welt-Indies has been worfe than ufu- 
al. A matter of a vefiel, who has failed to the Wett-Indies 
for {ome years paft, affured me, that, in the year ’96, he lay 
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uear a Britifh man of war of 74 guns, that the fever appea- 
red among the crew, and that 30 perfons were buried from 
her in twenty-four hours. A medical gentleman, with 
whom I am acquainted, has further informed me, that he 
was on the coaft of Africa, in the year 1788, when the vef- 
fels that were there, had on board a difeafe refembling the 
one we have had, in all refpects. We fee, then, in the 
year 88, this diforder was in Africa ; doctor Letfom has tra- 
ced it from Africa to Philadelphia, in the year ’93 5 and that 
it has been in the Weft-Indies from ’93 to the prefent year. 
Is it not then more than probable, that it has been repeat. 
edly brought from thence to the United States of America? 

That this difeafe is the plague, or a plague, is evident, 
if we attend to the fymptoms and circumftances attending 
it. In the firft place, great proftration of ftrength attended 
the fick from the firft attack ; fome died ina few hours after 
they were taken ill; many died within 24 hours after; but 
generally on the fifth day. Many were raving and diftrac- 
ted, and would have got away from their nurfes if they 
could. ‘They frequently bled at the mouth and nofe, and 
died with the black vomit. There is a great refemblance, in 
other refpects, between the cifeafe we have had, and thofle 
plagues which has vifited other couutries. 

Under the article of plague, in the Encyclopedia, we are 
told of a plague that killed fcarce any women, and very few 
except lufty men. Another plague, mentioned by Boterus, 
which afiaulted none but the younger fort. Cardon {peaks 
of a plague at Bafil, with which the Switzers were infeéted, 
and the Italians, Germans and French, exempted; and a 
dreadful one at Copenhagen, which, though it raged among 
the Danes, fpared the Germans, Dutch and Englith, who 
went with all freedom, and without the leaft danger, to the 
houles of the infected. During the plague which ravaged 
Syria in 1760, it was obferved, that people of the foundelt 
conftitutions were the moft liable toit, and that the weak 
and delicate were cither {pared, or eafily cured : it was moft 
fatal to the Moors ; when it attacked them, it was, generally, 
incurable. 

The difeafe we had in the years ’93 and 97 was more mor- 
tal among men than women; and was ftill more fo among 
the {trong and vigorous than among the weak and delicate ; 
and rarely attacked any under 14 years of age; the Wett- 
Indians efcaped it altogether. In the prefent year, it feems 
tehave feized all ages and both fexes, except the Well-In- 
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dians, and they have efcaped it as heretofore ; perfons lately 
from Europe took it readily, and it was generally mortal. 

From the foregoing refemblance between the plague, 
which has defolated other countries, and the ficknefs we 
have had, we may fafely pronounce it a plague. If, then, 
this is its proper appellation, it has not generated in Ameri- 
ca; no caufe, adequate to the generating fucha difeafe, hav- 
ing appeared amongus. ‘To fay that the elements have un- 
dergone fome extraordinary change, is merely an aflertion 
that does not appear to have any foundation. Is there not 
a great degree of uniformity in the temperature of the air 
and elements, from Maflachufetts-Bay to Virginia ? and, yet, 
how different has been the fate of the inhabitants, in particu- 
lar places, between the one and the other. What falubrit 
in the air and elements has Baltimore been blefled with be- 
yond Philadelphia, New-York, Bofton, and other places in 
the prefent year, and which it was deprived of in the year 
’94, and Philadelphia enjoyed in preference ? 

The foregoing are reafons toinduce me to believe the difeafe 
we have had, was not an epidemical difeafe, occafioned by 
any peculiar ftate of the atmofphere, nor occafioned by any 
ftagnated filth in or near, our city. ‘The diforder we have 
had is no lefsthan a plague ; and, as no fufficient caufe has 
appeared to generate a plague, fo, of confequence, it muft 
have bee: imported. 

It is generally agreed that the plague was never bred, or 
propagated, in Britain, but wag always imported there : and 
if it be fo, may we not, with as much reafon, conclude it 
was never bred or generated in America? I do not fay this 
is impeffible, but only contend it hath never yet happened, 
although we have had a difeafe, in the laft war, approaching 
thereto, viz. the camp fever. 

To what caufe, then, fhall we attribute the origin of fuch 
a difeafe ? Not to a few bags of damaged coffee, or vegetable 
fubftances, in a ftate of putrefaction ; this, in my opinion, 
would not do it. Although perfons approaching fuch a fource 
of polluted air might get a fever, yet I cannot believe fuch 
a fever would be contagious. My fufpicions are, that this 
difeafe takes its origin from human nature. 

There are frequent plagues among the brute creation, 
and which are confined to one particular f{pecies. I fufpect, 
then, that thofe plagues originate in fome peculiar manner 
among the particular fpecies which are afflicted, whether 
dogs, cats, horfes, or horned cattle. Plagues, therefore, 
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among men, originate not by means of damaged grain, cof- 
fee, or any vegetable fubftances, in a ftate of putrefaction , 
but by means of human nature in a ftate of peculiar difeafe, 
death and putrefaction. A number of perfons crouded tor 
gether, in a narrow apartment, although in perfect health, 
will foon generate a difeafe ; and it will be more malignant 
the longer they are confined. A large encampment, if pro- 
vifions are bad, and the men not kept clean, and impurities 
not removed, will generate difeafe—thefe are the jail and 
camp fever, and refemble a plague in fome degree; but to 
render them fo virulent, as to become highly contagious, 
for they are contagious in fome degree, it may poflibly ree 
quire that moft offenfive and deadly exhalation, which arife 
from the human corps in a fate of putrefa€tion; this com- 
bination of caufes, together with a particular ftate of the 
atmofphere, produces, as I fuppofe, what is properly, and 
diftinguifhedly, called the plague. ‘This effluvia operates 
upon perfons of a peculiar habit of body, as a poifonous lea- 
ven, fo as {peedily to reduce them to that {tate of difeafe, in 
which they tranfmit the fame peftilential miafmata, as per- 
fons in the fmall-pox, and fome other difeafes, propagate 
the fame difeafe. Ihave either read, or heard, of a plague, 
arifing from a grave having been opened, when the corps was 
in a {tate of putrefaCtion ; the grave-digger being firft feized, 
and dying ; from him it fpread. That fuch 2 caufe might 
produce a malignant fever, there is no doubt; how far it 
would be contagious, depends upon known facts: that the 
jail and camp fevers are contagious, in fome degree, is true ; 
and that human corps, in a ttate of putrefaCtion, will com- 
municate a malignant and putrid fever, is alfo true ; that they 
may unite together, and, under a peculiar flate of the atmof- 
phere, conftitute a malignant, putrid and contagious fever, is 
almoft certain; and I very much doubt whether any thing 
fhort of either one or other of thofe caufes,or thefe combined, 
would produce fuch a fever. We are told, that an immenfe 
{warm of locufts dying has occafionedaplague. Ido not doubt 
the ftory ; yet I do riot believe that this difeafe was conta- 
gious or catching from man to man; an immenfe number 
of locuits, in a ftate of putrefaétion, might contaminate the 
air, fo as to render it almoft fatal for any perfon to breathe 
it. Thoufands might die from fuch a caufe; yet this is a 
different thing from contagion ; everym an being feized with 
fuch a ficknefs, derives his diforder immediately from a great 
mafs of contaminated air ; but a contagious, putrid fever is 
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where the difeafe communicates an effluvia; which, being 
received by perfons of a peculiar habit of body, produces, 
in them, the fame difeafe. It is highly probable, as I have 
before obferved, that every contagious difeafe with which 
mankind are afflicted, arifes from fome peculiar caufe 
among the fpecies. 

Thofe gentlemen who believe the difeafe we have had 
was neither imported nor contagious, advance the following 
reaions, viz. that very few of thofe who nurfed in the dif- 
eafe took it; and many others efcaped who were much ex- _ 
pofed to the contagion, and that it did not fpread in the 
country. It is, indeed, one confoling circumftance attending 
the difeafe, that there did not appear that danger in nurfing 
in it, as might have been apprehended from fo malignant a 
difeafe ; but it does not therefore follow that it is not, or was 
not, contagious. It is true, there are fome perfons of that 
peculiar habit of body which do net take the difeafe, let 
them be ever fo much expofed to it ; were not this the cafe, 
the world would foon be depopulated. 

It has been faid, that fome of thofe who nurfed at the 
hofpital, in the midft of great contagion, enjoyed their 
health ; but leaving the hofpital, and coming into town, they 
caught the diforder. From this, it is inferred, that the dif- 
eafe was not contagious in itfelf; but that the danger arofe 
from the peculiar ftate of the atmofphere in the city. Ad- 
mitting the facts to be as above ftated, I account for the 
nurfes efcaping the ficknefs at the hofpital, and taking it in 
the city, upon other principles. ‘The hofpital is a building 
which itands alone, and well aired, and was kept clean ; the 
miafmata, arifing from the fick, was fpeedily extinguifhed, 
or carried away by the free admiflion of the air : this, to- 
gether with the contiguous vegetation, and the falubrious ex- 
halations arifing therefrom, rendered it much fafer, than 
where buildings ereéted, with brick, are crowded together, 
afid the ftreets paved. By thofe means, the air muft have 
been much more difpofed to fpread contagion, and to add 
virutency to the difeafe. 

I have now anfwered your query with refpedét to the ori- 
gin of the diforder, and, have further given you fome reafons 
why I believe it to be contagious, many others might be ad- 
vanced. 

adly, You requeft to be informed of “ the time when 
the firft cafe appeared, and where ?” 

On the 2d of July, Mark Miller died, as has been re- 
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ported, with the ufual fymptoms of the yellow fever. And 
as this cafe could not be traced to any vefiel from the Weft+ 
Indies, it has been ufed as an argument in favour of its de-_ 
meftic origin : But, it is faid, the bed on which he flept, at his 
lodgings in Callowhill-ftreet, was one on which a young 
man laid, while he had the yellow fever in the year’97. If 
this be true, as I believe the difeafe to be of the peftilential 
kind, it accounts for his having taken the diforder, and points 
out the neceflity of well cleanfing houfes. There were di- 
vers other perfons who died in the month of June and July, 
(whofe names I have forgot) with fymptoms, as it was faid, 
very much refembling the yellow fever; and thofe gentle- 
men who hold that the fever originated among us, advance 
thefe cafes as additional arguments in favour of their hypo- 
thefis: But, might they not have died in confequence of 
contagion remaining, either in beds or cloathing from the 
preceding year, or from fome veffels from the Weft Indies ? 
for, the difeafe is there, and no doubt has been brought by 
other veflels befides the Dcborah and Marys or might not 
thofe perfons have died of a billious fever, fuch as that which 
fometimes prevails in the fummer feafon, which is not con~ 
tagious, yet, in its fymptoms, is very much like the malig- 
nant fever we have had among us? It may be faid, that if 
thofe perfons had received the diforder either by a veficl 
from the Welt-Indies, from peftilential miafmata, remaining 
in beds or cloathing, the diforder would have fpread from 
them over the city. This does not follow, neither. There is 
no doubt but that a certain pre-difpofition, in the air, is ne- 
ceffary, in order for it to fpread, and a pre-difpofition of body 
alfo to receive it. A warm fummer produces this effect: it 
both renders the atmofphere difpofed to fpread the difeafe, 
and the habits of bodies amon the people to receive it, and 
alfo it may require che f{ummer feafon to produce this effect, 
fo as for st to fpread generally, yet fome individuals may take 
it earlier. This fentiment feems corroborated from a great 
number having hzd the diforder fince it has generally aba- 
ted; for, as fome have taken the diforder fince the weather 
has been fo favourable as to have very much extinguithed 
it, fo fome might have taken it from previous contagion, be- 
fore the feafon was fuch as to promote a general infection. 

Your third query is, “* What were the general appear- 
ances of the difeafe ? Were they any way different from the 
year 93.” Anfwer. The general appearances of the difeafe 
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fo nearly refembled the appearances in the year’g3, as evi- 
dently fhewed it to be the fame difeafe, yet more malignant 
and mortal. In the year ’y3, fcarce any took the diforder 
under 14 0r 15 years of age: it was lefs mortal among wo- 
men than men. In the prefent year, it has been very mortal 
among all ages, and both fexes. 
4th. You query, “* What were the fuccefsful medes of 
treatment? did they differ from former practice ?” 

Anfwer. ‘The moft fuccefsful mode of treating this difor- 
der, appeared to be, either by falivating the patient as {pee- 
dily as poflible, or by promoting a copious fweat, on the 
firft fymptoms appearing ; then to open the body well, and 
by keeping it open with moderate purges, and frequent 
ciyftering. Altho’ the lancet was not fo frequently ufed as 
heretofore, yet, in fome cafes, it was, in my opinion, very 
proper. The regimen fhould be of the cooling kind; fuch as 
that generally known and practifed in malignant fevers. If 
the patient fhould be feized with a pain in the ftomach, 
which is fometimes the cafe, and it is an unfavourable 
fymptom, I have known extraordinary good effects produced 
by fomenting the part with a decodtion of flaxfeed. There 
is no difeafe which depends more upon the nurfe; for, if 
your phyfician is ever fo fkilful, if your nurfe is inatten- 
tive, you may, nevertheiefs, lofe your friend; and, itis on 
this account, that this difeafe has been more mortal than 
otherwife it would have been. I have been informed by a 
young man, who nurfed in the diforder, at Wilmington, 
that the mortality was confiderably lefs among thofe who 
were laid under tents, and upon the ground, with only 
ftraw under them, than among thofe who were attended 
in the ufual way in dwelling houfes. 

sth. You query, ** Was the difeafe in any cafe infec- 
tious, when carried into the country, diftant from tide-wa- 
ters” 

Anfwer. This difeafe was infeCtious at Germantown: 
eight or ten perfons took it in two or three families. This 
diforder will be moft mortal in cities that are large, and po- 
pulous, (whether they are on tide-water or not,)on account 
of houfes depriving each other of a free admiilion and cir- 
culation of the air, the encreafed heat of cities, and their 
being deprived of the falubrity of vegetation, and the occu- 
pation of many citizens confining them wiihin doors. 
6th. You afk, “ What eftimate do you make of the num- 
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ber who have died in the country? How long were they 
out ? Or whether, with them, it affumed fuch fatal or vio- 
lent appearances as here ?” 

Anfwer. I have taken no pains to afcertain the numbers 
who have died in the country; but they are much greater than 
the numbers were in the year ’93; neither have I taken wd 
pains to afcertain what length of time they were out. Wit 
refpeét to thofe who were feized with the diforder in the 
country, it appeared to be as fatal as in the city, yess. 
it did not fpread as it did in the city: the reafon for which, 
1 conceive to be, country houfes are better aired, and the 
advantages they have of the falubrious effets of vegetation. 

athly. « What are the beft means of preventing its intro- 
duction or generation, or to prevent its attack, when gene- 
rated, befides that of flight?” 

Anfwer. As this diforder is unqueftionably imported from 
the Weft-Indies, the beft means of preventing its introduc- 
tion is, to ftop ali trade there for a few months in the year, 
or to oblige veflels to perform a more effectual quarantine 
than has been obferved heretofore. The beft way to pre- 
vent an attack of the difeafe, when introduced among us, 
befides that of flight, is, to keep your perfon and your habi- 
tation fweet and clean, ufe moderate exercife in the open 
air, noc to ftand ftill in the fun, and avoid taking cold; to 
live temperately, yet by no means too abftemioyfly, nor to 
take purgatives by way of prevention; and, above all things, 
to acquire, if poffible, a magnanimous mind that does not 
fear death. I know of no better prevent tives than the fore- 
going; yet, as the difeafe is the plague, I bélieve many 
would take it, if expofed to the contagion, let them ufe 
whatever precaution they may. 

8thly. «* What are the beft means of cleanfing houfes, 
clothes, &c. of the infeéted, and of deftroying contagion /” 

Anfwer. Gunpowder flathed in an infe€ted room will ex- 
pel the foul air, and replace it with air free from conta- 
gion; but, that every clofet and crevice may be fearched, 
fhut your room clofe up, ftop the fire-place, fet a pan of 
coals in the middle of the room, on which throw a quantity 
of brimftone, and fill your room with the fumes; or, take a 
handful of common falt, or {alt-petre, and with it, about half 
a pound of oil of vitriol, hanging, at the fame time, wear- 
ing apparel, or any other article which you may apprehend 
is infected, in the room. ‘Thefe fumes will penetrate every 
thing thoroughly, and cleanfe them from infeCtion. Linens 
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may be cleanfed by fteeping them in ley, and woolens in 
foap fuds. White-wafh your walls with lime, and wath your 
floors with ley. To bury an infected article in the ground 
ten days will cleanfe it. 

gthly. “ Are there any particular clafles of perfons more 
fubjeét to it than others.” 

Anfwer. It appears that fome perfons are more liable to 
take it than others. In this refpect, it correfponds with fome 
other plagues which have appeared at different times. I 
know of no inftance of a Weft-Indian taking the diforder, 
although there was many in the city pebccsan ob whole fick- 
nefs. Europeans have taken it very readily, and it has been 
generally mortal among them. Of the Americans in the year 
"93, I know of but few who took it under 14 or 15 years 
of age, and as I have obferved before, it was more mortal 
among men than women; and it has been more mortal then 
and the prefent year, among the robuit and fanguinary, than 
among perfons of a {pare habit of bady. Of hard drinkers, 
fcarce one in twenty have recovered. Ss. W.

HISTORY OF THE YELLOW FEVER. 


GENTLEMEN, 


J HAVE received your circular letter of the 9th oi No- 
vember, contatning queries relative to the epidemic, which 
lately iA our city and other places on this continent. 
The good that may refult from your undertaking is obvious, 
if it only contributes to propagate thofe opinions which 
will lead us to efficacious meafures for the prefervation of a 
great population. Many old countries have protected them- 
felves againft plagues and malignant fevers, and why fhould 
we not imitate their improvements to obtain the fame bleil- 
ings? I have now but little to fay on the various topics of fe 
intercfting a fubject, yet, I think it is the duty of every in- 
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dividual, to fabmit to the public any obfervation that he may 
deem conducive to relieve us from one of the greateft cala~ 
mities. That duty I endeavoured to fulfil lait year, and I 
would be obliged te repeat what I have already publithed, if 
i were to anfwer all your queries. I fhall, however, content 
myfelf with a few obfervations that have occurred during 
one year more of experience. . 

“‘ 1s the yellow fever of domefiic origin?” Men withing for {pe- 
culative demonftration, might perhaps be fatisfied with what 
has been already faid in the affirmative of this queftion, and 
chiefly by the opinion of the majority of the learned in the 
United States; but, if a proof of another kind is acceptable— 
a proof of fact and of experimental demonftration, fuch a 
proof has been offered to me by a fingular circumftance; 
and I beg your readers will weigh it with impartiality, while 
their candour will require no further evidence than that 
which is in the power of one witnefs to give. 

A gentleman from a foreign country, who arrived during 
our late epidemic, informed me, that although he was quite 
healthy, aud had lived many years in one of the Weit-In- 
dia iflands, he did experience a difagreeable impreflion 
from our atmofphere chiefly during the firft days of his ar- 
rival; and that he had even felt fome fever, which juft- 
ly alarmed him. In confequence, he fixed his refidence at 
two miles diftant from town, where he never fuffered any kind 
of indifpofition; yet, as he frequently came into the city, he 
then always difcovered that our atmofphere was impregnat- 
ed with corrupted effuvia, which he could aflimilate to no- 
thing better than to the effluvia from rotten wood. This ef- 
fet was very furprifing to him; for he admired the regula- 
rity and the cleanlinefs of this town in general. I anfwered, 
that if I could add to his obfervation a greater evidence than 
that of a fingle individual, I could derive from it a convine- 
ing proof, that the origin of our epidemic was a contagion 
abundantly floating in our atmofphere, and inceffantly re- 
newed init. It was obvious to fuppofe that this gentleman 
was endowed with a particular degree of acutenefs in his 
olfactory organs, which power, however, is not very uncom- 
' mon, and which many among us do not perceive, being ac- 
cuftomed to live in a vitiated atmofphere. But how could an 
imported diforder produce {uch an alteration in it? Are not 
populous towns in Europe productive of much more corrupt 
ed vapours, than thofe that can arife from a few patients 
fcattexed about? and yet none of them, except inthe Le- 
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vant, are productive of peftilence. Moreover, all the houfes 
here, few excepted, were fhut up during the laft prevalence, 
and almoft none could produce the ufual fhare.of corruption 
which muft continually arife from inhabited places. It refted 
with me to colle€tas much evidence as I could of an important 
fact, becaufe the aflertion of the above gentleman extended 
to all the minutes which he paffed in town, and at every time 
of his coming into it from the houfe where he lodged in the 
country. It was confequently agreed between us that he 
would fubmit to a trial, by which I could render both his 
unprejudiced veracity, and the acutenefs of his{melling pow- 
er, unqueltionable proofs of an exifting contagion in our at- 
mofphere. I then defired him to come with me, while I 
vifited my patients. If I {topped at any place or houfe where 
there was no fick, I would leave to him to difcriminate 
whether eflluvia or corrupted miafina could be fmelled in the 
neighbourhood or in the entries around. ‘This obfervation 
was very difficult to make; but I thought it could not be im- 
poflible to a man who could diftinguifh fuch alterations in 
the atmofphere: it was befides grounded on the opinion and 
the faét of noxious vapours fenfibly arifing from the beds or 
bodies of patients in the yellow fever, and poffibly diffufing 
at a great diftance. The man accepted the tafk, and fulfilled 
it wonderfully well. At every place where I ftopped or went 
in, he was able to tell whether a patient was in it or not: 
he could alfo difeover when I had put myfelf too much in 
contaét with the fick. But I objected that the contagi- 
ous miafma, which he perceived fo ftrongly in the neigh- 
bourhood and in the houfes of the fick, might be fuppofed 
to be the caufe of the corrupted vapours, which he had ob- 
ferved in the atmofphere. He could not think fo, he faid, 
becaufe they were quite different, and he was now fmelling 
a new fort of human or animal putrefaétion which he had 
not yet in any degree fmelled in the general currents of the 
air, within the avenues and the ftreets of the city. For a 
Jatt trial, I took with me a clean white pocket handkerchief, 
and left it a few minutes in the bed of a patient. I wrapped 
it up again in a fheet of paper. At the firfl interview with 
the gentleman, I fuddeniy unfolded it, and fhook it in his 
prefence, and pretty near him, when he fuddenly complain- 
ed of my diffufing very ftrong and corrupted vapours, fuch 
as he had {melled before at my patients’ houfes. I finally 
remained fatisfied of the extreme acutenefs of the fenfes of 
the obferver, and of his veracity in afcertaining that our 
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afmo{phere was contaminated with corrupted vapours. That 
the air is con{tantly renewed and purified of any kind of im- 
pure emanations, even without wind, is a fact that experi- 
ence teaches us, in every populous town, and at any feafon 
of the year; but, fuch effects cannot take place, when the 
local fources of corruption, as the wharves, &c. are in a con- 
tinual fermentation. This was doubtlefs the cafe of Phila- 
delphia. Then, it js not furprifing, that,our atmofphere fhould 
bread fevers, contagion and death ! 

To unprejudiced people, it will appear impoflible that an 
unported diforder could contaminate the whole atmofphere 
during three months, and when fo few people remain in it. 

The other point to which I may advert, in anfwer te your 
letter, is the proportion of thofe who recovered by the be- 
nefit of medical art, and by the methed of treatment which 
has been generally employed by the greatett number of our 
phyficians. In giving fuch eftimate, however, I wholly con- 
fine it within my own opinion, and thofe of a few medical 
friends. Owing to the greater degree of malignancy of the 
laft epidemic, it thould feem that the fuccefs of our prac- 
tice has not furpafled that of the year’g7, although the bett 
remedies were more generally employed. I: is true, that ic 
is the peculiar character of a contagious diforder to increafe 
its deplorable effets in proportion to the degree of alarm that 
it {preads; for, patients altogether given up to the molt fhock- 
ing defpair, and deftitute of proper afliftance, muft necefla- 
rily foon become victims of the ficknefs. Thefe confidera- 
tions, obiige us, gentlemen, to limit our reckoning among or 
from the patients who were timely and properly aflifted; and 
of thofe, I think, that fix recovered out of feven. If it was 
made known that this juft and true proportion of the fick reco- 
vered, by more refpectable authorities than that of an indivi- 
dual, inftead of fo many dreadful accounts of deaths inceffantly 
publithed, certainly the people at large would at leaft be fup- 
ported by a confoling and relieving hope, and in fact, they 
would be more careful of themfelves; for, thofe who cannot 
conveniently remove from the feat of the infection, would 
be more attentive in procuring medical affiftance, for which 
they apply too late or not at all, for want of confidence in its 
remedies, and becaufe they are not at all apprifed of their 
effe€tual applications. I fhall alfo take the liberty to fuggell, 
that the public authority might eafily obviate the difadvantage 
of the abfence of many of our regular phyficians, by granting 
te thofe who choofe tp remain in the infected piaces, the 
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means of attending as many patients 2s they could, if they 
are not ufed to keep the accommodation ofa carriage. 

One objection may be made againft the zb<re proportion 
of the patients recovered under the help of medical arr, if we 
attend, without explanation, to 2 comparative ftatement on 
that fubjeét, publithed by the health office, the 2rft of Sep- 
tember. So it ftood; . 


Number of cafes reported by phyficians, 2472 
Of which have been fent to the hofpital, 535 
Of which number died, only 276 


Whilft the number of deaths, in the City and Liber- 
ties, had been nearly three-fourths, that is to fay, out of 


1935 cafes in it, died 1424 


The health office was folicitoufly impelled to publith the 
above ftatement, in order to convince the people, that there 
was a great danger for them to ftay in town, and that the 
afliftance prepared for them in the city-hofpital was far bet- 
ter than any they could procure in the city: in all refpeéts 
that intention was laudable; and, in many, the confequences 
were true; but it behoves a phyfician to explain, why fuch 
a great number as the half of the fick died in the hofpital, 
and why three-fourths have fallen victims in town. 

I never granted to a fick perfon an order for admiffion in- 
to the city-hofpital, but I lamented that it was too late, be- 
caufe one or two days had been loft, by the patient indulging 
himfelf in the opinion, that his cafe was not the yellow ft~ 
ver, or trying fome remedies recommended by their neigh- 
bours; or foolifhly delaying to take a refolution, which igno- 
rance and prejudice rendered very painful to every one of 
them. To that delay, one or two days were added before the 
patient would be admitted into the hofpital, owing to ne- 
glect in tranfmitting the order to the officers of the board 
of health, or to the want of fome body who could be fent 
for the carriage, or to accidental delays of other kinds. 
Thus, it may be juftly obferved, to the honour of the phyfi- 
cians employed in the city-hofpiral, that moft of the patients 
they recetved were taken fick three or four, and many four or 
five days previous to their admiflion; yet, at that time, they 
had cured half of them. 

We were in town witnefles to almoft the fame negleéts, 
delays, and prejudices, among the fick who called for our af- 
fiftance. Many refufed to be fent to the hofpital, who died 
deftitute of nurfes and the moft neceflary remedies; while 
they furely were not benefited by our atmofphere. ‘They 
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were alfo injured by the heat, narrownefs and uncleanlinefs 
of their houfes and clothes. As the yellow fever has often 
the {urprifing effect of fufperding any kind of painful fenfa- 
tion, many felt as if nothing of confequence ailed them, till 
the approach of death. If, on the contrary, they were atracked 
with*violent fymptoms, they were abandoned even by their 
neareft relations; but few charitable and judicious nurfes could 
be founds of the remaining phyficians, many were fickand con- 
fined. In fhort, I have feen about fixty or feventy patients, all 
of the above defcription; the greateft part died; and it furely 
will be granted, that if they had received proper affiftance, 
the greater part muft have recovered; and, for the truth and 
juftnefs of thefe obfervations, I can,I believe, with confidence, 
call upon the candor and experience of the other phyficians. It 
will then be underftood, why fo many patients died in town 
with the yellow fever, without derogating from the eflimate I 
have given of thofe who recovered under medical afliftance. 

Every body is now inveftigating what are the beft means 
of preventing the return of that calamity. We muft congra- 
tulate ourfelves on the laudable and numerous exertions of 
our fellow citizens. The introduétion of pure waters, will, 
no doubt, prove one of the moft beneficial improvements ; 
for, it equally anfwers the purpofe of cleanfing the ftreets, 
as refrefhing the atmofphere. The poor people alfo will 
have an eafier and more convenient means for wafhing their 
clothes, which they are ufed to keep dirty, during the fummer, 
until they can gather fome rain water; but that is not all: many 
other caufes did appear to me very obnoxious to the wholefom- 
nefsofthe town. The cafements and logs of our wharves are 
old, and their furface is rotten; at low water, when afcorching 
fun dries them up, they produce very infecting and dangerous 
effluvia. The vicinity of the docks has always appeared to bethe 
feat of many deaths; becaufe, at the periodical return of the 
tide, their filthy waters are alfo returned, and the moft corrupt- 
ed and black mud is left again on the bottom. Too many crow- 
ded buildings are unfortunately erected upon the wharves. 
The whole eaft fide of Philadelphia is walled by a double, 
thick and high range of houfes, through which the air has 
but few ftreets opened to circulate. ‘The conveniencies of - 
the fhipping and mercantile bufinefs, have thus deprived 
the metropolis of the refrefhing and moift currents of air, 
that mutt neceflarily rife from one of the largeft rivers*. The 

* There are about ten thoufand houfes in Philadelphia; the 
gtoend alfo contains ten thoufand deep ditches or privy necellae 
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{ireets of the fuburbs, and many of the city, are left in « 
furprifing {tate of degradation, and without pavement, while 
the numerous carriages and great intercourfe with the coun- 
try, render them {till worfe; no declivity is given to their 
waters; no police law is enacted to compel the inhabitants 
to clean their foot-ways. There the rains, and the common 
fewers of houfles, empty, form ponds, and cover the furface 
with a thick ftrarum of animal and vegetable putrefaction. 
There is nobody in thofe parts, and even South ftreet, who 
could not, when he pleafes, manure his little garden with the 
black mud which furroundsthem. I never could think, gen- 
tlemen, as many do, that the numerous burying-grounds in- 
clofed in the city, were of no bad confequence. I believe quite 
the reverfe, and I fupported it in my account of the yellow 
fever in’97, by reafons and arguments which I do not think 
eafy to refute. All thofe burying-grounds are fituated on 
the moft elevated points of the city; and as the higheft part 
of the city is forty feet above the river, and as the ditches 
are dug only fix feet deep, I calculate that the bed of all our 
dead, lie between 20 and 30 feet above the loweft ground. 
How many {ftreets, confequently, and how many cellars are 
lower than the loweft bottom of a burying-ground? I afk 
now, whether the conftant moifture and vapour of the ground 
can be infiltrated from any where but from the high fur- 
rounding parts, and whether waters wafhing thoufands of 
dead bodies, renewed every year, do not retain the moft 
noxious particles, although thefe waters, under the whole 
ground of Philadelphia, do circulate through the moft ho- 
mogeneous clay. 

Thefe are, gentlemen, the points of obfervation which 
have conftantly fixed my opinion, on the origin of our ma- 
lignant fever; from which nothing now can preferve us, ex- 
cept a cool fummer, and frequent N. W. winds. Other re- 
medies or preventatives again{t fuch a calamity, will, I hope, 
be found in the liberality and experience of our enlightened 
fellow-citizens; but it would be ufelefs to ftreis upon any cther 
conjecture or hypothefis. It was always known, and never ob- 
jected but herg, that the vicinity of effluvia from corrupied 





ries: many of them contain the animal fitth of feveral gencra- 
tions, and, for the cleaning of them, no law was enacted ; no ineans 
were provided! Quere.{s not the number of privy ditches, and the 
cubic folidity of this filth, in a proportionate ratio for the corrup- 
tion of all our waters, and for poifuning every point of exdalation 
6n our greund P 
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animal or vegetable fubftances were peftilential, and produc- 
ed fatal difeafes; and whenever fuch fources of contagion 
furround us, and exift with us, it would be injudicious to 
dwell upon mere fuppofitions; for the importion of a fever 
will always be a fuppofed doirine, fince it is generally grant- 
ed, that during the heat of fummer, the fame caufes can pro- 
duce it on board of vefiels, at fea or in our ports, and often car- 
ries off the whole of their crews. It is alfo very extraordina- 
ry, that we fhould receive, by importation, a diforder which 
proves fo terrible among us, while it is but occafionally in 
the countries from where we dread to reccive it, and where 
it is hardly thought contagious, and never threatens, to an 
alarming degree the population nor the profperity of the 
inhabitants.

Letter to Thomas Mifflin, Efq. 


Governor of the Commonwealth of Pennfylvania, 
From the Academy of Medicine of Philadelphia, on the origin and 
means of preventing the return of the Yellow Fever. 

Sir, 

N order to comply with your requeft to the Academy of 

Medicine, communicated by Dr. Samuel Duitheld, con- 
iulting Phyfician of the port, relpeCling the means of prevent- 
ing the return of the epidemic fever, which has latelf affli@- 
ed our city, the Academy have conceived the hiftory of its 
origin, neceflarily connected with their aniwer. 

Ve believe it was derived from the following fources : 

1. The exhalations of the alleys, gutters, docks, and com- 
mon fewers of the city; and from ftagnating water in its 
neighbourhood. 

2. [he foul air difcharged with the ballaft of the thip De- 
borah, and the cargo of the brig Mary ; the former of which 
arrived from Hifpaniolaon the 18th July, and the latter on 
the 2oth of the fame month. We reject the opinion of an 
imported human contagion in either of the above veffels. Ig 
has not been afferted that any perfon died of the yellow fe- 
ver on board the Mary, during her voyage : and if it be faid, 
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that feveral perfons died on board the Deborah of that difeafe, 
on her paflage to this city, we cannot admit that they contami- 
nated the timbers or contents of the fhip in fuch a manner, 
as to {pread the difeafe to perfons at feveral hundred feet dif- 
tance from the wharf at which fhe was moored. The impro- 
bability of this opinion will appéar from two confiderations. 

Firft—The difeafe is not contagious in the Weft-Indies ; 
and rarely, if ever fo, in the United States in hot weather, at 
which time only it makes its firlt appearance in our country. 
So general is this opinion, that fome phyficians have unfor- 
tunately refufed co admit the exiftence of the fever in its com- 
mencement in our city, only becaufe it was not contagious. 

Second—The difeafe was in no inftance propagated by 
thofe perfons who wére fuppofed to have derived it from hu- 
man contagion adhering to the timbers or contents of the 
Deborah and Mary, and who died with it in parts of the city 
remote from the influence of the foul air of thofe veffels. 

If it be faid that the contagion of the yellow fever is not 
uniform in its effects, it ought at leaft to be admitted, that it 
acts with moft certainty where it exifts with moft force ; but 
the reverfe of this took place in the fuppofed origin of our 
late fever from imported contagion. We are the more deter 
mined in our opinion of the foul air of the Deborah and 
Mary being the caufe of many cafes of our fever, from fimi- 
lar cafes of fever having been often produced from fimilar 
caufes, inftances of which were mentioned in our letter to you 
of laft year. | 

In fupport of our opinion of the difeafe being derived from 
the exhalations of our city before enumerated, we fhall men- 
tion the names of the following perfons, who had the fever 
beforg the arrival of the Deborah or Mary, in our port, viz. 
Benjamin Jones, Fromberger’s Court, June 2d; Mary Wrig- 
glefworth, near the corner of Walnut and Tenth-tircets, 
June 6th; Rebecca Treiled, in Front between Spruce and 
Union-ftreets, June 11th; Elizabeth Curran, Fourth below 
South-ftreet, June 27th ; Mark Miller, Callowhill-ftreet, and 
Molly Zeller, Race-ftreet, July 2d; Mifs Byrne, Spruce 
between Second and Third ftreets, July r1th; Mr. Vannoft, 
Shannon. {treet wharves, July rath. We obferved. moreover, 
and heard of a confiderable number of perfons who had the 
difeafe in the weftern paris of the city, and in Southwark 
and the Northern Liberties, who had not been expofed to con- 
tagion, nor breathed the air in the neighbourhood of Waicr- 
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fircet for many weeks, and in fome inftances for feveral 
months, before they were attacked by that fever. 

In addition to the arguments in favour of the domeftic 
fources of the fever, that had been mentioned in our former 
letter, we fhall add four more, that we think cannot be ree 
futed. 

i. The atmofphere of our city, during the prevalence of 
the fever, produced fenfations of pain or ficknefs in many 
people who came into it from the country; the fame atmof- 
phere became the caufe of the difeafe and death in others 
who vifited the city, and who carefully avoided lodging, or 
any intercourfe with perions infected by the fever. 

2. ‘The difeafe prevailed in many inland towns of the Unit~ 
ed States, which had no intercourfe with thofe fea-port towns 
in which it was epidemic. ‘Thole towns were, in every in- 
ftance we have heard of, fituated near to putrid fubditances, 
or ftagnating water. 

. Lhe dileafes was rarely contagious, even when it termi- 
aued j in death, when carried into the country, or into towns 
not expoied to putrid exhalations. 

4. The general extinétion of the difeafe by frof, clearly 
proves thai it exilts chiefly in the atmofphere; and that it is 
not derived, in the firtt initance, from human contagion; for 
froft, it is well known, does not act in the autumnal months 
upon the bodies of the fick, nor upon their beds, clothing, or 
any other fuppofed receptacle of contagion. 

We with to dire€t the attention of our fellow-citizens ta 
the hiftory of the caufes and remedies of pettilential difeafes 
in foreign countries: In the ages of medical fu; peritition, when 
thofe difeafes were believed to be neers they nearly de- 
populated cities for many fuccefiive yea ars. Frequent and ac- 
cumulated fuffering at laft begat wifdom. The caufes of 
peililence were dil covered to exift in all countrics, and o- 
meftic remedies were appiied to remove them. Lhe effec 
of this change in the opinion and conduct of the satin ons of 


+ 


Europ2 has been the almoft general extirpation of mal ignant 
fevers from their cities and fea ports. We have many docu- 
ments to prove that the recurrence of the yeliow fever has 


caer prevented in the citics of Europe by cleanlinefs. Ie for- 


tly prevailed in Italy, Spain, France, Germany, Folland, 

an sad, occafionally, in Britain and Ireland, under the names of 
: ay fae 

putrid, malignant, and bilious fevers, alfo of the gail fickne/s 


and of the d/ack fever. Thre iat name was derived from the 
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black vomiting, which is fo often the fymptom of approach. 
ing death in bilious fevers. 

Weare the more confirmed in the opinion we have deliver- 
ed, that the yellow fever is a native difeafe of our country, 
by difcovering that the fame opinion is held by moft of the 
phyficians and citizens of our fatter ftates. We lament the 
prevalence of an opinion, that the admiffion of truth upon 
this fubjeét, will injure the credit of our city. Truth, upon 
all fubjects is ultimately friendly to general intereft and hap- 
pinefs, while the remedies of the evils of error, are always of 
a partial and tranfitory nature. We conceive that the report 
of the exiitence of a difeafe of a nature fo fubtle as to elude 
the utmolt force of the health laws, and the greateft vigilance 
of health-officers, willbe much more injurious to our city, 
than a belief of its being derived from caufes which are ob- 
vious to our fenfes, and which, by active exertions, might be 
eafily and certainly removed, without opprefling or injuring 
our commerce. 

We thall repeat, in this place, the means recommended by 
us in our former letter, with the addition of fome others, 
for preventing a return of the difeafe. 

1. © Removing al! thofe matters from our ftreets, gutters, 
cellars, gardens, yards, ftores, vaults, ponds, &c. which, by 
putrefaction in warm weather, afford the moft’ frequent 
caufe of the difeafe in this country. For this purpofe, we 
recommend the appointment of a certain number of phyfi- | 
cians, whofe bufinefs it fhall be, to infpe& ail fuch places in 
the city, the Northern Liverties and Southwark, as contain 
any maiters, capable by putrefaQion, of producing the difeafe, 
and to have them removed. 

2. “ Weearneflly recommend the frequent wafhing of all 
impure parts of the city in warm and dry weather, by means | 









































of the pumps, until the water of the river Schuylkill can be 
rade to wafh ali the ftreets of the city: a meafure which we 
conceive promifes to our citizens, the moft durable exemp- 
tion from bilious fevers of all kinds, of domeftic origin. 

3. * To guard againft the frequent fource of yellow fever 
from the noxious air in the holds of vefiels, we recommend 
the unlading fuch yeffels, as contain cargoes liable to putre- 
fation, and the difcharging the ballaft of all veffels at a dif- 
tance from the city, during the months of June, July, Au- 
guft, September and October. To prevent the generation 
of noxious air in the holds of veffels, we conceive every vef- 
fel fould be obliged, by law, to carry and ufe a ventilator, and 
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we recommend in a particular manner, the one lately invent~ 
ed by Mr. Benjamin Wynkoop. We believe this invention 
to be one of the moft important and ufeful that has been 
made in modern times, and that it is calculated to prevent 
not only the decay of fhips and cargoes, but a very frequent 
fource of peltilential difeafes of all kinds in commercial ci- 
ties.” 

4. The filling up, or cleaning the docks in fuch a manner, 
that no matters, capable of putrefaction, ihall be expofed to 
the rays of the fun at low water. 

5. The clofing the common fewers, fo as to admit water 
only, and the daily removal of the filth of the city, deftined 
to flow into them, by means of covered carts er waggons 
made for that purpofe. 

6. The prevention of the filth of the city from being accu- 
malsted, and ftagnating in its neighbourhood. 

. The prohibition of alleys and narrow ftreets in the fu- 
tute improvement of the city. 

8. Analteration of the prefent health law, which, by de- 
taining veflels with perifhable cargoes for ten days at the hof- 
pital, in hot weather, is calculated to increafe the foul air in 
their holds; and we recommend alfo, that no veflel, owned 
bya citizen of Philadelphia, be permitted to Icave or enter 
our ports, that is not provided with a ventilator. 

We fhall conclude our letter by deprecating, in the moft 
folemn manner, the continuance of a belief in the fuppofed 
importation of our fever, an opinion which has led to the to- 
tal negligence of the means of preventing its return 3 alfo by 
humbly hoping that a merciful Providence may not correct 

our ignorance and prejudices, by frequent returns of a cala- 
mity, which has in five years {wept away ten thoufand of our 
inhabitants and which in a few years may, if not obviated by 
the only proper reraedies, (under the influence of the prefent 
inflammatory conftitution of the atmofphere) annihilate our 
city.

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Unthackled by prejudice, and diffident of opinion, we have 
endeavoured to trace the difeafe to its origin, but without 
fuccefs.

Thus fituated, it would be indecorous, in an official report 
to the chief magiftrate, to fubftitute opinion for fact.

ad. ‘The difeafe continued to rage until about the firft of 
November 3 and, partially, until about the sth. The whole 
number of viétims, exclufive of thofe who died in the coun 
try, are three thoufand fix hundred and forty-five. 

qd. The City Hofpital was opened on the 7th Auguft—all 
veflels were immediately removed by order of the Board from 
all the wharves included between Mr. Levi Hollingfworth’s 
and Tun Alley.—The Board publicly admonithed the imha- 
bitants of the infe€ted neighbourhood to remove witkout 
delay.—A quantity of damaged coffee and cocoa, imported 
_on the 3oth July, and ftored in Rofs’s ftores, was reported 
on the 3d Auguit to the Board to be in a putrid ftate. It was 
immediately put on board the veffel in which it was impor- 
ted, and fent down to the Marine Hofpital for purification. 

Two fkilful phyfictans and two affiftants were appointed 
to refide at the City Hofpital, with a competent number of 
nurfes and attendants, and every thing neceffary fot the com- 
fort and relief of the patients was provided. All the powers 
of reafoning, perfuafion, and authority, which the Board pof- 
fefled, thort of abfolute coercion, were afliduonfly employed 
to induce the fick to remove initantly to the Hofpital; for 
~ which purpofe carriages con{tantly attended, and litters were 
con{tructed as {peedily as poflibly, to convey them with cafe 
and convenience. 

Alt the regular practifing phyficians of the city and li- 
berties were authorized to grant orders for admiffion into the 
City Hofpitai.—Hearfes and perfons. were employed for the 
{peedy removal and interment of the dead, and the Health 
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Ollice kept open day and night, for the purpefe of receiving 
applications and executing the duties of the office with 
promptitude. 

In order to afcertain the progrefs of the difeafe and form 
fome criterion by which to judge of its extenfion or declines 
as well as to mark thofe parts of the city and hberties in 
which it raged with the greateft violence, a faitable perfon 
was appointed to obtain from the phyficians the daily reports 
of new cafes which occurred in their practice feverally, toge~ 
ther with the names and refidence of the patients. 

Skilful phyficians were appointed to attend the poor of the 
city and liberties, and medicines provided for their ule at the 
expence of the inftitution, 

The buildings at the City Hofpital being found infufficient, 
a houfe contiguous thereco was rented; the {ummer houfes 
were covered with canvas, a number of fheds, and a new 
frame building 60 by 20 feet, two ftories high, were erecied 
for the beiter accommodation of the fick. 

The alarming progrefs of the difeafe, and frightful increafe 
of mortality ; the appareng temerity or apathy of fome, and 
the indigence and diflrefs of others, impelled the Board to 
reiterate in terms the moit impreflive, their admonitions to 
the inhabirants who were in circumftances to abandon their 
homes; and, in conjuction with the Guardians of the poor, 
to provide a retreat for the indigent, 

‘Tents wert accordingly erected on the eaft bank of Schuyl- 
kill, to which they were invited to refort, and ample provi- 
fion was there made for their comfort and fupport. Thefe 
mealures being inadequate to the urgency of the occafion, 
temporary buildings for the accommodation of near two 
thouiand perfons were erect d on Mafters’ ground, two miles 
above the city. 

The regulation and fuperintendance of each encampment 
was confided to a committee of refpectable and humane cit- 
zens, who voluntarily undertook the arduous tafk, 

By the joint authority of the Board of Managers and the 
Board of Guardians of ihe poor, a committee of refpectable 
citizens were appointed for the diftribution of relies to the 
poor of the city and liberties, whofe fituation rendered it im- 
proper to remove to the tents, 

‘The infe&ted houfes and bedding were cleanfed and purt- 
fied, by order of the Board, fo far as was found practicable, 
This, however, was but partial, owing to the inevitable dilke 
cuities ard confufign eccaficned by the calamity.

sth. The poor will, doubtlefs, require extraodinary aid 
from the legiflature the enfuing winter, in contequence of the 
fufpention of labour during the prevalence of the difeate, the 
extraordinary expenfes incurred b¥ificknefs, or remoya) from 
the city, and, in all probability, a fhort interval from the re- 
turn of the citizens to the clofing of the navigation for the ex- 
ercife of induftry. . ; 

6th. No queftion can be more interefting, none more en- 
titled to ferious confideration, than that which fhall deter- 
mine the precautions to be adopted, in order to prevent the 
recurrence of a calamity fo de(ftructive. Accordingly, we 
find our fellow citizens generally engaged in the contempla- 
tion and difcuflion of the fubject. » 

Whatever difference of opinion may exift as to its origin, 
all appear to agree in the general fyltem of police neceflary 
to guard againit its introduction in future, 

The idea of reforting to the legiflature of the.union, for 
an act to interdict the commerce from the Mediterranean 
and Weit-Indies, during the fummer months, appears to be 
general, and if attainable, would certainly be moit defirable, 
at leaft until fome effectual fyitem fhail be divifed and com- 
pletely ready for execution. : 

The great diverfity of fentiment which appears to prevail in 
the different ftates, relative to the origin oi the difeafe, toge- 
ther with the powerful influence of commercial intereit and 
rivalihip, may create infurmountable obftacles to the attain- 
nent of an eflicient law from the general government,

Under thefe circumftances, we think it will be prudent to 
perfevere with energy in an application to the ftate legiflature, 
for eff¢€tual quarantine and health laws, with liberal endow- 
ments for the fupport of the feveral inftitutions. It may here 
be proper to obferve that a well digefted quarantine law of 
this itate will be neceffary ‘even in the event of a law of the 
general government) to provide for the eafe of veffels which 
miay encer our port from ftrefs of weather, or other cafualty 
during the period of interdiction. 

We take the liberty of fuggefting the propriety of an ap- 
plication to the governments of the {tates of Delaware and 
New-Jerfey for their co-operation. The principles of com- 
mon intereft and felf-prefervation, and their participation in 
the late calamity, muift dictate to them the neceflity of fuch 
a coalition. 

A quarantine law to be effectual fhould make provifion for 
the following objects. 

An infular fituation, remote from the city, fhould be fe- 
lected, if practicable, for the place of quarantine; if none 
fach can be obtained, forty or fifty acres on fome convenient 
part of the Delaware thore fhould be fecured by a high and 
itrong enclofure—wharves, ware houfes, and other fuitable 
buildings fhould be ere€ted for the reception and purification 
of cargoes and accommodation of perfons. 

All veffels from the Mediterranean and Weft-Indies, from 
the firftof June tothe firft October, fhould there difcharge 
their cargoes, which, together with the veffels, fhould be 
thoroughly purified, and perform a quarantine of at leait 20 
days. Guards fhould be conftantly pofted at all the avenues, 
and guard boats ftationed around the fleet. 

The Jaw fhould provide for the prohibition of intercourfe 
by land or water with fuch of our fifter ftates as may not a- 
dopt efficient quarantine laws ; and interdict all communi- 
cation with infected places. 

Having defignated thofe general regulations, which we 
eonceive are beft adapted to guard againtt the importation of 
difeafe, we fhall take the liberty of adverting to meafures, 
which appear to us no lefs neceflary to the health and prof- 
perity oi our city. 

If the domeftic origin of the difeafe is denied, yet it muft 
be allowed that local caufes have a potént effeét in its diffufion, 
and encteafing its malignity ; of this, fatal experience has 
furnifhed an irrefragable proof in the exceflive mortality, and 
number of the difeafed, in particular parts of the city and li- 
berties, 
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We believe that thefe dreadful confequences would be 
greatly mitigated, if not wholly averted, by a judicious refor- 
mation in the police of the city and liberties. 

The introduction of wholefome running water for domeftic 
purpoles, and for wafhing the {treets, and common fewers, is 
in our judgment, an object of primary importance; the 
cleanting of all the docks to a depth below the level of low 
water mark, a {trict attention to the removai of all filth and 
putrifying fubflances, and correcting the noxious effluvia 
from the privies in the commencement of the hot feafon, 
would, we conceive, be productive of the happieft effeds. 

T he great attention which has been paid to the cleanfing 
of the belt improved parts of our city, and the obvious ne- 
glect of remote and confined fituations, has long been a fub- 
jet of ferious complaint. 

Any work, however great, will be but partial whilft the 
ftagnant pools, and filth of the narrow lanes, alleys and yards, 
in the extremities of the city, and particularly in the diftricts 
of Southwark and the Nothern Liberties, are fuffered to exit. 

We beg ieave to call your attention to a fubject which wé 

confider as deeply interefling. 

The eftablithment of a City Hofpital upon an enlarged 
plar, permanently provided with every thing neceffary for 
the comfort and relief of the fick, and fkilful profeflors, 
nurles, &c. provifionally engaged in the event of a recur- 
rence of the difeafe, would excite public. confidence, and 
greatly diminifh the evils of the calamity. The fituation of 
the prefent City Hifpital, we confider as highly improper 
for the purpofe, from its contiguity to the marfhes of the 
Schuylkill. The lots and improvements thereon, if fold, 
would, probably preduce a fum equivalent to the purchafe 
of an clevated fituation, and the completion of buildings bet- 
ter adapted to the purpofe. 

We have been led into unavoidable prolixity from the mag- 
nitude of the fabje@, and a wifh to contribute the refult of 
our experience and obfervations, Should they produce, in 
any degree, the defired effe€t, it will alleviate the recolle@tion 
of thofe painful fcenes which it was our lot to witnefs, and
